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I learn from the City Treasurer that there has 
been borrowed and expended for ordinary or current 
expenses of the city during the year 1887, $80,000, 
payable as tollows: $50,000 for sewers, payable in 
ten equal annual payments; $10,000 for streets, 
payable in two equal annual payments; and $10,000 
each for schools and school-houses, payable in five 
equal annual payments, thereby increasing the city 
debt $80,000. 

There has been paid during the year on the 
city’s notes and bonds matured $95,850. The in- 
crease in the several sinking funds, accounts estab- 
lished for the payments of the city’s debt, not 
otherwise provided for, as it becomes due, has been 
during the year $134,110.33, thereby decreasing the 
city’s debt by this amount, which, added to the 
amount paid on notes and bonds, makes a total 
decrease of $229,960.33; from which deduct $80,000, 
the increase made in the debt, shows a net reduc- 
tion in our city’s debt of $149,960.33. 

The legislature, by act of 1885, allows cities of 
the Commonwealth to incur permanent debt to the 
amount of 2 1-2 per cent, of the .average valuation 
of the three preceding years. The valuation of the 
city of Lowell for the years 1885, 1886 and 1887 
was as follows, to wit:

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making an average valuation for the three preced- 
ing years of $53,724,323.22. Two and one-half per 
cent, of this valuation is $1,343,108.08, which sum 
is the limit of the city’s borrowing capacity for 
making other than temporary loans. The net or- 
dinary city debt Jan. 1, 1887, was $956,125.43, 

which has been increased during the year by the 
amount of $80,000, and decreased by the amount 
of $174,704.65, from which sum deduct the amount 
of increase ($80,000), which gives the net decrease 
of $94,704.65. Deducting this amount from the net 
ordinary city debt Jan. 1, 1887, ($956,125.43), shows 
the net ordinary city debt, Jan. 1, 1888, to be 

$861,420.78. Deducting this amount from $1,343,- 
108.08, the limit of the city’s borrowing capacity, 
gives $481,687.30, an amount to which our city can 
incur debt and still be within our statute limit. 

SCHOOLS. 

I have been able to make but a limited ex- 
amination of our public schools, but, so far as I 
have observed, our teachers seem to be ambitiops 
to keep up with the best thought and best methods of 
education. If further investigation shall show that 
this is generally true, I shall feel that Lowell may 
well be proud of her schools. The importance of 
this interest ought to secure a more careful consid- 
eration of the merits and demerits ot its adminis- 
tration than is generally given to it. 
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Our system of education undoubtedly has its 
defects, but they are defects common to public 
school teaching everywhere. 

Salaries should be paid our teachers sufficient 
to secure and retain in our schools persons to whom 
we may safely entrust the moral and physical, as 
well as the mental, welfare of our children. The 
standard should be high. The salaries now received 
are not too high for the qualifications which we 
demand, or for the work which we require. 

The number of pupils enrolled in our schools 
during the year was 9907. The average number 
belonging was 7203. The average daily attendance 
was 6430. The total expenditure, including the 
expense of evening schools, was $158,688.53; re- 
ceipts, $1,696.43; net expenditure, $156,992.10. 

EVENING SCHOOLS. 

Our evening schools are not surpassed by those 
established in any city of the Commonwealth. 

The elementary evening schools, devoted to the 
common English branches of study, have been 
hitherto voluntarily attended by a large number of 
pupils. Under the operation of an act of the last 
legislature, with its compulsory provisions, the at- 
tendance upon these schools has greatly increased. 

This increased attendance has necessitated the 
opening of new schools, and in general has im- 
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posed a heavy tax upon the school appropriation. 
The results attained undoubtedly justify the addi- 
tional expense incurred on their account. 

SCHOOL HOUSES. 

Year after year there is a growing demand for 
more and better school accommodations. A per- 
sonal inspection has convinced me that the demand 
is not unreasonable, but that the need for more 
commodious and better arranged buildings is im- 
perative. In view ot this fact it is incumbent upon 
you to make immediate provision for meeting this 
want. Whether it be done by direct appropriation 
or by the creation of a loan is a subject for your 
consideration- But an extensive remodelling of many 
of our school houses and the erection of new 
buildings are matters of urgent necessity. 

The Franklin, the Elliott street and the Charles 
street school house properties would best be sold, 
and the proceeds applied to the purchase of new 
sites and the construction of new buildings. 

The Church street school-house, from its struc- 
ture and from its surroundings, is utterly unsuit- 
able for school purposes. 

That you may realize for yourselves the incon- 
venient and unsanitary condition of some of our 
school buildings I shall ask you later to visit them. 
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I am confident that you will then be of one mind 
on the subject, that money devoted to the remedy- 
ing of such evils is money rightly and wisely spent. 

From the appropriation for school-houses there 
was expended during the year for annexes to the 
River street and Dover street school-houses, $5500; 
for janitors, $15,524.90; total expenditures, $30,- 
288.41; receipts, $376.60; net expenditure, $29,911.81. 

CITY LIBRARY. 

This is an institution which will always claim 
your fostering care. It has quite outgrown its 
present quarters. The accommodation for the pub- 
lic, both in library and in reading-room, is entirely 
inadequate, and the storage capacity for books is 
nearly exhausted. 

Every department of library work is carried on 
under great disadvantages, and in many cases with 
extra expense. Temporary relief can be afforded 
by the leasing of additional quarters, but the erec- 
tion of a suitable public library building should 
not be much longer delayed. 

The interests of the library will be best served 
by placing upon its board of directors such persons 
as are naturally fitted by taste and education for 
this particular work. 

The total number of volumes in the library is

33,986; added last year, 3164. The total number 
of subscribers is 12,583; added last year, 1546. 
The total expenditure for the year was $14,896.83; 
receipts, $3,302.42; net expenditure, $11,594.41. 

PUBLIC BUILDINGS. 

The total expenditure of this department was 
$27,798.60; receipts, $4,109.46; net expenditure, 
$23,689.14. 

During the past year Huntington hall has been 
remodelled, the stage enlarged and new seats added 
at an expense of $4,168.14. 

The long needed improvements at the police 
station have at last been made, and the building 
is now a credit to the city. The cost of the 
improvements, not including bills for December, has 
been $13,055.94. 

There have been repairs or additions to the 
Dover and River street schoolhouses, and also to 
several of the primary school buildings. A new 
boiler has been placed in the Green school. 

POLICE DEPARTMENT. 

We rightly require from our police the zealous 
and faithful discharge of their duties, as the} 7 are 
well compensated, and hold their positions during 
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good behavior. Discipline and harmony in the 
department are essential to a proper performance 
of police duty. In this respect the condition of 
our force is creditable, as the officers have worked 
well together, and their work has been, in general, 
satisfactory. 

The department on January i, 1887, consisted 
of sixty-six regulars and five supernumeraries. The 
same month the five supernumeraries were con- 
firmed as regulars, and in February six additional 
patrolmen were appointed. One was discharged 
and another resigned, leaving a force of seventy- 
five men, which on December 16, 1887, was in- 
creased by the appointment of seven patrolmen. 
The entire force now numbers eighty-two men. 

During the past year changes have been made 
in the police uniform, new styles of coats, caps, 
badges, blouses, etc., having been adopted. The 
three relief system has also been put in operation, 
and has so far given satisfaction. Extensive and 
important improvements have been made in the 
station house, the prison part being entirely re- 
modelled and twenty-three cells added. The offices 
have been located in the easterly end of the 
building, and are comfortably fitted up for the 
purposes intended. 

The total number of arrests for the year end- 
ing November 30, 1887, was 3484; and the num- 
ber of persons lodged at the station house, 2435. 
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The total expenditures for the year were $82,- 
801.19; receipts, $17,389.67; net expenditures,

FIRE DEPARTMENT. 

The fire apparatus in use and in good order 
today, consists of three steam fire engines, seven 
two-horse and two hand hose carriages, two hook 
and ladder trucks, one protective wagon and one 
chemical engine. During the year a new brick 
house, costing about $7,600, has been erected on 
Warren street for the use of the protective com- 
pany. The number of hydrants now in use 
is 774. 

There have been 130 alarms of fire, with a 
loss of $28,355.17. The amount of insurance on 
property injured or destroyed was $206,100. The 
amount of insurance paid was $27,490.67. Loss 
above insurance, $874,50. 

The entire cost of this department for the 
year has been $68,191.05; receipts, $702.64; net 
expenditure, $67,488.41. 

This department is in good condition and 
ranks high among similar organizations in the state. 

A new house is needed for the use of a hose 
company on Fayette street, and two other houses 
should be enlarged to accommodate extra horses. 
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The board of engineers recommend that 
the bell tower on the “Market house,” so called, 
be raised above the roofs of the high buildings 
in the immediate vicinity, and that the openings 
of the bell towers of the Varnum and Franklin 
schoolhouses be altered so that an alarm can be 
heard at a greater distance. 

WATER WORKS. 

This department will require no appropriation 
to meet its ordinary expenses. During the past 
year the taking up on Broadway, Middlesex and 
Central streets of lines of cement-lined pipe and 
replacing it with cast-iron pipe has been com- 
pleted, at an expense of about $11,000. It is 
probable that the water rates will be reduced 
this year, as an ordinance to that effect is now 
waiting the action of the city council. 

LIGHTING DEPARTMENT. 

New contracts have been made, whereby the 
electric lights have been increased in number 
from 75 to 143. These lights are to burn all 
night and every night in the year. 

The gaslights are fewer in number than last 
year, on account of the increase of electric lights. 
In r886 there were 876; there are now 849. The 
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number of gasoline lights is 391. Both gasoline 
and gaslights burn only till a certain hour in the 
morning, and do not burn on moonlight nights. 

Total expenditure, $44,598.77; receipts, $79.09; 
net expenditure, $44,519.68. 

It is probably not generally understood that 
the lighting of the city government building, of 
Huntington and Jackson halls, and the armories 
and ward rooms is paid from this appropriation. 

PAUPER DEPARTMENT. 

The whole number of inmates in the various 
institutions at the city farm during the year was 
nine hundred and eighty-four, the average number 
being three hundred and thirty-two. At present 
there are three hundred and twenty. 

The yearly cost of each pauper has been 
$74.54, a weekly cost of $1.43. 

Gross expenses, $40,070.95 ; net expenses, 
$24,746.79. During the year a laundry has been 
built and is now ready for use. 

The department of outdoor relief, covering 
the period from Jan. 1 to Dec. 20, 1887, has 
disbursed for coal, wood and provisions, $12,529.- 
25, distributed among 875 fanilies, composed of 
1260 males and 1644 females. 

For care and medical attendance ol sick 
paupers, $2621.40 has been paid to St. John’s 
hospital, 50 per cent, of which amount, I am 
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informed, was reimbursed to the city by the state 
and towns on behalf of their paupers. 

The dispensary, an important branch of the 
department of out-door relief, is separated from 

the overseers’ office, being located in the police 
building on Market street. It seems to me that 
these two offices should be under one roof for 

the convenience of patients and officials. 

S’* ATE AID. 

Money is disbursed in this department to two 
classes, namely, persons who receive a pension 

from the United States, and indigent soldiers and 
sailors of the late war who receive no pension. 

There are 205 persons in the first class and 
79 in the second class at the present time. The 
amount paid to the first class for 1887 is $9795.- 
50; the amount paid for the second class, $7456, 
making a total of $17,251.50. The amount paid 
to the first class is refunded to the city by the 
state, and of the amount paid to the second class 
one-half is refunded. 

There has been received from the state for 
aid paid out for the year 1886, for the first class, 
$10,004.75; for the second class, $3988; total,

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CIVIL SERVICE. 

The local civil service board, consisting of 
Messrs. J. J. Colton, Joseph Smith and C. H. 
Conant, have held three examinations during the 
year. Thirty-three applicants were examined for 
positions on the police force, of whom twenty- 
three attained the requisite rank. Forty-eight ap- 
plicants were examined for clerical positions, of 
whom twenty-eight passed successfully. 

Several requisitions on the board, both for police 
and clerical service, have been made, and the per- 
sons selected, with but few exceptions, have, I 
believe, rendered satisfactory service in their re- 
spective departments. 

On the whole the civil service law has tended 
to abate the evils of partisanship in the selec- 
tion of public servants. 

COMMONS. 

The total expenditure has been $11,960.93; 
receipts, $696.50; net expenditure, $11,264.43. 

The cutting down of the ledge at the south- 
erly corner of the South Common was completed 
in February. The Thorndike street side of the 
common has been filled and graded, and many of 
the old walks have been repaired and new ones 
constructed. Several new walks have also been 
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laid on the North Common. The commons gen- 
erally have been well cared for. 

Rogers Fort Hill Park has for the first time 
been under the charge of the city. Six men 
have been continuously employed here during the 
summer, and twelve men for about six weeks. 
The grounds have been in charge of a capable 
gardener, and have been kept in good condition. 

I herewith submit the city engineer’s report on 

ROADS AND BRIDGES. 

Fifteen streets have been laid out and accept- 
ed during the past year. Of these, two have 
been built to line and grade — namely, South 
Whipple street, which has been extended through 
the premises of the Whipple heirs to Moore 
street, with sidewalks laid on both sides from 
Lawrence street to Moore street; and East Mer- 
rimack street, which has been laid out to the 
Tewksbury town line with a sidewalk on the 
southerly side. Seven of the streets referred to 
were practically built to line and grade when ac- 
cepted; the remaining six will not require much 
expense to put them in good condition. Five 
thousand six hundred and eighty-four square yards 
of granite block paving have been laid in 
Williams street from Central street to George 
street, and in Walker street from Pawtucket street 
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to Broadway; and 130,000 blocks of granite pav- 
ing have been bought and delivered and are now 
piled up on Dutton street ready for use. Fifteen 
thousand eight hundred and eighty-five lineal feet 
of edgestone have been set, five thousand three 
hundred and sixty-four square yards of concrete 
sidewalk laid, and one thousand and eight square 
yards of concrete sidewalk top dressed. A large 
amount of macadamizing has been done on West- 
ford, Tyler, Moore, Methuen and Central streets. 
The continued extensions of the horse railways, 
and the numerous and very severe storms have 
made the care of the streets difficult and expen- 
sive during the past year. Except where granite 
paving is required, macadam seems to be the most 
reliable road material for this locality. Many streets 
have been macadamized within the past few years, 
and much of this work must be done in the future. 
The purchase of a steam road roller for use in 
the work of macadamizing and repairing has been 
frequently advised, as it is claimed that the work 
can be done more economically and thoroughly by 
its use. Last year a new pile bridge was built 
over River Meadow brook at Cambridge street. 
The roadway of Aiken street bridge has been re- 
planked and Pawtucket bridge has been painted. 
This year Central bridge should be painted and 
the roadway replanked; the Cemetery bridge over 
Concord river likewise needs replanking. 
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The total expenditure has been $124,077.42; 
receipts, $20,574.59; net expenditure, $103,502.83. 

SEWERS AND DRAINS. 

I am indebted to the city engineer for a con- 
cise statement of the present condition of this 
department, and I quote almost verbatim from his 
report: 

“ Our sewerage system has not kept pace with 
the growth of the city, and there are calls for its 
extension in all directions. During the past year 
twenty-four sewers have been constructed. Main 
sewers have been built in the following streets: 
Crosby from Newhall to Central street; Mount 
Hope from Fourth to Fifth avenue; Mason from 
South Loring to South Walker street; Cambridge 
and Chelmsford from near Hale to Grand street. 
Resolutions to lay main sewers in Gorham street 
from Congress to Manchester street, and in Powell 
street from New Fletcher street to A street, were 
passed by the board of aldermen last year. It 
is very necessary that these sewers be built this 
year. Sewers are needed in two other districts 
as recommended in the inaugural address of 
Mayor Abbott last year: A main sewer in Wood- 
ward avenue, with branch sewers to drain the 
territory lying west of Mammoth road in Paw- 
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tucketville, and another system to drain the terri- 
tory between Hildreth and Bridge streets in Cen- 
tralville. 

“ Several petitions were presented to the board 
of aldermen last year from citizens of Ward One 
and Five for relief from the flooding of cellars 
from the sewers in heavy showers. A storm over- 
flow into the Western canal has been begun at 
the intersection of Broadway and Suffolk streets, 
that when completed will give partial relief, 
though something more needs to be done wholly 
to overcome the difficulty. Last year a joint 
special committee was appointed to confer with 
the Middlesex company in relation to a settlement 
of its suit against the city for emptying sewers 
in Chestnut, Andover and Pond streets, into the 
mill pond of the company. The committee has 
had made a plan and estimates for a sewer to 
receive the sewage now emptying in Concord 
river from Belvidere. The plan and estimates 
have been referred to this year’s city government, 
and should receive early attention.” 

In view of the possible construction of new 
sewer systems involving large expenditure, I think 
with my predecessor iC that a permanent loan 
should be made to meet this large expenditure and 
thereby reduce the annual appropriation for ordi- 
nary sewer construction. This method would re- 
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lieve the taxpayers to quite an extent from the 
burden of paying for sewers built as much lor 
future requirements as for present needs.” 

I suggest also that large public works be 
built by contract, as is the custom in many other 
cities. 

Total expenditures, $78,752.40; receipts, $9,- 
T 34-59; net expenditures, $69,617.81. 

HEALTH. 

To this department I give especial prominence 
as its requirements call imperatively for serious 
consideration. The office of this board, and one 

of vital importance, is to promote by every means 

in its power the health of the city r . Its scope, 
therefore, is wide, including much that inevitably 
trenches upon other departments of the municipal 
government. For instance, to guard against zy- 
motic disease, this board has a right to insist upon 
the construction of necessary sewers and drains; 
to promote the same end it may and does demand 
the vaccination of all our school children; with 

the same object in view it claims the right to in- 
spect all public buildings, in order ' to secure their 
proper sanitary condition. Thus in these and many 
other ways it has intimate relations with the va- 
rious boards of government, and offers them sug- 
gestions which for the benefit ot the community 

they should endeavor to carry out. 
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One of the special duties of the board ol 
health is the dissemination of hygienic and sani- 
tary knowledge among all classes of our citizens. 
Such instruction is particularly needed in a city 
like ours, as the absorbing round of daily labor 
leaves little time or opportunity for the study of 
these and kindred topics. Therefore simple rules 
for the preservation of health and the prevention 
of disease, both in individuals and in commun- 
ities, need to be repeatedly brought to our atten- 
tion in a plain, concise and forcible manner. It 
is to the general ignorance of such rules that the 
insanitary condition of our city is largely due. 

The board of health derives its authority from 
the state; its powers are autocratic, and wisely so. 
Year by year its claims are more cheerfully rec- 

ognized and its efficiency steadily increases. 

As the general welfare of our city depends 
so largely upon this board, I urge upon you a 
careful consideration of its needs, a thorough ex- 
amination of its methods and a cheerful co- 
operation with its plans. For the health depart- 

ment I have one suggestion: That the contract for 
the removal of night soil by the odorless ex- 
cavator process be open to public competition and 
given to the highest bidder. The year’s appropri- 
ation for the health department was $12,000, with 
subsequent additions from the reserve fund of 
$3,000, $2000 and $2000 as need arose. Total, 

$19,000; and there remains a small surplus. 
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The duties and consequently the expenses of 
the board increase with the growth of the city. 

Detailed information of the year’s work will 
be given in the annual report soon to be published. 

LICENSE. 

To assist me in formulating my ideas upon 
this subject I have obtained from the city clerk a 
table of statistics regarding the number of licenses 
granted in this city from 1878 to 1887 inclusive, 
a period of ten years. 
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CLASSES AND KINDS OF LIQUORS ALLOWED TO BE SOLD. 

First Class — To sell liquors of any kind, to be drunk on 
the premises. 

Second Class — To sell malt liquors, cider and light wines, 
containing not more than fifteen per centum of alcohol, to be 
drunk on the premises. 

Third Class — To sell malt liquors and cider, to be drunk 
on the premises. 

Fourth Class — To sell liquors of any kind, not to be 
drunk on the premises. 

Fifth Class — To sell malt liquors, cider and light wines, 
containing not more than fifteen per centum of alcohol, not 
to be drunk on the premises. 

Sixth Class — To sell liquors of any kind for medicinal, 
mechanical and chemical purposes only, and to such persons 
only as may certify in writing for what use they want it. 

LICENSE FEE AS FIXED BY LAW. 

First Class , not less than one hundred nor more than 
one thousand dollars. 

Second Class , not less than fifty nor more than two hun- 
dred and fifty dollars. 

Third Class , not less than fifty nor more than two hun- 
dred and fifty dollars. 

Fourth Class , not less than fifty nor more than five hundred 
dollars. 

Fifth Class , not less than fifty nor more than one hundred 
and fifty dollars. 

Sixth Class , one dollar. 
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The total number of licenses granted in this 
city each year for ten consecutive years is as fol- 
lows:

The figures show that of the various classes 
of licenses, the number of “ innholders’ ” licenses 
of the “ first class” has more than doubled. 

The number of “ common victuallers’ ” licenses 
of the “ first class” has increased 150 per cent. 
The number of u common victuallers’” licenses of 
the “ second class” has increased six fold. Li- 
censes of the “ third class,” permitting the sale of 
malt liquors and cider only, have never been in 
great demand, though in 1879, 1880 and 1881, 

probably for some special reason, comparatively 
large numbers were granted. Since 1881 these li- 
censes have steadily decreased in number, frequently 
only one being issued. 

These three classes of licenses to which I have 
referred are those which permit liquors to be sold 
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and drunk on the premises. With the exception of 
the third class, which I have already stated to be few 
in number, these licenses have multiplied four fold 
in ten years. 

I now call your attention to the fourth, fifth and 
sixth classes, that do not permit liquor to be drunk 
on the premises. These are granted to wholesale 
dealers and to druggists. 

Of “ fourth class ” licenses (granted to wholesale 
dealers in liquors of all kinds) there are now 21 1, 
against 118 in 1878 — an increase of nearly 80 per 
cent. 

The (wholesale) licenses of the fifth class were 
but six in number in 1878, and two in 1887. 

I make no comments at present on the sixth 
class of licenses, those granted to druggists, as 
holders of these licenses are forbidden to sell 
liquor except for medicinal, mechanical or chem- 
ical purposes. 

To sum up: In ten years the total number of 
licenses of all classes granted has more than 
doubled — being 219 in 1878 and 457 in 1887. 
This increase is startling and becomes still more 
startling from the tact that drunkenness in our city 
has steadily increased with the increase of licenses. 
The record of arrests for drunkenness as furnished 
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by the chief of police, for the ten years, is given 
below.

I do not assert that this steady increase of 
drunkenness is the direct and immediate outgrowth 
of the increased number of licenses issued. I am 
aware that there are various causes which ' have 
more or less influence in producing the result. 
Nevertheless it is opportunity that is largely re- 
sponsible for the making of the thief. 

The unjustifiably lavish bestowal of licenses, 
with the attendant increase of drunkenness, has 
caused a corresponding reaction in public senti- 
ment. The temperance movement is steadily gain- 
ing ground among all thoughtful citizens, though 
there are individual differences of opinion as to 
the best methods of dealing with the liquor ques- 
tion. After careful consideration I have decided 
to urge upon the members of this year’s city gov- 
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ernment the trial of a system new to Lowell — the 
system of high license, rigidly followed and thor- 
oughly enforced. 

. Should you decide to adopt this method of 
controlling the liquor traffic I beg leave to offer 
the following suggestions: Issue licenses to those 
only who you believe will adhere strictly to the 
conditions of the license, and protect them in the 
legitimate exercise of their calling by promptly 
punishing all illegal sales of liquor. 

As dram-shops in the slums are commonly 
hot-beds of crime, do not allow the liquor traffic 
to be carried on in dark or obscure corners and 
by-ways, but confine the sale of liquors to locali- 
ties that are open and easy of access. 

Require all applications for licenses to be pre- 
sented before a certain specified time, then receive 
no more applications for that year. 

To guard our homes grant no licenses in lo- 
calities principally devoted to private dwellings. 
This will tend to confine the liquor trade within 
its present limits. 

Grant no licenses to women under any cir- 
cumstances. 

A wise provision of the law of Massachusetts 
protects the schools of the State, by forbidding the 
sale of liquors within a certain distance of the 
school houses. 
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I recommend that the licensing board of the 
city government extend similar protection to our 
churches at their request. 

In granting licenses of the sixth class, give 
them to druggists in good and regular standing, 
and see that they strictly adhere to the terms of 
the license. 

In regard to license fees, I do not assume to 
fix the standard of price. I only urge that the 
standard be high. 

The purpose of these several suggestions is to 
restrict the liquor traffic, if possible, to respon- 
sible parties ; to diminish drunkenness and crime in 
the by-ways and slums; to shield, as far as we 
may, our homes and churches from the evils of 
intemperance — in brief, to bring the sale of intoxi- 
cating liquors directly under our control. 

I would say that whatever method you decide 
to adopt for the regulation and control of the 
liquor traffic, I count upon your loyal support in 
the impartial enforcement of the liquor laws. 

I cannot help suggesting, however, in view of 
the considerations and facts here given, that some 
method of removing the licensing power from the 
board of aldermen to a body less subject to mu- 
nicipal or party politics, might be adopted with 
advantage, and I would recommend that the mat- 
ter of establishing a license commission be care- 
fully considered. 
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POWERS OF THE MAYOR. 

Having consulted several of the gentlemen in 
our city who have held the position of mayor, I 
find a very general agreement with a feeling 
which such acquaintance as I have made with mu- 
nicipal affairs has already caused me to have, that 
possibly some change in our charter which should 
give to the mayor a larger authority and closer 
responsibility in the administration of affairs than 
he now has, would be for the better. I am 
aware that at present the mayor has a final au- 
thority over expenditures from the treasury; but 
this authority, as things now are, must be exer- 
cised, if at all, after the expenditure has been au- 
thorized and audited, and with little chance for 
knowing in detail whether it has been properly and 
economically 7 incurred. A change in this power of 
the chief magistrate has been made in some cities 
and it has been discussed in the state legislature. 
I suggest that the subject be referred to some 
committee for consideration. 


We have now taken a general survey of the 
work that lies before us. In entering upon our 
new duties let us seek to employ prudent and prac- 
tical means for the accomplishing of worthy ends. 
For the relief of our tax-paying citizens let us

carefully avoid all extravagance, and in this con- 
nection I would call to your attention that wher- 
ever expenses are large and appropriations liberal 
there is always a tendency to reckless expendi- 
ture. Care should be taken to correct this ten- 
dency, and for every dollar paid out the full worth 
of a dollar should be rigorously exacted. Finally, 
to the conduct of municipal affairs let us devote 
the zeal and attention that we would give to the 
transaction of our private business. 

Gentlemen, in taking the oath of office we 
have solemnly sworn to perform the duties devolv- 
ing upon us impartially and faithfully — God helping 
us. May the Supreme Power whose aid we have 
invoked, inspire us to keep this pledge, that we 
may adminster the government justly, wisely, with 
singleness of aim and purity of purpose.

Each committee shall consist of two Aldermen and three 
members of the Common Council, except the Committee on 
Streets, which shall consist of two Aldermen and five mem- 
bers of the Common Council. 

2. Each board shall, in such manner as it may determine, 
select its own members for any joint committee. 

3. In all joint standing committees, except that on Finance ) 
the member first named in the Board of Aldermen shall be 
chairman; of the Committee on Finance, the member first 
named in the Common Council shall be chairman; and in all 
joint special committees, the member first named in the board 
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where the business originates shall be ehairman, and shall eall 
the committee together. 

4. Reports of eommittees shall be made to the board first 
meeting after sueh reports are prepared and signed. 

5. No committee shall aet by separate consultation, and no 
report shall be received unless agreed to in committee aetnally 
assembled. 

6. It shall be the duty of every joint committee (the Com- 
mittee on Streets exeepted), to whom any subjeet may be 
specially referred, to. report thereon within five weeks, or ask 
for further time. 

7. The by-laws of the eity shall be termed ordinances ; 

the enacting elanse of which shall be — “Be it ordained by 

the City Couneil of the City of Lowell, as follows.” 

8. An ordinance may originate in either board, and shall 

be considered in three several stages. It shall first be read 
for information, and the question shall then be on ordering it 
to a seeond reading; but if it has not previously been in 
the hands of some joint eommittee, it shall first be so re- 
ferred. When reported baek, the recommendations of the eom- 
mittee shall first be acted on. If it shall then be ordered to 
a seeond reading, it shall next be examined by a standing 
committee of that board, who shall see that it is drawn in 

proper form. When returned by sueh eommittee, the question 
shall be on ordering it to be enrolled. If so ordered, it shall 
then be sent to the other board, where the same order of 
proceeding shall be observed. When it has been ordered by 

both branches to be enrolled, it shall be enrolled by the Clerk 
of the Common Couneil, and shall be by him submitted to 
the proper committee of that board, to ascertain if it has 
been eorreetly enrolled. If so reported, the question shall be 
on passing it to be ordained. If it shall so pass, it shall 
be sigffed by the President of the Common Couneil, and be 
sent to the Board of Aldermen, where it shall take a like 
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course. If passed to be ordained in that board, it shall be 
signed by the Chairman of the Board of Aldermen, and be 

sent to the Mayor for his approval. 

9. Every joint resolution shall be read in the board in 

which it is introduced, and the question shall be upon order- 
ing it to a second reading. If so ordered, the question shall 
then be upon its passage. If passed, it shall be sent to the 
other board, where the order of proceeding shall be the same. 
When passed by both boards, the resolution shall be presented 

to the Mayor for his approval, and when the same shall be 

in force, shall be enrolled by the Clerk of the Common 

Council, and when found correctly enrolled as provided in 
the case of an ordinance, it shall be signed by the President 
of the Common Council and the Chairman of the Board of 
Aldermen, and be presented to the Mayor for his signature, 

if he approved the original. 

10. Joint orders shall require but one reading, and, when 

adopted, shall be sent to the Mayor for his approval, except 
when they relate to a question of a convention of the two 
branches, or the election of any officer. 

11. An ordinance may be rejected in any stage, but may 
not pass through all its stages in the same day. 

12. Every appropriation of money exceeding fifty dollars 
shall be by resolution. 

18. Each board shall transmit to the other all papers on 
which any ordinance, joint resolution, or order, shall be 

founded; and all papers, on their passage between the two 
boards, shall be under the signature of their respective clerks, 
except ordinances and joint resolutions in their last stage, 

which shall be signed by the presiding officers. If papers 
come before either board which have been duly acted upon 
in the other board, the presiding officer shall so state without 
reading the endorsements of the clerk, unless the latter are 
called for. 
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14. All enrolled ordinances shall be written in a fair and 
legible hand, without interlineations or erasures, and no en- 
rolled ordinance or resolution shall be amended. 

15. When either board docs not concur with the other in 
any ordinance or resolution sent from the other, notice of 
such non-concurrcnee shall be given by a written message. 

16. In any case of non-concurrence, each board may ap- 
point a Committee of Conference. Such committee shall con- 
sist, in each case, of three members who support the vote of 
their own board. These two committees may meet jointly or 
separately, and a majority of each shall decide its action. 

17. No committee shall enter into any contract with any 
of its members, or purchase, or authorize the purchase of, 
any article therefrom. 

18. No chairman of any committee shall audit or approve 
any bill or account against the city, for any supplies or ser- 
vices, which shall not have been ordered or authorized by the 
committee. 

19. All reports and other papers submitted to the City 

Council shall be written in a fair hand, without endorsement, 
except in case of the introduction of an order or resolution. 

In such case, the member introducing an order or resolution 

shall subscribe his name at the bottom of the back of the 
same. All other endorsements upon the back of papers shall 
be made by the clerks; and the clerks of the boards re- 
spectively shall, on seasonable notice, make copies of any 
papers to be reported by committees, at the request of the 
respective chairmen thereof. 

20. No business shall be transacted by the City Council 

in convention, except such as shall have been previously 
agreed on, unless by unanimous consent. 

21. After the annual appropriations shall have been passed, 
no subsequent expenditure shall be authorized for auy object, 
unless provision for the same shall be made by a specific 
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transfer from some of the appropriations contained in the 
annual resolution, or by expressly creating therefor a city 

debt; but no such debt shall be created unless the resolution 
authorizing the same pass by the affirmative votes of two- 

thirds of the whole number of each branch of the City 

Council, said votes to be taken by yeas and nays, excepting 
in cases of appropriations for the providing of armories for 
the use of military companies, for the celebration of holidays, 

and for other purposes of a public nature, when a vote of two- 

thirds of the members of each branch of the City Council 
present and voting shall be sufficient; but the amount of such 
appropriations named in this clause shall not exceed one- 

liftieth part of one per cent, of the valuation of the city 

for the same year. 

22. In ballotings in joint convention, blanks sliaH not be 
counted. 

23. When both boards are in session at the same time, 

neither shall adjourn without giving notice to the other of 

its intention. 

24. Reports of city officers, after being presented, shall remain 
in the office of the City Clerk two weeks before being printed. 

25. All papers, of whatever description, relating to business 
requiring concurrent action of both boards of the City Coun- 
cil, must be presented to the City Clerk, or the Clerk of 
the Common Council, not later than noon on the day the 
meeting is to be held. Petitions, reports, or other papers, 
presented after that hour will not be taken up for action 
thereon until the next meeting. 

26. These rules may be suspended for a specific purpose, 
or amended, whenever twenty-two members of a joint con- 
vention of the two branches shall so direct, or whenever a 
joint order to that effect shall be passed by the votes of six 
members of the Board of Aldermen and sixteen members of 
the Common Council. 




RULES AND ORDERS OF THE BOARD OF ALDERMEN. 


1. At the appointed time the presiding officer shall take 
the chair, and on the appearance of a quorum, proceed to 
business. 

2. The order of business shall be as follows: — 

First. — At all regular meetings the journal of the last regu- 
lar meeting, and all intervening meetings of the board, 
shall be approved without reading, unless the reading be 
called for by some member of the board. 

Second. — Petitions and similar papers. 

Third . — Appointments, elections, etc. 

Fourth . — New business, which, unless otherwise ordered, will 
take its place at the foot of the Orders of the Day. 
Fifth. — Orders of the Day, consisting of unfinished business 
of the last previous meeting, papers from the Common 
Council, and such matters as have been introduced as 
new business. By a vote of six members, any matters 
in the Orders of the Day may at any time be taken up 
for immediate consideration. 

3. The presiding officer shall decide all points of order, 
subject to appeal. He may read while sitting, but must rise 
to put a question. He shall allow debate on a question until' 
the vote has been declared, but not on the verification of a 
vote ; and on a demand of two members, shall take every 
vote by yeas and nays.

4. When a question is under debate, the presiding officer 
shall receive no motion but to adjourn, to .take up a special 
assignment, to lay on the table, to postpone to a day certain, 
to commit, to amend, or to postpone indefinitely. These sev- 
eral motions shall have precedence in the foregoing order, 
and debate upon any of them shall be confined to the actual 
motion, and shall not go into the merits of the main ques- 
tion, except on amendment. 

5. When a vote has passed, except for adjournment or to 
lay on the table, any member voting with the majority may 
move a reconsideration, to be acted upon at the same meet- 
ing. Any member voting with the minority may move a 
reconsideration, to be acted upon at the next meeting, which 
latter motion shall have priority, if made before the motion 
first mentioned shall have been decided. No motion shall be 
twice reconsidered. 

6. No member shall be interrupted while S|3caking, but by 
a call to order, or for the correction of a mistake; nor shall 
there be any conversation among the members while a paper 
is being read or a question stated from the chair. 

7. When any member is about to speak in debate, lie shall 
rise in his place and respectfully address the presiding offi- 
cer, shall confine himself to the question under debate, and 
avoid personality. 

8. In the month of January the following committees shall 
be appointed : — 

A Committee on Bills in Second Reading, 

A Committee on Enrollment, 

A Committee on Licenses, 

A Committee on Lighting Streets, 

A Committee on Police, 

A Committee on Repairs of Streets, 

A Committee on Sewers, 
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A Committee on Weights and Measures, 

A Committee on State Aid. 

The Committees on Licenses, on Police, and on Sewers, 
shall consist of three members each ; the other committees 
shall be composed of two each. 

9. Every member present shall be held obliged to vote on 
all questions, and not to leave without permission, if his 
presence is necessary to make a quorum. 

10. The clerk shall prepare, for the use of the board, a 
copy of the Orders of the Day, to which shall be added a 
list of matters laid on the table or postponed to a day certain. 

11. When a reference is proposed to more than one com- 
mittee the question shall first be ujjou a standing committee 
of the board, then a special committee, then a joint standing 
committee, and last a joint special committee. 

12. These rules may be amended or suspended whenever 
two-thirds of the members present may so vote ; but a motion 
to amend shall not be made and finally acted upon at the 
same meeting. 

13. All petitions for the appointment or removal of police 
officers and watchmen shall, before any action thereon is taken 
by the board, be referred to the Committee on Police. 

14. All nominations of persons to serve as police officers 
and watchmen shall, before action thereon by the board, be 
referred to the Committee on Police, who shall report upon 
such nominations at or before the next regular meeting after 
such reference. 

15. All papers, of whatever description, which may require 
action by this board, shall be presented to the City Clerk 
not later than the hour of noon on the day of each regular 
meeting. Petitions, reports, and other papers, presented after 
that hour on such day, will not be considered until the next 
meeting. 




RULES AND ORDERS OF THE COMMON COUNCIL 


1. The President shall take the chair precisely at the hour 
appointed for the meeting, call the members to order, and 
within ten minutes (or sooner, if a quorum be present), he 
shall cause the roll to be called, and the names of absentees 
recorded. The first business after the roll-call shall be the 
approval of the records of the previous meeting, which shall 
be approved without reading, unless their reading be called 
for by some member. In the absence of the President the 
oldest member present shall call the Council to order, and 
preside until a President pro tempore be chosen. 

2. He shall preserve order and decorum ; hi ay speak to 

points of order in preference to other members, rising from 

his seat for that purpose, and shall decide questions of order, 
subject to an appeal to the Council by any member. 

3. He shall rise to address the Council, to state facts, but 

may put questions, or read, sitting. 

4. He shall declare all votes; but if a vote be doubted, 

the President shall, without further debate, require the mem- 
bers voting in the affirmative and negative to rise and stand 
until they are counted, and he shall declare the result. 

5. He may call any member to the chair, but such sub- 

stitution shall not extend beyond an adjournment ; and when 
out of the chair, the President may express his opinion on 
any subject under debate, and he shall not resume the chair 
while the same question is pending. 
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6. All questions shall be propounded in the order in which 
they are moved, unless the subsequent motion be previous in 
its , nature. 

7. After a motion is stated by the President, it shall be 
disposed of by a vote of the Council, unless the mover with- 
draw it before a decision or amendment. 

8. A motion to adjourn shall always be in order; that and 
the motion to lay on the table shall be decided without debate. 

9. The previous question shall be in this form : “ Shall 
the main question be now put?” It shall only be admitted 
when demanded by a majority of members present, and, 
until it is decided, shall preclude all amendment and further 
debate of the main question. 

10. The yeas and nays shall be taken on any questions 
upon the request of one-third of the members present. 

11. When two or more members happen to rise at the 
same time, the President shall name the member who shall 
speak first. 

12. When any member is about to speak in debate, or 
deliver any matter to the Council, he shall rise in his place, 
and respectfully address the presiding officer, confining him- 
self to the question under debate, and avoid personality. 

18. No member shall be mentioned in debate by his name, 
but may be described by the place he sits in, or such other 
designation as may be intelligible and respectful. 

14. No member speaking shall be interrupted by another, 
but by a call to order or to correct a mistake. If any mem- 
ber, in speaking or otherwise, transgresses the Rules of the 
Council, the President shall, or any member may, call him to 
order ; in which case, the member so called to order shall 
immediately be seated, until the question of order is decided. 
If the decision be in favor of the member called to order 
he shall be at liberty to proceed; if otherwise, he shall not 
proceed without the leave of the Council. 
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15. No member shall speak more than twice to the same 
question without obtaining leave of the Council. 

16. Whilst the President or any member is speaking none 
shall stand up or pass unnecessarily before the person speaking. 

17. Every motion shall be reduced to writing, if the 

President or any member require it. 

18. When a question is under debate, no motion shall be 

received but to adjourn, to lay on the table, for the pre- 

vious question, to postpone to -a certain day, to commit, to 
amend, or to postpone indefinitely; which several motions 
shall have precedence in the order in which they are ar- 

ranged ; and no motion to postpone or commit shall be 
allowed twice in the same day, in the same stage of the 

ordinance or proposition. 

19. When a vote has passed, except for adjournment or 

to lay on the table, any member voting with the majority 
may move a reconsideration, to be acted upon at the same 
meeting. Any member voting with the minority may move a 
reconsideration, to be acted upon at the next meeting; which 
latter motion shall have priority, if made before the motion 
first mentioned shall have been decided. No motion shall be 
twice reconsidered. 

20. Every member who shall be in the Council when a 

question is put shall give his vote, unless the Council, for 

special reasons, excuse him. 

21. No motion or proposition, on a subject different from 
that under consideration, shall be admitted under color of an 
amendment. 

22. All reports may be committed or recommitted, at the 
pleasure of the Council. 

23. The division of a question may be called for when 
the sense will admit of it. 

24. When the reading of a paper is called for and ob- 
jected to, it shall be determined by a vote of the Council. 
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25. No standing order of the Council shall be suspended, 
nnless three-fourths of the members present consent thereto ; 
nor shall any rule or order be repealed or amended without 
one day’s notice being given of the motion therefor, nor 
unless a majority of the whole Council concur therein. 

26. All committees, except such as the Council determine 
to select by ballot, shall be nominated by the President. 

27. No member shall be obliged to serve on more than 
two committees at the same time, or be chairman of more 
than one. 

28. All memorials and other papers addressed to the Coun- 
cil shall be presented by the President, or by a member in 
his place, who shall explain the subject thereof; and they 
shall be taken up in the order in which they were presented, 
unless the Council shall otherwise direct. 

29. Standing committees shall be appointed on the follow- 
ing subjects : — 

On Second Reading of Bills and Ordinances, 

On Enrollment, 

On Elections and Returns. 

30. No committee shall sit during the sittings of the Coun- 
cil without special leave, except the Committee on the Second 
Reading of Bills and Ordinances and the Committee on En- 
rollment. 

31. The rules of proceeding in the Council shall be ob- 
served in the Committee of the Whole, so far as they are 
applicable, except the rule limiting the time of speaking. 

32. When a committee is nominated by the chair, the per- 
son first named shall be chairman. In election of committees 
by ballot, when a chairman is not specially chosen, the per- 
son having the highest number of votes shall act as chair- 
man ; and in case of an equality in votes between two or 
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more members of a committee, the members thereof shall 
choose a chairman. 

33. All ordinances and resolutions shall have two several 
readings before they shall be finally passed by this Council. 

34. All ordinances, before being read a second time, shall 
be referred to the Committee on the Second Reading of Bills 
and Ordinances, and after being reported upon by said com- 
mittee, shall be again read, after which second reading the 
question shall be on passing the same to be enrolled. 

35. No ordinance or resolution imposing penalties, or au- 
thorizing the expenditure of money, shall have more than one 
reading the same day. 

36. The seats of the Common Council shall be numbered 
and determined by lot, and no member shall change his seat 
but by permission of the President. 

37. All committees of the Council shall consist of three 
members, unless a different number be specially ordered; and 
no report shall be received from any committee unless agreed 
to in committee actually assembled; and all reports shall be 
in writing. 

38. It shall be the duty of every committee of the Coun- 
cil, to whom any subject may be specially referred, to report 
thereon within five weeks, or ask for further time. 

39. The clerk shall keep brief minutes of the votes and 
proceedings of the Council, entering thereon all accepted reso- 
lutions; shall notice reports and memorials, and other papers 
submitted to the board, only by their titles, or a brief de- 
scription of their purport. 

40. All salary officers shall be chosen by written or printed 
ballots; and in the election of any officers by ballot, blanks 
shall not be counted. 

41. Members of the Council may attend meetings of any 
of its committees, but shall not vote thereat. 

42. The clerk of the Common Council shall keep the record 
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of committees who may require that service; and on the ap- 
pointment of every standing committee, a book for records 
shall be provided by its chairman, or by said clerk. The 
clerk shall have the custody of all minutes by him kept; and 
the records of the several committees shall be open to the 
inspection of the members of the City Council. 

43. Any member offering a resolution shall write his name 
on the bottom of the back of such resolution.

An Ordinance to Regulate the Construction, Use, and 
Repairs of Water Pipes and Fixtures. 

Be it ordained , by the City Council of the City of Lowell , as follows: 

Section 1. All plumbing and piping work done in the con- 
struction of all water pipes and fixtures, through which, or by 
means of which, water is furnished or distributed by the city, 
whether such pipes and fixtures belong to the city or not, shall be 
done by a plumber or piper licensed, as hereinafter provided, by 
the Board of Aldermen. 

Sect. 2. Licenses for the purpose named in Sect. 1 may be 
granted for the term of one year to any plumber or piper, or firm 
of pluniberfc or pipers, or firms employing plumbers or pipers, upon 
the payment of a license fee of one dollar ($1). Every person or 
firm so licensed shall give bonds to the city in the sum of three 
hundred dollars ($300), with sureties, to be approved by the Board 
of Aldermen, conditioned to perform all work in a skilful and work- 
manlike manner, to observe all rules and regulations now made or 
hereafter made by the Water Board, and to save the city harmless 
from all claims and damages resulting from imperfect or unskilful 
work, or negligence by them, their agents, or servants. 

Sect. 3. The Water Board is hereby authorized to make such 
rules and regulations as to it shall seem fit, respecting plumbers 
and pipers and plumbing and piping work, in connection with water 
pipes and fixtures; provided , that such rules and regulations are 
submitted to and approved by the Board of Aldermen. 

Sect. 4. No person shall perform any labor in the nature of 
plumbing or piping upon or in connection with any water pipes 
or fixtures through which or by means of which water is furnished 
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or distributed by the City of Lowell, whether such pipes or fixtures 
are owned by the city or not, except under the authority of the 
license hereinbefore named, on pain of forfeiting a sum of not less 
than five dollars ($5), nor more than twenty dollars ($20), for each 
offense. 

No person shall remove nor interfere with any water 
meter, unless specially authorized so to do by the Water Board, 
on pain of forfeiting a sum not less than five dollars ($5), nor more 
than twenty dollars ($20), for each offense.

An Ordinance for the Regulation of Plumbing. 

Be it ordained , by the City Council of the City of Lowell , as follows : 

Section 1. No person shall carry on the business of plumbing 
unless he shall have first registered his name and place of business 
in the office of the City Engineer, and notice of any change in. the 
place of business of a registered plumber shall be immediately given 
to said City Engineer. 

Sect. 2. Every plumber, before doing any work in a building, 
shall, Except in the case of repairs of leaks, file at the office of the 
City Engineer, upon blanks to be provided by the Board of Health 
for the purpose, a notice of the work to be performed. No person 
shall commence work on such drainage, or plumbing, until the plans 
are approved by the Board of Health. Plans and specifications 
shall be approved or rejected within five days of the time of filing. 

Sect. 3. The Board of Health must be notified when any work 
is ready for inspection, and all work must be left uncovered and 
convenient for examination until inspected and approved. 

Sect. 4. Every building shall be separately and independently 
connected with the common sewer, or cesspool, said cesspool to be 
approved by the Board of Health. 

Sect. 5. Drains and soil-pipes, through which water and sewage 
is used and carried, shall be of iron, or Akron, or cement drain 
pipe, to be approved by the Board of Health when within a build- 
ing. They shall be supplied with a suitable trap placed with an 
accessible clean-out, either outside or inside the foundation wall of 
the building. There shall be a fresh air inlet pipe entering the soil- 
pipe or drain on the house side of the main trap of not less than 
four inches’ internal diameter. All soil-pipes shall be carried out

through the roof, open and undiminished in size, to such height as 
may be directed by the Board of Health, but no soil-pipe shall be 
carried to a height less than two feet above the roof. 

Sect. 6 . Every sink, basin, bath-tub, water-closet, slop-hopper, 
and each set of trays, and every fixture having a waste pipe, shall 
be furnished with a trap, which shall be placed as near as practicable 
to the fixture that it serves. Traps shall be protected from siphon- 
age, or air pressure, by special air pipes of a size not less than the 
waste-pipe ; but air pipes from water-closet traps shall be of not 
less size than two-inch bore for thirty feet or less, and not less than 
three-inch bore for more than thirty feet, and shall be run as direct 
as practicable. 

Sect. 7. Drip or overflow pipes from safes under water-closets 
and other fixtures, or from tanks or cisterns, shall be run to some 
place in open sight, and in no case shall any such pipe be connected 
directly with a drain waste-pipe or soil-pipe. Waste-pipe from re- 
frigerators, or other receptacles in which provisions are stored, shall 
not be connected with a drain soil-pipe or other waste-pipe. 

Sect. 8. Every water-closet, or line of water-closets on the same 
floor, shall be supplied with water from a tank or cistern, and the 
flushing-pipe shall not be less than one inch in diameter. Provided, 
that where it is impracticable by reason of frost, the Board of 
Health may give a written permission for other service. 

Sect. 9. The provisions of Sects. 8 to 9 inclusive of this ordi- 
nance shall ap>ply only to buildings erected, or to work performed, 
after its passage.

An Ordinance Amending the Ordinances of the City of 
Lowell, and Defining and Limiting the Powers of 
Standing Committees. 

Be it ordained , by the City Council of the City of Lowell , as follows : 

Section 1. All standing committees of the City Council, or of 
either branch thereof, shall act only in committee meeting duly 
assembled, and no business other than to adjourn shall be trans- 
acted at any committee meeting, unless a majority of the com- 
mittee shall be actually present. 

Sect. 2. As speedily as possible after their appointment, each 
committee shall organize by the choice of one of their number as 
secretary, whose duty it shall be to keep a true and accurate record 
of the doings of his committee in a record-book, to be kept for that 
purpose ; which book, at the expiration of the year, shall be by the 
secretary deposited either with the city clerk, or the chief execu- 
tive officer of the department to which the record relates, to be by 
said city clerk, or said chief executive officer, turned over to the 
newly appointed committee. 

The city solicitor shall keep a docket, giving the names of the 
parties who have brought actions against the city, or against whom 
the city has any action pending. He shall also keep another rec- 
ord of cases properly indexed ; the name and residence of each 
witness to be written in said record, and the substance of what said 
witness will testify to, shall also be inscribed in said book, and, if 
possible, the same shall be signed by the witness. The docket, 
record-book, and all briefs shall at the expiration of the city solici- 
tor’s term of office be handed to his successor, and shall be the 
property of the city of Lowell. 
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Sect. 3. It shall in general be the duty of each of the standing 
committees to exercise a close supervision over all matters of detail, 
relating to their respective departments, coming before them in the 
regular course ; to inform themselves as nearly as may be, and at 
as early a date after their appointment as possible, as to the amount 
of appropriation required to properly manage the affairs of their 
respective departments for the ensuing year, and to cause the same 
to be reported by written statement, which shall be itemized as 
closely as practicable to the committee on appropriations, to be by 
said committee used as a basis from which to make up their annual 
appropriations, and to approve no bills to be paid from their respec- 
tive appropriations, save only such as may relate to their respective 
departments, and have been duly contracted by them or by their 
authority. 

Sect. 4. They may make contracts relating to their respective 
departments, and shall see to it that in all cases the provisions of 
Chapter Sixteen of the City Ordinances shall be strictly observed ; 
provided, that they shall not by contract incur debts amounting in 
the aggregate to a larger sum than the unexpended amount of 
their appropriation for the current year ; nor shall any such com- 
mittee, except the joint standing committee on streets and the 
standing committee on sewers, make or authorize the making of 
any contracts involving the creation of a debt against the city ex- 
ceeding two thousand dollars in amount, or if a continuing con- 
tract, one which shall extend beyond the municipal year for which 
said committee may have been appointed, unless they shall have 
been expressly authorized so to do by resolution, order, or vote of 
the main body of the council, from which said committee shall have 
been appointed. 

Sect. 5. The direction which, by th.e terms of Chapter Thirty- 
five, City Ordinances, the committee on streets is authorized to ex- 
ercise over the superintendent of streets in the constructing, main- 
taining, repairing, and caring for public streets, ways, and bridges, 
and the making of contracts for labor and materials required therein, 
and in the building of sidewalks, shall be extended as far as to vest 
in said committee, exclusive of the said superintendent, all matters 
of detail regarding the purchase of supplies and materials to be 
used in the building, maintaining, repairing, and taking care of 
either streets, bridges, or sidewalks, and the purchase, keeping, or 
caring for any and all property belonging to, or employed in, said 
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department; and said superintendent shall submit to said com- 
mittee for their approval any contemplated purchase of supplies, 
material, or property of any kind for said department, the cost of 
which shall exceed one hundred dollars, and such contract of pur- 
chase shall not become binding on the city until duly approved by 
said committee. 

, Sect. 6. Said committee on streets shall determine as to the 
order in which work on the different streets, ways, and sidewalks, 
whether in constructing or repairing the same, shall be done ; when 
work shall be begun and when stopped ; provided , that no work of 
new construction of either streets, bridges, or sidewalks, shall be 
undertaken unless there shall be an unexpended balance to the 
credit of the appropriation of the department, or unless specially 
authorized by express vote of the City Council. 

Sect. 7. Said committee shall determine as to the number of 
laborers to be employed in said department, and may, if in their 
judgment the interest of the department requires it, create or dis- 
continue positions of authority in the department subordinate to 
that of superintendent ; but the direction which the committee 
shall exercise over the working of the department shall not extend 
so far as to permit said committee, or any member thereof, directly 
or personally, to employ or discharge any officer or workman em- 
ployed therein. 

Sect. 8: It shall be the duty of this committee to see to it, by 
suitable directions given to the said superintendent, that in addi- 
tion to other ordinary repairs of streets, all sidewalks on public 
ways, adjoining property of the city, including the sidewalks on 
such bridges as are public ways, shall be kept clear from ice and 
snow, and in a reasonably safe and convenient condition for travel- 
ing thereon ; and the bills incurred in this work shall be paid 
from the appropriation of the street department. 

Sect. 9. Annually, prior to the making of the annual appropria- 
tions, said committee shall consider the rate of wages paid to the 
different grades of employes in the street department, with the 
view of ascertaining whether the same is just and reasonable, or 
otherwise ; and if in the judgment of said committee, said rate 
should be in any particular altered, they shall report thereon, with 
their recommendations, to the City Council. And said committee 
may so consider and report on said subject at any other time dur- 
ing the year. 
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Sect. 10. In ascertaining the powers which the committee on 
sewers shall exercise in the constructing, maintaining, and repairing 
of main drains and common sewers, or in contracting for labor or 
materials to be used therein, the same rule shall be, in all respects, 
applied as has been hereinbefore laid down with respect to the com- 
mittee on streets, except that the report to be made annually con- 
cerning the rate of wages to be paid to employes on the sewer de- 
partment, shall be made to the Board of Aldermen instead of to 
the City Council. 

Sect. 11. All contracts for the furnishing of supplies or mate- 
rials, or for the purchase of any property by the city for use in the 
police department, to an amount exceeding one hundred dollars, 
shall be made only by the authority of the committee on police. 

Sect. 12. The employing and fixing the pay of whatever help 
or assistance of a permanent nature may be required in the custody 
or control of prisoners, the care of the station-house, or the prop- 
erty belonging to the city and used in connection with the police 
department, other than that afforded by the regular members of 
the police force, including the police matron, shall be in said com- 
mittee on police. 

Sect. 13. All nominations of persons to serve as police officers 
and watchmen, whether designated as regular officers, special 
officers, or supernumeraries, shall, before action thereon by the Board 
of Aldermen, be referred to the committee on police, to be by them 
reported back to the Board of Aldermen, with their recommenda- 
tions, at or before the next regular meeting of said Board. 

Sect. 14. All petitions for the appointment or removal of 
police officers and watchmen, whether referring to regular, special, 
or supernumerary officers, and all charges or matters coming before 
the Board of Aldermen and specially relating to the members of 
the police department, or any of them, shall, before any action 
thereon is taken by the board, be referred to the committee on 
police, unless such may have already been considered reported by 
said committee. 

Sect. 15. No member of the police force shall be fined or sus- 
pended from duty for any definite period, except with the approval 
(to be indicated by their vote) of said committee oil police; pro- 
vided , that the chief of police may, for cause sufficient in his judg- 
ment, suspend any police officer until such time as he may cause the 
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said committee to be convened to investigate as to the propriety of 
such suspension. 

Sect. 16. The committee on lands and buildings shall have in 
general charge the construction and all repairs and the making of 
all contracts relating to labor and material used in the construction 
and repairing of all buildings belonging to the city, to whatever 
department’s use said buildings may be especially designed or desig- 
nated, save only such construction or repairing as the City Council 
may, by resolution, order, or vote, especially authorize to be let out 
by contract; or such work in the nature of minor repairs as may 
be done by persons regularly employed in the department, to whose 
use such buildings are especially designated. 

Sect. 17. Whenever such work, whether in the way of con- 
struction of new, or repairs in old, buildings shall be so done under 
the general charge of said committee on lands and buildings, all 
bills contracted in the same, whether for labor, or materials, or both, 
shall be paid from said committee’s appropriation ; provided , that 
by express agreement between said committee and the committee 
having in charge the department specially benefited by said work, 
the whole or any part of said bills may be charged to the appropria- 
tion of said last-named committee ; in which case, bills so charged 
shall be approved, before payment, by both of said committees. 

Sect. 18. In ascertaining the powers which the committee on 
lands and buildings shall exercise in such work of construction or 
repairs as may be undertaken by them, or in contracting for labor 
or materials to be used therein, the same rule shall be in all re- 
spects applied as has been hereinbefore laid down with respect to 
the committee on streets. 

Sect. 19. All contracts for the furnishing of supplies or materi- 
als, or for the purchase or keeping of any property by the city for 
use in the fire department, to an amount exceeding one hundred 
dollars, shall be made only by authority of the committee on fire 
department. 

Sect. 20. All contracts of or concerning any of the city print- 
ing or advertising, save only such as are by law made subject to the 
Board of Aldermen exclusively, to whatever department of the 
city said printing or advertising especially relates, shall be made 
only under the authority of the committee on printing, and shall be 
paid for from said committee’s appropriation. * 
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[This section shall go into effect on the first Monday of January, 

1888.] 

Sect. 21. No member of either branch of the City Council 
shall be eligible to the office of overseer of the poor. 

[This section shall take effect on the first Monday of January, 

1888.] 

Sect. 22. Revised Ordinances, Chap. 1, Sect. 18, is hereby 
amended as follows, viz. : By striking out the word “ November,” 
in the second line, and substituting in place thereof the following 
words, viz. : “December, and after the annual municipal election 
shall have been .held ” ; and by inserting between the word “estab- 
lished ” and the word “and,” in the fifth line, the following words, 
viz.: “Provided, that in case any new office shall be created, the 
salary of said newly created office may be fixed at any time.” 

Sect. 28. No owner, driver, or other person having the care or 
ordering of a vehicle upon Prescott Street, or that part of Merri- 
mack Street between John Street and Bridge Street, or that part of 
Central Street between Merrimack Street and Market Street, at 
any time between the hours of eight, a. m., and nine, p. m., shall 
suffer the same to stop for more than five minutes without some 
proper person to take care of the same, nor for more than ten min- 
utes in any case ; but the foregoing provisions shall not apply to 
carriages of physicians while engaged in their business. 

Sect. -24. No owner, driver, or other person having the care or 
ordering of a vehicle upon any public street or way in the city, 
shall stop or place it at or near the intersection of two or more 
streets in such a manner as to cross a footway, a flag-stone, or to 
prevent foot-passengers from passing along a street in the direction 
or line of the footway or flag-stone thereon. 

Sect. 25. Every driver of a vehicle upon any public street in 
the city shall remain near it while it is unemployed or standing, 
unless he is necessarily absent in the course of his duty and busi- 
ness, and he shall so keep his horse or horses and vehicle as not to 
obstruct the streets. 

Sect. 26. No owner, driver, or other person having the care or 
ordering of a vehicle, shall hitch or fasten the horse or horses at- 
tached thereto, to any street lamppost, upon any of the public ways 
of the city. 

Sect. 27. Any person who shall offend against any of the pro- 
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visions of the foregoing sections, from twenty-three to twenty-six, 
both inclusive, shall be punished for each offense, by a fine not ex- 
ceeding twenty dollars.

REPORTS. 



REPORT OF THE SCHOOL COMMITTEE, 


In accordance with the law, the Committee 
submit the following as their report: 

Education is divided into three grand classes, 
viz: — The mental, the moral and the physical train- 
ing of the mind and body. Its broad field is the 
universe, its lessons the accumulated wisdom of the 
ages, and its object is the elevation of mankind. 
Education has ever been highly esteemed in the 
United States, and our wisest statesmen and edu- 
cators have all held that the welfare of our nation 
was dependent upon the education of the people. 
In the early life of our country its importance was 
recognized, and from that time up to the present, 
popular education has been the subject of most 
liberal legislation. 

The first efforts of education in our schools 
are directed in the diffusion of an elementary 
knowledge, in what are called the Primary schools. 
All who enter are placed on a common plane, where 
race, creed and condition are lost sight of, and 
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where all labor alike for a common end. Here the 
assimilation of the different races is begun, and here 
they commence to imbibe those elevating ideas which 
best fit them to live together as one people. 

The schools, it may be said, are not perfect, 

but our country would never be what it is, were 

it not for our common school system. Never were 
our public schools more firmly established than they 
are to-day ; firm in their right to exist and firm in 

the affections of the people ; and we maintain that 

each citizen owes it to the State to see that his 
children embrace every opportunity for a thorough 
education. We all know that houses of instruction 
are cheaper than houses of correction. The State 
needs intelligent and progressive citizens, and it is 
only through the avenue of education that the good 
citizen is developed. 

In the Primary schools, more than in any 
other, should the greatest possible care be taken 
with the young mind. Here should be the best 
work, the best methods and the best teachers. At 
this period more than at any other of a child’s life, 
he can be most easily and profitably taught ; but if 
the mind, by false methods is weakened, the child 
will ever after suffer. He may be incited by fear or 
other motives, to study, but never with that good 
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result which might have been attained by proper 
means in the beginning. A false method of teaching 
will invariably 'cost greater labor with materially less 
results. 

The impression prevails that the little ones are 
over-worked in the Primary schools, that they are 
forced along too rapidly by the class system, where- 
by certain work is to be done in a certain time, 
while the weak mind is hurried along and the 
strong mind retarded. To remedy this evil, it is ob- 
vious that there should be more individual teaching, 
and to admit of this, there should be more teachers 
with fewer pupils to each teacher in the lower 
grades. Under no condition should a child be 
allowed to leave the Primary in haste, for should 
he enter the Grammar school too early, he is apt to 
find the studies beyond his mental capacity, and 
then follows the oft repeated story of a short trial 
and total discouragement, after which the school 
becomes a dreaded place and the unfortunate lad, a 
victim of mismanagement, goes out into the world 
little better than a dunce. How easy here to 
picture Shakespeare’s schoolboy “ Creeping like snail 
unwillingly to school.” 

The Primary is not alone the first in order, 
but the first in importance. The main effort should 
be for successful work, regardless of age and size. 
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The one great fault seems to be “ haste.” Chil- 
dren are not allowed sufficient time to digest what 
they receive. In some Primaries, progress is marked 
by the number of pages gone over and the number 
of studies pursued. Where this method is followed, 
the nervous system of the pupil is apt to become 
weakened, lessons are poorly learned and the teacher 
is quite likely to grow impatient. 

An effort was made by the present School 
Board to curtail the number of studies in the schools, 
but this, like many other laudable attempts at pro- 
gress in local educational matters, was thoroughly 
discussed, and then allowed to drop. It is hoped 
that the next School Board will take up this impor- 
tant question and give the desired relief. 

It has been said that the moral education of 
the pupils is neglected in our public schools, and that 
little if anything is done in this line beyond en- 
forcing obedience and good manners. The law un- 
doubtedly demands more than this, and if more is 
not done in the direction of moral education, then 
we are not living up to the spirit of the law. 
We must teach the pupil to do right because it 
is right, and to abhor wrong because it is wrong. 
He should be taught to discriminate between right 
and wrong, and thus bring himself in harmony 
with God’s laws. 
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It is hoped that in the future, parents will 

visit the schools more during term-time, to become 
thoroughly acquainted with the school system, and 
to encourage both pupil and teacher. 

During the past year, but little has been 
done to provide additional school accommodation, 
despite the fact that our city has increased in 
population to such an extent as to create a 
pressing demand for more schools. Owing to the 
limited amount of money set apart for this pur- 
pose, the Board has been unable to erect proper 
structures to meet this demand — a fact which is 
much to be deplored. To remedy this evil, one 
means would be to secure a loan of at least 

$150,000 to be used exclusively for the erection of 
school buildings. It is very humiliating to be 
forced to acknowledge that some of our school 
rooms are a disgrace to the city of Lowell ; they 

are poorly constructed and badly located and have 

actually become breeding places for sickness and 
death. Some of these schools have been men- 
tioned so often that it is unnecessary to name 
them here. The city must provide more and 
better school buildings, or continue to live 
under the stigma which these death-traps attach to 
her otherwise fair name. There should also be 
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constructed another High school building, to be 
used by females only. The present structure is 
inadequate to accommodate the number of pupils 
in attendance. It has no hall and besides prevents 
the separation of the sexes, which would be possi- 
ble under the proposed plan. To reach some of 
the rooms in the present High school building, 
the pupils are forced to climb three flights of 
stairs, which effort in itself is apt to work, physical 
injury. 

The City Charter should be amended so as to 
give full control of school buildings to the School 
Board. This change, if made, would enable the 
Board to fix the locations and erect buildings which 
would best answer their desires and the demands of 
the public. At present they have no power in 
such matters, and in consequence, buildings have 
been erected at inconvenient points, where they do 
not . answer the requirements of the people. All 
the Board can- do, is to ask for a building, where- 
upon a committee from another branch of the 
City Government, with a vague idea of what is 
wanted, will select a site and regulate the size 
of the structure by the amount of money in the 
appropriation. The Board must then accept the 
building or do without. Could anything be more 
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unreasonable, ridiculous or extravagant than this 
method of providing a school building ? 

We would also recommend that a special 
teacher of Composition and Elocution be engaged for 
the pupils in the High and Grammar schools. It 
cannot be claimed that the present provisions for these 
important branches are at all equal to the require- 
ments. It is a painful fact that few if any grad- 
uates of our public schools have yet been heard 
from who, without outside special study and assist- 
ance were able after graduation, to produce a com- 
position on any subject, properly punctuated, 
capitalized and paragraphed, or even free from errors 
of construction ; in fact it has been said that the 
ordinary correspondence of our High school gradu- 
ates is a disgrace to our school-system in this 
respect. As for Elocution, it is time that our 
graduates should know something about it, and it 
is believed that both these branches can be taught 
to advantage by a single special instructor.

REPORT ON EVENING SCHOOLS. 


To the School Committee : 

Gentlemen, — Soon after the appointment of the Com- 
mittee on Evening Schools, the members visited the 
schools given in their charge and found the attendance 
considerably larger in many of the rooms than ever before 
at a similar period. The falling off in attendance at the 
High and Elementary Schools begins in January, and can 
be attributed to various causes. The principal difficulty 
that the teachers have to meet is the lack of interest 
which pupils who intend to leave, begin to manifest about 
this time. Jn many, instances they interfere with the 
discipline of the schools, but not enough to warrant an 
expulsion. One of the remedies for the decrease in the 
attendance by young pupils, would be more attention on 
the part of parents. It would be a pleasure to the teachers 
and the Committee if parents would visit the schools 
frequently, and suggestions regarding the improvement of 
the schools would be cheerfully accepted. 

The Committee are glad to say that in their visits 
to the schools, it is noticeable that more interest is mani- 
fested in the progress of pupils, and it has not been an 
uncommon occurrence for parents to request the Committee 
to place their children in certain rooms, as they advanced 
considerably in their studies the previous term while under 
the supervision of the teachers assigned to those classes. 
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We would suggest to the teachers in the Evening 
High and Elementary Schools that still better results 
would, in the opinion of the Committee, be obtained, if 
meetings of the teachers for conference regarding studies 
and matters of discipline were held in one of the school 
halls during the term. These meetings might be called by 
the Supervisor, and if the request is made, the Committee 
will assign certain evenings for the conferences. 

During the session of the Legislature of 1887, a law 
was passed making it compulsory on all minors between 
the ages of 14 and 21, unable to read and write in the 
English language, to attend the Evening Schools while 
they remain open by order of the Committee. This has 
caused a large increase in the attendance of the Evening 
Elementary Schools. The Committee have been obliged to- 
open overflow schools in the Mann and' Common Street 
school houses. The number of pupils registered in the 
Evening High and Elementary Schools for the first week 
of the Fall term of 1887, was over 2200, against 1900 in 
1 £86 and 1600 in 1885. This increase in the number of 
pupils will account for the increase in expenditures over 
the previous year. It being noticeable that a number of 
the pupils remained away from school during the Christmas 
holidays, the Committee decided this year to have two 
terms, giving the pupils a week’s vacation at Christmas. 
The second term will open January 2nd, 1888, and close 
March 1st. 

From frequent visits to -the Elementary Schools the 
Committee would say that many minors unable to read and 
write in the English language, are making good progress. 
The law of 1887 also insists that the employers of minors 
unable to read and write in the English language are 
obliged under penalty for non-compliance, to examine the 
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cards of those compelled to attend. With few exceptions 
the employers have obeyed the provisions of the Statutes ; 
but pupils who remain away from several of the schools, 
say their overseers do not care to ascertain- if they attend, 
and they will not return until obliged to do so. The 
Committee call attention to these men in this manner, as 
it is believed the agents who are their employers, are not 

aware that they are disobeying the instructions given them 
before the schools were opened. 

With the continuance of the law of 1887 regarding 
the attendance of minors at Evening Schools, the School 
Committee has a large class of more than ordinary pupils 
demanding attention. These scholars, through neglect or 
poverty of their parents, have not attended any schools in 
this country. They are unaccustomed to the restraints and 
discipline of a school room, and to the occasional visitor 
it may appear that no attention to discipline is paid by 

the teacher, but with more frequent visits by those inter' 
ested in education, it will be found that both the discipline 
and the attention of the scholars have been improved, 
where the teacher displays that pride in the work, which 
we are pleased to say that many of our teachers are doing. 
That the pupils of the Evening Schools may have the 
best instructors, we would recommend that no applicant 
for' a teacher’s certificate be granted the same unless found 
qualified by examination under direction of the Committee 
on Teachers. If this is not done, the Committee will have 
hundreds of applicants who have never passed an examina- 
tion, requesting appointments in the various schools. 

Previous to the opening of the term of the Evening 

High School in the fall of 1887, 35 ° persons made appli- 
cation to become members. After the opening of the 

term, 50 other persons were added to the roll of member- 
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ship, making the total 400. The largest attendance on 
any evening was 344. During October, the average member- 
ship was 353 ; average attendance being 295. In November, 
the average membership was 327 and the average attend- 
ance 258. In December, the average membership was 267, 
and the average attendance 21 1. 

The studies pursued in the school are Penmanship, 
Book-keeping, English Grammar and Composition, Science 
of Government, Elementary and Advanced Arithmetic, 
English Literature and Chemistry. Mr. James D. Horne, 
who aided considerably in arousing an interest in the 
school, continues as Principal. He is assisted by Messrs. 
Cyrus W. Irish, Thomas M. Graves, William H. Bagley, 
Julian L. Whiteside, John W. McEvoy, Arthur S. 
Phillips, Myron L. Penn, George Clement, William H. 
Hogan, William P. McCarthy, and Misses Katie T. Keyes 
and Mary Mansfield. 

At the close of the regular term of the Evening 

High School, March 1st of this year, a petition signed 
by over one hundred of the pupils, was presented to the 
School Committee, requesting that the session of that 
school be continued to April 1st. The petition was 

granted, and the attendance was large, enough to warrant 
the sub-committee in keeping the school open to the 
time requested in the petition. At the close of the term, 
certificates of attendance were granted a number of the 
pupils, and scholars who receive six of these certif- 

icates will be entitled to a diploma, showing they have 
graduated. A large number of pupils from the Elementary 
Evening Schools, who were found qualified on examination 
by the principal, were admitted to the school at the 
opening of the fall term of this year. 
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Previous to the close of the term of the schools for 
i 886-*87, Hon. E. C. Carrigan, member of the State 
Board of Education, visited Lowell and addressed a large 
audience, including many of the Evening School teachers* 
in one of the rooms of the High school building. 

The total expense of 'conducting the schools during 
the term of i886- , 87, as will be seen by the tabulated 
statement, accompanying this report, was $9,982.74. The 
total expense of conducting the schools from January 1 to 
December 31, 1887, was $11,552.54. 

In conclusion, we desire to return our thanks to 
Supervisor John A. Smith for faithful services, and to the 
members of the School Committee, and to Supt. George 
F. Lawton for assisting us in our efforts to make the 
Evening Schools successful.

REPORT ON PENMANSHIP AND DRAWING. 


To the School Committee : 

The branches of education known as Penmanship and 
Drawing, have come to hold high rank in the estimation 
of modern educators, and the reasons therefor are by no 
means groundless, but founded largely upon practical dem- 
onstration. 

One of the qualifications required in order that a 
young man or a young woman may find employment in 
many of the lucrative positions of the present day, is a 
practical knowledge of Penmanship. Not every one can 
be a fine ^penman, but the art can be taught, and under 
good instruction, great advancement may be made, and in 
most cases proficiency can be secured. Penmanship is 
well taught generally in our schools. 

The Supervisor, Mr. Thomas M. Graves, is finely accom- 
plished in the art, and under his charge the teachers are 
doing an excellent work, as a rule. Especially would the 
Committee call attention to the proficiency exhibited in 
many of the Primary Schools, where, in numerous cases, 
results quite remarkable are achieved. 

The Committee are happy to make a favorable report 
of the Drawing department of both the Day and Evening 
Schools. In the Day Schools, the work was finely organ- 
ized by Mr. Henry T. Bailey, whose services your Com- 
mittee were very sorry to lose at the close of the last 
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school year. His work, however, was by no means lost, 
as the enthusiasm he aroused in the subject seems to have 
been permanent and largely remains with teachers and 
pupils. 

At the beginning of the present school year Miss 
Olive E. Underhill, a teacher of experience, was elected to 
occupy the place made vacant by Mr. Bailey’s resignation. 
Besides experience, Miss Underhill brings faithfulness and a 
painstaking consecration to her work, seldom exceeded. It 
is the verdict of those capable of judging her work, that 
it is highly successful, and no higher praise could be 
awarded her than the voluntary commendation of Mr. 
Bailey who, from his position in the employment of the 
State Board of Education, knows personally of her work 
in the Lowell schools. 

The work of Drawing, in our Evening Schools, has 
been much longer in operation, and is quite well known 
to the public. The Mechanical and Architectural Classes 
under the supervision of Mr. S. G. Stephens and Mr. F. 
W. Stickney respectively, have been largely attended and 
even crowded since the opening of the present term. 
Too much can not be said in favor of the work done in 
this department of the Evening Drawing School. Through 
its instrumentality many who would otherwise find it diffi- 
cult to obtain the training, are prepared for successful work 
in some of the most important industrial positions. While 
the corps of teachers is first class, in some other direc- 
tions improvements might be suggested, which it is hoped 
the School Board in the near future will discover and 
carry out. 

The number of pupils belonging to the Architectural 
Classes at the beginning of the present term, was 66; 
the number belonging at present is 55. 
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In the Machine Classes, the number belonging at the 
beginning of the present term, was 98; the number be- 
longing at the present time is 76. 

As much as ever may be said in commendation of the 
work done in the Free Hand, Practical Design, Crayon 
and Modeling Classes. By much experience and long service, 
Miss Helen W. Wright and Mrs. Ellen D. Carney have 
proved the best of teachers in the positions they occupy. 
Faithful, conscientious, painstaking, they deserve the ready 
and cheerful support of this Board. We are happy to 
say that their efforts are seconded by able and faithful 
assistants. 

• The number of pupils connected with the Free Hand 
Class at present is 1 1 2. Practical Design Class 35. Crayon 
Class, 7. The number connected with the Modeling 
Class at present, is 90. Total number belonging to the 
several departments of the Free Evening Drawing School, 
375 - 

Tha^nkS are due to the Hamilton, Middlesex and Boott 
Corporations for their free contribution to the Evening 
Drawing School of their exhibits at the Mechanics’ Fair 
recently held in this city. The practical usefulness of all 
branches of this School are apparent. They are made use 
of almost entirely by the working classes in our com- 
munity. Even the Modeling Class, which is supposed 
by many to be the least useful from a purely practical 
point of view, numbers among its pupils teachers, book- 
keepers, clerks, house-keepers, domestics, operatives, many 
students, and no small proportion of manual laborers in 
occupations not mentioned. 

The Committee recommend steps towards bringing all 
departments of the School into one building ; also the grad- 
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ing of the salaries of the teachers according to work per 
formed, and the number of years service in the School.

REPORT ON MUSIC. 


To the School Board : 

The result of the past year's instruction in Music is 
in many respects very satisfactory. There are, however, 
in submitting the report to the Board, some few things 

to be said regarding the teaching of this study: 

The instructor has worked faithfully and conscien- 
tiously, and the teachers have, with few exceptions, per- 
formed the duties entrusted to them ; but there is much 
need of material in the way of text-books, charts, etc. 

in order that the study may be taught more successfully. 
The charts etc. now in use are, with but slight 

changes, the same as were used in our schools for twenty 
years. In Music, like in other branches of study, new 

and improved methods have been devised in which the 
principles are presented in a more concise and compre- 
hensive form. 

The sub-committee of the past year has looked into 
the matter of musical text-books carefully, and after 
visiting several schools out of city, and examining different 
methods, concluded to recommend a change from the 
system now in use ; but owing to the lack of funds and 
numerous calls for the change of other text-books, the 
Board did not deem it expedient to adopt the Committee's 
report. 
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As Music is one of the regular school studies, and 
an instructor employed to teach it, there is no reason 
why the teachers in all cases should not give it the 
same attention as Drawing and Writing. It is hoped that 
every teacher will appreciate the importance of devoting 
the full time (sixty minutes per week) to this study ; for 
unless the teachers are faithful in this matter, it is cer- 
tainly impossible to show the proper results. It is feared 
that in some schools, the daily practice of the music 
lesson is sometimes omitted in order that the time may 
be devoted to some other study. 

Now, as the instructor, after two years’ experience 
has his work with his classes well under way, if the 
Board should see fit to provide suitable books, charts, 
etc., there is no reason why the standard of Music in 
the schools of Lowell will not be as high as that of any 
city in the Commonwealth.

REPORT ON SCHOOL HOUSES AND HYGIENE. 


To the School Committee : 

The Committee on School Houses and Hygiene 
beg leave to report in writing, hoping thereby to attract 
public attention towards the actual necessities of the schools 
of Lowell. 

There is imperatively needed more and better school 
accommodations. 

The population of the city is not far from seventy- 
five thousand ; there are about twelve thousand children in 
the city between five and fifteen years of age liable to 
attend the schools, while there are school accommodations 
for less v than half of that number. 

The schools on Dover, School, Ames and London 

streets are now overcrowded and the city is paying at the 
rate of six hundred dollars per annum as rent to private 
parties for exceedingly poor substitutes for school rooms ; 
there is a school in a private dwelling house on River 
street where the children are cramped, crowded and swel- 
tered ; another on Bridge street and a third in the third 
story of a dwelling on Elliot street, which is even worse 

than the one. on River street — little ones of the lowest 

grade in a primary school climbing two flights of stairs. 

It is true that annexes are in process of construction 
to the school houses on River and Dover streets ; these 
will afford but partial relief. There ought to be at once 

a thorough, intelligent and systematic re-arrangement as to 
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location and remodelling as to size and shape of the 
school rooms and buildings of Lowell. 

School houses have been built on too parsimonious a 
scale : small rooms, small yards and crowded seats, all tend 
to make the lives of the children who occupy them ab- 
normal, saying nothing about the health and lives of those 
who instruct these children. The Elliot, Church and 
Charles street school houses are simply nuisances and 
ought to be abated as such. In their stead should be 
built an eight-room structure which would accommodate all 
the pupils of each. 

An eight-room school house in the vicinity of Shaw 
street, and another in the vicinity of the northerly portion 
of Aiken Avenue, both to be used temporarily for both 
Grammar and Primary Schools, and a two-room primary 
building, not far from Ames street school house is very 

much needed. 

While the committee recommend the building of eight- 
room school houses in certain localities, it suggests the 
propriety of one-story, one-room buildings for primary 
schools wherever practicable. Your committee would urge 
most earnestly the necessity of an ample yard room about 
all school buildings, both for use as play grounds and as 

contributing to purer air. 

The hygienic conditions of the majority of the school 
buildings of the city is execrable, worse than even half 
respectable families would tolerate in their dwellings : we 
are satisfied that putting of privies and .urinals in the 
basements of school houses as now practised is a grave 
mistake ; there is hardly one in the city but what proves 

itself a nuisance. Among those school buildings which 
are in a bad sanitary condition, may be mentioned in the 
order of the worst, first, the Elliot Street, Church Street 
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and Charles Street, which ought to be removed ; the 
Bartlett, High and Franklin, which deserve to be rebuilt 
and improved; the Fayette Street, Cabot Street, Rock 
Street, Central Street, Ames Street, Moody and Colburn 
school houses. The * chief causes of complaint, coming from 
teachers and parents, are offensive and unhealthy odors 
from outhouses, urinals, cellars, sewers, walls and the 
cramped condition of the rooms and yards. There is no 

good reason why school house yards, privies, hall-ways, 
floors, cloakrooms, cellars and all things pertaining to them 
should not be in as well kept condition as the grounds 
and dwellings of the most refined families. All public 

buildings are kept scrupulously clean and well ventilated, 
except school houses. Great care is taken that the health 
of officials shall not suffer from bad drainage, sewer gas, 
foul odors, etc., the occupants are comparatively few. Of 

how much more importance is the health, happiness, growth 

and training of the thousands of innocent, unthinking chil- 
dren who have not the discretion or judgment of mature 

years. 

Teaching by example is often the best method and 
the children becoming accustomed to order, cleanliness and 
beauty at school will follow the bent thus given, through 
life. 

We will venture to suggest that much of the cause 
of complaint may be justly laid to inattention of janitors, 
the majority of whom however are painstaking, careful 

and competent ; but it is submitted that better results 

would be obtained if their appointment and tenure was 
taken completely outside of even a remote relation to 
politics. 

The construction of new school buildings deserves more 
than ordinary attention, the matters of heat, light, air 
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and ventilation should be especially cared for. Your com- 
mittee recommends that school rooms be constructed in 
new and reconstructed in old houses large enough to per- 
mit at least three feet of space in all directions between 
pupils, a& a precaution against contagious diseases as well 
as to insure a sufficiency of fresh air and due order in 
the school. 

Would it not be wise to examine into the practice of 

transmitting school books from pupils to other pupils and 

see if thereby is incurred the possibility of contracting 
disease. 

Because we went to school in some of these cramped 
up and now filthy rooms, filthy from long use, which you 
can smell upon entering them, does not argue that our 
children or the children of our neighbors will do as well 
as we did ; there has been a radical change in the methods 
of study and the amount of work expected and required 
of both pupil and teacher. We live under a government 
which in theory at least, metes out equal justice to all its 
citizens, it gives to all equal privileges, in its schools no 

distinction as to race, birth or wealth is tolerated, and yet 
in this city the boys and girls in many neighborhoods 
attend schools in comparatively sumptuous palaces, while 
other boys and girls of equal birth and parts are com- 

pelled to be herded in loathsome buildings. Where, pray, 
is American justice, fair play or equity while these things 
exist ?

SCHOOL HOUSES. 

It is, perhaps, too much to ask that the pupils of the 
public schools should be as well housed and accommodated as 
the paupers at the Poor Farm and the prisoners at the Police 
Station. It is not too much to ask, however, that the school 
houses should be much better than they are now. Many of 
them are so planned, constructed and appointed that they cannot 
be healthfully ventilated and heated. In connection with many 
of these buildings that which is slovenly and untruthfully spoken 
of as u sanitary accommodation” is abominable. Why is it that 
such a state of things is permitted to continue ? Solely because 
the people of Lowell do not know that it exists. There is 

no municipal expense so cheerfully borne as that for the main- 

¥ 

tenance of the schools. Once satisfied that the school houses 
are in an unhealthful condition, the people will insist that the 
City Council proceed instantly to make them what they should 
be. 

The worst buildings are certain small, old-fashioned Primary 
school houses. They are those on Church, Charles, Elliot, 
Cottage, Chapel, Fayette, Rock, Carter, Grand and Cabot streets. 
Every room in every one of these school houses is heated by a 
large stove placed in a corner of the room. One stove may 
serve well enough to warm a living room occupied by a single 
family; it is not suitable for an audience room or school room 
occupied by fifty persons who sit in fifty chairs immovable and 
fixed. Every one of these rooms is so small that some of the 
pupils must be fastened very -near the stove. If the rooms 
are made warm enough for the occupants of the seats remote 
from the stove, the innocent children sentenced to other seats 
suffer heat infernal. Moreover, in these small rooms the only 
effectual way of admitting air with oxygen in it is by opening 
the windows over the heads of the pupils. There are various 
unsanitary appurtenances to these buildings which baffle the 
efforts of the janitors, and much of the time are nuisances. 
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No one of these school rooms is one-half large enough for 
fifty children to occupy daily. A sufficient school room should 
be larger and higher. The heating apparatus should be dis- 
tributed. No pupil should be obliged to sit within six feet of 
any part of such apparatus. Every room should be ventilated 
by some system in the operation of which no child is sub- 
jected to a shower bath of cold air at a zero temperature. 

The Moody school house and the Bartlett school house 
should both be condemned as entirely unfit for the use to 
which they are now devoted. They are old, dingy structures, 
each with eight school rooms, four on each floor. There is 
not space enough in either building for more than four school 
rooms with sufficient hall-ways and cloak-rooms. They are not 
well lighted. It would probably be a* waste to alter them. It 
would be better to build entirely new houses, each large 
enough for the proper accommodation of a Grammar school of 
four hundred pupils. 

The High School house has been described in previous 
reports from this office. To dwell upon the defects and gene- 
ral insufficiency of other school houses might be discouraging. 
It might be unwise to do so unless assurance could be had 
of immediate relief. It should not be thought strange that 
many buildings erected for schools thirty, forty and fifty years 
ago should be unfit for modern use. Business blocks built 
many years ago are rebuilt. Manufacturers find it necessary 
to rebuild their mills and to fill them with new machinery. It 
is certainly high time that a substantial reconstruction of school 
houses should begin. 

No site for a new school house should be selected, no plan 
of building or method of heating and ventilation adopted and 
no furniture purchased unless with the approval of the School 
Committee. This ought to go without saying. The Board 
elected by the people to supervise the schools, is more likely 
than any other to study the entire school system of the city, 
and is more likely to know what changes ought to be made. 
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It would be better that no school house should be built and 
no old one remodeled than that new sites should be chosen, 
new building plans should be adopted and new furniture should 
be selected without reference to the School Board. 

An annex containing two rooms has been begun at the 
Dover street school house, and a similar addition to the River 
street school house is in process of construction. This is all the 
building that has been attempted during the year. This paltry 
work should have been done during the long summer vacation. 
The “ beginning of the end ” cannot now be discerned. Per- 
haps it is not too much to hope that these little wooden addi- 
tions will be ready to be occupied sometime in March of next 
year. Both schools have been much disturbed by the noise 
necessary to be made by the workmen even though they have 
been few. Both schools have been closed at times when un- 
usual and unanticipated activity in the work of construction has 
made school-keeping impossible. During these months of dawd- 
ling a room in a neighboring dwelling has been rented, paid, 
for out of the appropriation for schools and occupied by a 
portion o£ the River street school. This room was the least 
objectionable that could be found in the vicinity. Nothing 
more can be said in commendation of it. 


HIGH SCHOOL. 

This school continues to do good work in spite of the 

depressing influence of its poorly lighted, ill-ventilated, outgrown 

old building. The government of the school by the Principal 

is smooth, firm and even. There is not much demonstration, 

but the school is governed nevertheless. The teachers are, 

without exception, industrious and faithful. As a fitting school 
for the colleges, the classical department still maintains its 

high standing. The results of the English course of study are 
not subjected to a test so definite as an examination for ad- 
mission to college. It is pleasant, however, to believe that all 
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the work of the school is as excellent as that part which is 
annually tested by impartial examinations. There have been 
two views as to the mission of the Massachusetts High School. 
One view is that the High School is for the children of supe- 
rior capacity only, and that those of merely ordinary capacity 
should be excluded, no matter how painstaking their prepara- 
tion, or how protracted their struggle for admission. The 
other view is that all full-witted children, after a reasonable 
probation in the lower grade of schools, should be admitted to 
the High School if they desire to enter. It is contended that 
a dull boy is entitled to such benefit as he can gain from the 
High School course, even if he is dull. In Lowell the stand- 
ard established has been such as a Grammar School pupil of 
average capacity might readily attain with reasonable industry. 
In addition, however, there have been frequent concessions to 
the claims of dull pupils. An applicant is occasionally admitted, 
who fails to reach the general standard but who, in the 
opinion of a Grammar master, has been industrious, and has 
attained as “ high a rank as he will ever get.” 

To reserve the High School for the “ bright scholars ” only 
would be to lighten as well as to enliven the labors of the 
High School teachers. On the other hand, conscientious teach- 
ers take up the burden that is imposed upon them under the 
authority of the School Committee and cheerfully bear it. It 
is what they are paid for. 

The graduating class of 1887 numbered sixty-three. 

Twenty-one were of the four years’ course and forty-two 
of the three years’ course. 

The ‘exhibition of the graduating classes was held at Hunt- 
ington Hall, Wednesday evening, June 28.

GRAMMAR SCHOOLS. 


The Highland school has continued to increase during 
the year. An additional room filled with Highland school 
pupils has been opened in the Franklin school house. All 
the rooms in that building are now occupied ; four of these 
by the Highland school. The Master of the Grammar school 
was relieved of all class work and a second assistant was 
elected to perform the duties which had previously devolved 
upon him as instructor. It was thought necessary, that Mr. 
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Morey should be elected Principal of the Primary school in 
the Franklin building, and it was accordingly voted by the 

Board that he should act in such capacity. If there had been 
any doubt as to the duty of the Master to supervise the 

Primary school in the same building with a portion of the 
Grammar school, the vote of the Committee certainly clothed 
him with ample authority to supervise and govern both schools. 

There are many reasons why the Highland school should 
assemble in one building. It cannot be necessary to discuss 
them here. Many of them are patent. 

If a large part of the school is to continue in the 

Franklin school house it should be made a school of itself, 
with all the Grammar grades. A new district should be estab- 
lished for such a school. It is very much to be desired, 
however, that the Highland school house should be sufficiently 
enlarged, or that a new Grammar building should be built on 
a site far superior to the Franklin school location. 

The Pawtucket school has somewhat increased and another 

room has been opened for the use of the school. William 

P. Barry, Esq., has been elected Master of the school, assuming 
the duties of the position at the beginning of the school year 
in September. There is every indication, that his success will 
be complete. 

In 1886 two rooms were added to the Varnum school house. 
Notwithstanding this addition, the building is now. well filled 
with pupils. At the present rate of increase in population 
the Grammar school accommodation of Centralville will soon 
be insufficient. A new house should be built in the territory 

west of Bridge street, and. a new Grammar school should be 
established therein. 


PRIMARY SCHOOLS. 

It is not in this age necessary to emphasize the importance 
of this as compared with other grades of schools. Everybody 
now realizes the importance of the work at the beginning of 
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school training. Clumsy and untaught teachers should never be 
permitted to practice their imposture in the Primary schools. 
It is gratifying that * in Lowell a good proportion of our most 

studious, progressive, versatile, devoted and accomplished teachers 
are of the primary grade. 

DISTRIBUTION OF TIME IN THE GRAMMAR AND PRIMARY SCHOOLS.

OPINION OF THE CITY SOLICITOR. 

The opinion of the City Solicitor was requested upon 
certain questions, which appear and are recited in the following 
communication : 

Office of CITY SOLICITOR, 

Lowell, Mass., October 29, 1887. 

George F. Lawton , Esq., Secretary of the School Committee: 

Dear Sir: — Your communication of October 1st, 1887, has been re- 
ceived, requesting the opinion of the City Solicitor upon the following que 
tions, viz : 


1. — “May the children of a resident of Tewksbury, who resided in 
Lowell on May 1, 1887, and who was assessed by the assessors of taxes as 
a resident and citizen of said city, be permitted by the School Committee 
to attend the public schools of Lowell without payment of tuition as it is 
called, for any time subsequent to his removal from Lowell, and if so, for 
How long a time ? ” 

2. — Section 3 of Chapter 433 of the Acts of the Legislature of the Com- 
monwealth for the year 1887 provides that the School Committee may issue 
a permit authorizing the employment of a minor who does not attend an 
evening school, and could not without such “permit” be employed in con- 
formity with the provisions of this act. “ May the power to issue such per- 
mits be delegated by vote of the School Committee to any of its officers 
or servants to be exercised in the discretion of such delegate.” I have 
the honor to submit the following : 
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i. — Chapter 3, Section 16 of the rules of the School Committee, as 
amended, provides as follows : 

“At the commencement of each term they (the teachers) shall require 
the non-resident children to present a certificate from the Superintendent 
that their tuition for the coming term has been paid, and shall neither 
receive nor continue such children in school without this certificate. All 
applications for the admission of non-resident children to the schools shall 
be made to the Board, and no one shall be admitted except by their vote. 
In such cases tuition for a full school term shall be prepaid unless by 
special exemption. Such connection with the schools can be retained only 
by the continued pre-payment of tuition for each full term.” 

Chapter 47, Section 6 of the Public Statutes provides: “Children living 
remote from any public school in the town in which they reside may be 
allowed to attend the public schools of an adjoining town, under such regu- 
lations or on such terms as the School Committees of the said towns agree 
upon and prescribe.” * * * 

Chapter 47, Section 8, provides — “Children may, with the consent of' 
the School Committee first obtained, attend school in cities and towns other 
than those in which their parents or guardians reside ; but when a child 
resides in a city or town different from that of the residence of parent or 
guardian for the sole purpose of attending school there, the parent or guar- 
dian of such child shall be liable to pay to such city or town, for tuition, 
a sum equal to the average expense per scholar for such school for the 
period during which the child so attends.” 

The person in question, being a resident in Lowell on the first day of 
May 1887, was properly assessed, and had he remained here he would have 
been entitled to all the privileges and advantages which belong to a resi- 
dent. A person may at any time change his residence from one city or 
town to another. By changing his residence from Lowell to Tewksbury he 
voluntarily gave up the right to send his children to the public schools of 
Lowell, and acquired the right to send them to the public schools of 
Tewksbury. 

In the case of Inhabitants of Haverhill vs. Gale, 103 Mass. 104, Judge 
Morton says : “ The laws of this Commonwealth for the establishment and 
maintenance of public schools are designed to provide schools in each town 
or district for the benefit of the inhabitants thereof, and ?tot for the benefit 
of the residents in other towns or districts. It is only in a few exceptional 
cases, specified by statute, that the inhabitants of one town can send their 
children to the public schools in any other town ; and, except in such cases 
and upon such conditions as are thus provided by law, towns have no au- 
thority to open their schools to children of the inhabitants of other towns.” 
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For the reasons stated above I am of opinion that the children referred 
to cannot be permitted to attend the public schools of Lowell without pre- 
payment of full tution, unless specially exempted under Chapter 3, Section 
16 of the Rules of the School Committee, 

2. — .Chapter 433, Section 3 of the Acts of the year 1887 provides: 
“ Whenever it appears that the labor of any minor who would be debarred 
from employment under Section two of this Act, is necessary for the sup- 
port of the family to which said minor belongs, or for his own support, 
the School Committee of said city or town may, in the exercise of their 
discretion, issue a permit authorizing the employment of such minor within 
such time or times as they may fix, and the provisions of said Section 
two shall not apply to such minor so long as said permit is in force.” 

It is a principle of law that the public powers or trusts devolved by 
law or charter upon the Council or governing body, to be exercised by it 
when and in such manner as it shall judge best, cannot be delegated to 
others . For instance, when the power to issue licenses is granted by law 
to the Mayor and Aldei'men^ the Board of Aldermen cannot by a vote 
delegate the power to the Mayor alone. (Lay vs. Green Cush. 433.) I 
think the same principle applies in this case. The Legislature relies upon 
the judgment and discretion of the School Committee in issuing permits, 
this duty is not of a ministerial or administrative character, and I am of 
the opinion that it cannot be delegated to any officer or servant of the 
School Committee.

The school department, especially the office of Super- 
intendent of schools, has been deprived during the year of 

the invaluable service of Mr. William H. Bermingham by his 
death, August 16th. 

Mr. Bermingham was elected Truant Commissioner in 1878, 
and continued in that position until his decease. During the 
latter years of his service " new and additional duties were 

constantly imposed upon him, until by vote of the Board in 
1886 he was assigned to the Superintendent’s office as clerk. 

No member of the School Committee for the last nine 
years needs to be informed that Mr. Bermingham performed 

all the work of the offices held by him in a way to leave 

nothing to be desired. In feeble health and in constant 

anticipation of death, he remained at his post almost to the 

very last. There was not an indolent fibre in him ; and the 
city of Lowell never had in a place of equal responsibility a 
more capable, loyal and devoted servant than William H. 

Bermingham.

The School Committee decided to impose the duties for- 
merly discharged by Mr. Bermingham, upon Mr. John A. Smith, 
Supervisor of Evening Schools. Up to the time of this action 
of the Board, Mr. Smith had been in the actual employ of this 
department only during the session of the Evening Schools. 

By the present combination of offices, his time is required 

throughout the year, and a saving of $150 per annum in salaries 
is secured. 

Mr. Smith has brought the same enthusiasm into his new 
sphere of duty as characterized him in the old. He had been, 
for so many years, identified in. so many ways, with * the Lowell 
Schools that he came into his new office already equipped for 
service. The School Committee could have made no better 

selection. 

The Schools of Lowell are better to-day than they ’ever 

were before. This is as it should be. It would be lamentable 
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if there were not constant improvement. There are people, 
who sincerely believe that Schools were better forty years ago. 
Thirty years ago, in Lowell, there were critics who used to say 
that the old District Schools were better than the “City Schools” 
of 1857. 

Similar comparison unfavorable to our Schools was certainly 
made twenty years ago, and is probably made by a few in 
1887. To many whatever was in a bygone age seems extremely 
large or small, wonderfully good or extremely bad. 

To reassure the few, who believe or fear, that the Schools 
have retrograded since the halcyon days of the past, the asser- 
tion can, with great confidence, be made, that the fear is 
groundless. 

For twenty years, at least, the Lowell Schools have advanced 
step by step in the same direction, in which the best schools 
of Massachusetts have gone. Our system is that approved by 
the best “educators” of the time. Probably no material change 
in it, except to conform to a similar change in other cities of 
the Commonwealth would be tolerated by local sentiment. 

Many of the teachers of Lowell for a double decade, have 
constantly studied and have eagerly adopted the newest approved 
methods of instruction. They have been encouraged to do so 
by my predecessors in this office, and in general, have been 
promptly authorized to do so by the School Committee. 

During my brief connection with this office, no reactionary 
policy has been inaugurated. 

There can be no heavier responsibility than that imposed 
upon the management of the Schools. There is no place here 
for frivolous experiment, or for personal advertisement. On the 
other hand a timid conservatism should not prevent the prompt 
adoption of all that is new and good. There is no better 
rule than the old one “Prove all things, hold fast that which 
is good.” 
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In conclusion I desire to bear testimony to the general 
fidelity to duty of the teachers of the Schools, the Supervisor 
of Evening Schools and the Truant Commissioners. Their 
cheerful co-operation I also acknowledge. 

To all the members of the School Committee I am indebted 
for generous and constant support.

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At the beginning of the year a plan was adopted to prevent 
the obtaining of mill certificates by children not lawfully en- 
titled to the same, by the introduction of an “ Employment 
Ticket” to be issued by the different Overseers of the mills 
to children wishing employment. 

The plan has the endorsement of State Inspector John T. 
White, and has worked admirably, every child who applies 

for a certificate being obliged to present an “ Employment 
Ticket” before obtaining the certificate, which has reduced the 
number of certificates obtained illegally. 

The various Overseers have come to like the plan, as it 

insures that all the requirements of the law in relation to the 
employment of minors will be better complied with. 

William H. Bermingham, late member of the Board of 
Truant Commissioners, died in August, after an illness of 
about five months. Faithful in the discharge of every duty, 
helpful and courteous to those associated with him, both on 

the Board and in the City Hall, he will be long and pleas- 
antly remembered. 

The Board of Health have reported 79 cases of Scarlet 
Fever, 80 cases of Diphtheria and 36 cases of Measles. 

They desire to thank the Superintendent and members of 

the School Committee for their courtesy and kindness.

Practice object teaching, using such objects as are familiar to the child.

The volumes reported above as added by gift include those only 
which have been catalogued and placed in circulation, which will 
account for the discrepancy between these figures and those given at 
the end of the list of donors. Besides the volumes reported missing, 
there are nineteen volumes some time overdue, most of which will 
doubtless be recovered. The classified contents of the Library arc 
given in an appendix, as are also the statistics relating to circulation. 

In the foregoing statement is comprised all the information which 
the Directors are required by the Ordinance to submit. Noteworthy 
among the facts there recorded, are the steady growth of a taste for 
the reading of books of a higher class than formerly, as shown by 
the increase of the issue of works other than fiction from 19 per cent, 
of the total circulation last year (and 13 per cent, in 1885) to 23 
per cent, the present year ; and the constantly increasing importance 
and appreciation by the public of the reference room, the number 
of volumes consulted in this department having augmented from 
3500 last year to 0050 this year. It is a matter for regret that this 
room cannot be wholly given up to the use of the patrons of the 
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library, but the constricted quarters occupied compel certain kinds of 
work to be done there which ought to be done elsewhere, thus 
restricting sometimes, in a considerable degree, the full enjoyment 
of the privileges of the room by the public. 

In respect to the immediate administration of the Library, probably 
the most important matter during the year was the purchase of a 
Hammond type-writer, by which all catalogue cards are now written 
with great improvement in legibility, uniformity, and beauty of 
appearance. The regulations for the use of the library have been 
remodelled and will soon be printed, ready for distribution to all 
users of the library and reading room. 

Great annoyance is caused by the constant, and apparently 
increasing practice, of marking upon with pencils and otherwise 
defacing the catalogue cards, guides, printed notices, and covers of 
the card cases. This is doubtless often done thoughtlessly, but 
there is too frequent evidence that it is sometimes done “wilfully and 
maliciously.” The Directors express their hope and belief that, 
while the readers join with them in condemning those who thus 
so disgracefully abuse the privileges of the library, they will give all 
the assistance in their power to prevent the repetition of similar 
outrages. It may be as well that those who are guilty of such mal- 
practices should know that they incur great risk of very severe 
punishment, if they are detected. The Statute concerning such 
offenders reads as follows : 

“Whoever wilfully and maliciously or wantonly and without cause 
destroys, defaces mars or injures a building erected or used for 
purposes of education or religious instruction, or for the general dif- 
fusion of knowledge, or furniture, apparatus, or other property 
belonging to or connected with such building, shall be punished by 
fine not exceeding five hundred dollars, or by imprisonment in the 
jail not exceeding one year.” 

“Whoever wilfully and maliciously or wantonly and without cause 
writes upon, injures, defaces, tears, or destroys a book, plate, 
picture, engraving, or statue belonging to a law, town, city, or 
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other public library, shall be punished by fine not less than five nor 
more than fifty dollars, or by imprisonment in the jail not exceeding 
six months. ” 

The year has been marked by the most abundant and valuable 
gifts of books ever known in the history of the Library, and the 
Directors desire to place on record and make public acknowledgment 
of their deep gratitude to Dr. George W. Carleton for his munificent 
liberality in bestowing upon the Library such a large number of rare 
and costly works, embracing many departments of art. literature 
and knowledge. They trust that his noble example may find many 
followers. To the Rev. L. C. Manchester, also, thanks are due for 
numerous valuable gifts. A complete list of all who have con- 
tributed books or pamphlets to the Library during the year is given 
in an appendix, and the Directors make grateful acknowledgment 
for their favors. 

The Directors desire to have printed during the coming year a 
bulletin of the additions to the Library since it was made free, to 
tide over the time that must elapse before the great work of printing 
a catalogue of the entire Library can be accomplished. But this 
cannot be done without a larger appropriation than has been granted 
for several years. There arc also a few expensive works which the 
Library ought to have but which cannot be procured, the means at 
command having been barely sufficient for every-day requirements. 
Although the Library is as important, in its place, as any other 
department in the municipality, it is maintained with much less 
expenditure than any other, and the Directors feel therefore that 
they are justified in occasionally asking for a more liberal grant. 

Again the Directors desire to call attention to the inadequate 
accommodation afforded by the present quarters. And this time the 
appeal appears to be imperative. Only with difficulty could another 
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thousand volumes be shelved ; and with all the additional shelving 
that ean possibly be crowded into unoccupied corners, scareely a 
year’s reasonable increase of books could be provided for. There 
must be more room or the work of the Library must come to a stand- 
still. To cease buying books for a year would be a misfortune that 
would take many years to retrieve. The amount paid yearly for 
rent and extra lighting represents the interact on almost enough to 
erect a suitable library building, to afford accommodation for at 
least half a century to come. Lowell is not alone in respect to 
cramped library quarters. Lynn is as badly off, and is crying for 
relief. The city of Newton recently expended twenty thousand 
dollars in making extensive additions to Us library building, whieh a 
few years ago was thought to be large enough for a long time to 
eome. Worcester, too, which lias been considered exceptionally 
well off in the matter of library accommodation, finds now that the 
limit has been reached in regard to room. When its building was 
erected, some twenty-five years ago, it was supposed to have room 
enough for the growth of half a century. Many persons thought it 
absurd to put up so large a building, and no one seemed to foresee 
that sooner or later its capacity must be exhausted, and that it must 
be enlarged in some way. Our present quarters have been occupied 
for nearly sixteen years, and in that time the books in the Library 
have increased in number more than eighty per cent. For the last 
two years the annual rate of increase has been greater than ever 
before, and it is not likely to be less as time goes on. It is proba- 
ble that in twenty-five years the Library will contain not less than 
150,000 volumes, and perhaps many more. It will readily be seen, 
therefore, that to remove the Library to any building or rooms not 
fitted to accommodate at least that number of books, would be at the 
best only a temporary makeshift. The City Library ought to have 
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a building devoted entirely to its use ; for in such a building only can 
its work be properly carried on. In some respects it is perhaps 
fortunate that we have not had a library building before. The li- 
brary buildings of twenty-live years ago were none of them fitted 
for library use. Some of those erected at the present time are, and 
furnish admirable models. We have, therefore, a chance to start 
on a higher plane, to get a house for our books which shall be light, 
airy, convenient, provided with all appliances for quick despatch in 
the circulating section, and for comfortable study in the reference 
department, and, above all, with suitable rooms for that use by the 
school children, that co-operation of the public school and the pub- 
lic library, which is the dearest wish of the Librarian. It is from 
the educational point of view that the Directors base their strongest 
plea in this appeal. Panizzi, the learned librarian of the British 
Museum, said: “I want a poor student to have the same means of 
indulging his learned curiosity, of following his rational pursuits, of 
consulting the same authorities, of fathoming the most intricate 
inquiry, as the richest man in the kingdom, as far as books go. And 
I contend that Government is bound to give him the most liberal and 
unlimited assistance in this respect.” Education is the deadliest foe 
to vice, and the free library stands out in the forefront of the battle 
all ready equipped to fight against the powers of ignorance. Next 
to, and even beyond the free public school, it is the one great instru- 
ment by which men can carve out for themselves a road to success 
in the nowadays fierce struggle for existence. It has been the 
constant aim of the Directors to secure the broad general usefulness 
that such a library should have to fulfil its highest educational func- 
tion, and they feel that their efforts are beginning to be crowned with 
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success. It is, therefore, with greater confidence that they venture 
to express the hope that the needs of the library, in respect to better 


accommodation, will ere long receive the attention which they 
deserve.

To the City Council : 

In compliance with the law and custom, the Board 
of Health submits its tenth annual report, together 
with a review of the sanitary condition of the city. 
This report covers the year from Januar}^ 1, to Decem- 
ber 31, 1887.

The above list of nuisances presents a far larger 
number than has ever been attended to in any former 
year. The treatment of some of the nuisances was 
new and radical, such as the entire removal of bad 
vaults, as there was no other way to break up the evil. 
In cases where diphtheria and other diseases could be 
traced directly to vaults, and there was little or no 
prospect of improvement in them, this course became 
absolutely necessary. And in order to carry out the 
principles of sanitary science in the prevention of 
disease, this same course will hereafter have to be 
pursued on a still larger scale. 

To give some idea of the amount of business trans- 
acted during the year, the records show that the Board 
held 48 meetings at the office, besides many visits into 
all parts of the city to hear and investigate complaints. 

From 1878 to 1886, eight years, the same records 
show on an average only six meetings each year. 

RETURN OF DEATHS. 

During the past year about 100 certificates of deaths 
were returned by undertakers without the name of an) 7 
physician in attendance or cause of death assigned. 
In such cases the law requires that the Hoard of Health 
become responsible. One object of the law is to make 
sure that no foul play has been used either by the 
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deceased or any other person. Another object is to see 
and examine the corpse, if need be,. that no contagious 
disease is thus smuggled into the city. Small pox has 
in this way been introduced when it was too late to 
prevent the spread of the disease. One object more is 
that no one should be buried without a true and correct 
cause of death recorded in the City Clerk's office. This 
report should be correct, as every name of the disease 
of which one died helps to make up tables in vital 
statistics. 

Occasionally it becomes necessary to examine the 
mortuary records of the City Clerk to find out the 
cause of death of this or that individual. These cer- 
tificates have been carefully filled out this year, and in 
many cases it was found necessary to visit the family 
or place where the death took place. Generally speak- 
ing, no sick person should be allowed to die without a 
physician being called to see if anything can be done 
to prolong or save life. There can be no excuse for 
such neglect, as the city provides a physician in every 
ward who can be summoned any hour without expense 
to the party. 


HOUSE OFFAL. 

This includes all waste matter collected u\ families 
under the name, u swill.” This is carried on purely as 
a sanitary measure, not so necessary 7 in winter as in hot 
weather. If it was not thus removed, it would become 
a regular nuisance, the source of disease. In hot 
weather teams call on small families two or three times 
a week, but not so often in winter. This constitutes 
only a small portion of the offal sold in the city, where 
it is distinctly understood by the purchasers that it must 
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not be fed to cows. Almost forty farmers are licensed 
to gather this swill and remove it out of the city. 

When these parties are licensed in the spring an 
obligation should be required that they shall not feed 
it to cows. But a sure preventive would be frequent 
tests of the milk, with heavy penalty in case it was 
found impure. Another preventive, let the character 
of a milkman be known. If promises and obligations 
do not avail, let his business suffer. Let him learn 
that honesty in furnishing a pure milk is, in the long 
run, the best policy. 

REMOVAL OF ASHES, GARBAGE, FILTH, HOUSE 

DIRT, .ETC. 

The removal of all this material out of the city is 
cleanly and preventive of disease. It is believed that 
the streets, yards and back alleys were never kept in 
better order. During the past year, 16,275 loads of this 
material were gathered and carried out of the city. 

NIGHT SOIL. 

This, department, which caused so much trouble last 
year, has been very much improved. The whole busi- 
ness has been reduced to a regular system, and governed 
by stringent rules. We cannot say the work has always 
been done satisfactorily, but more cleanly and faithfully 
than ever before. An inspector of vaults and other 
nuisances was appointed early in the season, whose 
surveys and reports have very much facilitated the 
carrying on of this work. The business has been ' 
watched day by day, and an exact report has been kept 
in the office of the inspectors, examinations as well as 
leports, item by item, of the business of those engaged 
in cleaning vaults. These reports and records are val- 
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uable lor reference. This department is very difficult 
to manage, and has caused, in former years, far more 
trouble than any other, but it is now in a better condi- 
tion than ever before. 

LITTLE CANADA. 

It was found on careful inquiry that in 1886, one hun- 
dred and seven deaths occurred within the bounds of 
this small territory. The Board in the early part of 
1887 found the measles prevailing here in a dangerous 
form, and with typhoid fever and other diseases together 
with the tenements much crowded, it seemed necessary 
to make some radical changes. One long block was 
ordered vacated and new plumbing was placed in an- 
other; 46 privy vaults were removed, 44 water closets 
were put in, 12 filthy yards and two stables cleared out 
and the occupants of several dwellings thinned out. 

These changes made great improvements in u Little 
Canada,” and put its sanitaiy condition in a much more 
wholesome state. During the last six months of the 
year there was much less sickness and mortality. If 
some other portions of the city were thus reoovated 
decided benefits would arise from it. 

TENEMENT BLOCKS. 

Lowell has a large number of tenement blocks lo- 
cated in different parts of the city, and others are being 
built. Many of these tenements are built, two, three 
and even four stories high, with low small rooms with- 
out suitable provision for light or ventilation, and occa- 
sionally they are located almost in contact with each 
other. Such tenements cannot be built in New York 
or Boston, as the law provides for suitable ventilation 
and supply of sunlight, requires skilful plumbing and a 
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certain space left between the tenements, and at the 
same time that not more than fifty per cent, of the land 
should be covered with the buildings. In all cities ten- 
ement blocks have been found the most fruitful source 
of sickness and mortality. Such is already the case in 
Lowell, and from present appearances is likely to grow 
worse. 

It is high time that the principles of sanitary science 
should be brought to apply here, but they must be 
supported by municipal authority. As these buildings 
become older and are filled with a lower and lower 
class of tenants, they become hotbeds of disease. Un- 
fortunately the poorest of the poor find a home in these 
quarters, a prey to disease and death. Mr. Smith, 
Secretary of the Overseers of the Poor, states that 207 
persons died here in 1887 and 165 in 1886, and were 
buried at city expense. 

Thus our death rate was increased almost 50 last 
year. Cannot these poor people be benefited in some 
way by sanitary agency or influence ? 


SEWERS. 


The connection of sewers with health is too great a 
question to discuss in a report of this kind. But as it 
is conceded on all sides that they are a fruitful source 
of our mortality it is proper to notice some of the 
reasons. When these sewers were first built, the prin- 
ciples of sanitary science were not well understood. 
The primary object of sewers was to drain the land, 
the streets and the cellars. It is true this was in the 
general interest of health, but did not go far enough. 
The poisonous effects of gases generated by sewers 
were not once so well understood. Then, as the germs, 
or causes of disease, have become better and better 
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known, it has been found they sustain a most intimate 
relation to sewer gases. Thus more and more sickness 
is being traced every year to this source. The sanitary 
defects in our sewers are too numerous to mention. 

As a general thing they were not constructed large 
enough or deep enough, and sometimes with not suffi- 
cient fall. But from another class of defects health 
and life are more directly and seriously affected. 
Many sewers are not properl} 7 ventilated outside or on 
the streets, and others are defective in their connection 
with cellars and water closets and sinks. Disease and 
death can be traced directly to this source. There 
are also many districts in the city which have no 
sewers, where the grounds, the cellars and streets can- 
not be properly drained. New sewers should be con- 
structed here as soon as possible, and this whole 
department should be more directly placed under the 
laws of sanitary science. 

CONTAGIOUS DISEASES. 

There have been reported in 1887 to the Board 95 
cases of diphtheria, followed by 31 deaths, against 37 
in 1886 and 31 in 1S85. In the case of scarlet fever, 
there have been reported 97, but only 1 1 deaths have 
occurred. This disease has prevailed in the past year 
in a remarkably mild form, scattered some in all parts 
of the city, but more generally in Ward 4. Scattering 
cases of diphtheria have appeared in different parts of 
the city, but especially in Ward 1. Upon the receival 
of notices of diphtheria nearly every place has been 
visited to ascertain the source or cause and give direc- 
tions as to isolation and disinfection. In some cases 
the cause evidently came from bad vaults, sewer gases or 
filthy localities; in a few it could be directly traced as 
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taken from another case, but in only three or four 
instances were there more than one case in the same 
family or house. 

The proportion of deaths from diphtheria has been 
about i to 4, but in scarlet fever, i to 14, a small rate of 
mortality. It is presumed that there has been a larger 
number of both of these diseases in the city than what 
has been reported. There have only been six deaths 
from whooping cough, but the disease has prevailed 
extensive!} 7 in the city. It is questioned whether greater 
pains in any one year were ever taken to prevent the 
spread of the diseases specified by law than last year. 


MEASLES. 

Near the close of 18S6 the measles broke out in 
Lowell and were the only disease that prevailed in the 
form of an epidemic in 1887. There were onty a few 
deaths in 1886, but in 18S7 this disease continued to 
spread in all parts of the city, particularly in wards 1 
and 2, where they proved more fatal. In examining 
the past reports of the city it would appear, judging 
alone by the deaths from the measles, that this disease 
had not prevailed here, at least in an epidemic lorm, 
for many years. From 1S82 to 1SS6 there were onty 
16 deaths, and in 1884 not a single death is reported. 
These deaths from the measles averaged during this 
period onty three each year. But it is well known that 
the measles did prevail in those years, but seldom 
proved fatal. It has been found by general experience 
everywhere that it was a mild disease and could be 
treated successfully by domestic remedies. 

Thus people did not fear them, and as many parents 
entertained the impression that all persons must have 
them once and that they proved much milder with the

young than with adults, some parents would go so far 
as to expose their children to the measles. These two* 
facts should be stated why this disease had such a run 
here and proved so fatal. As the measles had not pre- 
vailed for years, generality in the city’ there was a large 
body of children, together with new families coming 
into the city who never had had the disease and who 
were a read) prey for it. The other fact is that the dis- 
ease is rather peculiar to a cold climate, and if prevalent 
in winter the disease is far more dangerous, especially 
when neglected or badly treated. 

There is another point that should be taken into 
account. The disease proved most fatal among that 
class crowded into tenement houses situated in un- 
healthy localities, and in which the air in winter be- 
comes exceedingly foul and unwholesome. It is well 
known that such people pay little or no attention to this 
disease and hardly ever call in a physician. An 
examination of the death list, 112, shows that the 
mortality was chiefly in such localities and among this 
class of people; but very few died in the more intelli- 
gent families. The nature of this disease is such that 
nothing could aggravate it like filth and bad air. Nearly 
half the deaths occurred under one year of age, and 
more than four-fifths under five years of age. 

Now, as measles has never been considered a dan- 
gerous disease, people generally have been disposed to 
look at them rather indifferently, certainly not to use 
the same precautions they would in the case of diphthe- 
ria and scarlet fever. Frequently no physician was 
called to attend the case. Statute laws on health do not 
require physicians to report a notice of measles as they 
do small pox, diphtheria and scarlet fever. We are 
not aware that this is anywhere done. Early in the 
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winter the Board sent an order to physicians to report 
cases of measles in addition to diphtheria and scarlet 
fever, but very few such notices were made. It should 
be stated that the measles had last year an extensive 
run in Great Britain and in some parts of this country, 
but we are not aware that the same means of notifica- 
tion and isolation have been employed in any city r as in 
what are considered more dangerous diseases. The 
epidemic was discussed at several meetings of the 
Board, but as it had no means of ascertaining the exact 
locality of the disease, no pest house or hospital to 
which to send children, and considering the existing igno- 
rance and prejudice on the subject, it would have been 
difficult if not impossible to force isolation. Besides, 
it was supposed that after the cold weather passed, the 
epidemic would subside. Lessons in sanitary science 
frequent!} 7 are learned by experience and the time is 
om ing when stringent laws will be enacted in reference 
to this disease, and the community will be better edu- 
cated and disposed to aid in the enforcement of such 
laws. 


CHARACTER OF OUR MORTALITY. 

The character and change in diseases throw much 
light upon the sanitary condition of a city. This is 
especially the case when the mortality is compared one 
year with another. There has been a steady advance 
in Lowell for many years in almost every class of 
mortality, and in some more than would be justified by 
an increase of population. There has been a large in- 
crease of deaths from disease of the heart and brain as 
applied both to adults and children. There is cause 
for this increase. Consumption for a series of years 
has not on an average increased much, whereas in 
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many places it has actually decreased by preventives 
and other means. Cholera infantum, which prevails 
chiefly in summer and was 23 less last year than the 
year before, has still increased gradually for many years, 
but not faster than population. When an epidemic like 
the measles or scarlet fever prevails only occasionally, 
thereby increasing the mortality of the year, in mak- 
ing a fair estimate, these deaths should be spread over 
the series of years wherein it did not prevail; the 
deaths would in that way be more justly distributed. 

In making a test of the sanitation of a place a long 
series of years must be taken into the account. There 
is one class of deaths which have relatively increased, 
and their cause should be carefully investigated. In- 
fantile marasmas and debility (as a portion of this class 
comes from children) make a large mortality every 
year, counting some one hundred and fifty deaths. The 
causes for this mortality are various and obscure, but it 
is too large. The deaths from diphtheria and scarlet 
fever Avere smaller in 1887 than for several previous 
years. Deaths from croup, bronchitis and congestion 
of lungs were considerably larger in 1887 than previous 
years, a portion of which may be justly attributed to 
the effects of the measles. Deaths from pneumonia 
have steadily increased for years, some portion ol which 
might be prevented by the proper use of means. As 
far as sanitary science is concerned, the most important 
class is the zymotic, that is the preventable diseases; 
it is questionable whether for ten years these have di- 
minished, whereas in the State they have actually fallen 
oft' in these ten years one-fourth per cent., and almost 
as much in some of the cities. This makes quite a dif- 
ference everywhere with the death rate, and for the 
sanitary interests and credit of our city it is one of the 
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questions on vital statistics which should be considered. 
There is another feature in our mortality deserving no- 
tice from a sanitary point of view. The death rate of 
infants under 5 is too large. It varies in different years, 
but averages for several from 40 to 41 per cent., whereas 
in the State from 35 to 37. This mortality occurs 
monthly in particular localities, and among the poorest 
and lowest class of people. One source comes from 
mothers working in the mills. There is in a small way 
here and there a certain amount of baby farming, which 
is productive of more or less mortality. 

GENERAL CAUSES OF OUR HIGH DEATH RATE. 

This is a veiy difficult subject to discuss in a brief 
report. The question has just come before the public, 
and upon which a great variety of opinions are ex- 
pressed. There might be a unanimity in a majority of 
the causes assigned, but quite a difference as to what 
particular causes were the most prominent. 

No one is wise or learned enough to satisfactorily 
answer all inquiries or decide just in what proportions 
was the agency of each cause. One thing, this large 
mortality in the city for } T ears has not come without a 
csuse, and it will be expected that this report will have 
something to say on this subject. In the first place 
there are several general considerations. This high 
death rate has apparentty, to many, come suddenly, but 
it is not so. It is evident that the causes have been 
accumulating quite a number of years. 

It is true the rate has varied in different years, but 
this depends much upon what the population is called. 
In the year the census is taken we can obtain an exact 
rating, but in the intermediate 3’ears when an estimate 
only of the population can be made, exact reliance 
cannot be placed upon it. In a manufacturing place, 
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where the aggregate population is constantly changing 
from year to year, according to business, you cannot 
depend upon exact rating. While one year may be 
higher, another lower, if we take a series of years we 
ascertain correctly whether the death rate is increasing 
or not. While there are difficulties in comparing the 
mortality of the same place in different years, there are 
still greater difficulties in making a comparison between 
one city and another, such as locality, kind of busi- 
ness, character of the people, &c. But our present 
object was to inquire what was the cause of our high 
death rate? Without noticing them in the order of their 
importance or dwelling long on any one, we commence 
with — 

7. Tenement Houses. These dwellings have greatly 
multiplied within a few years ; many of them with very 
small rooms, poorly ventilated, with sinks, water closets 
and cellars frequently in an unsanitary condition. Man}" 
of these tenements are very much overcrowded, which 
increases sickness and death. Density of a low popu- 
lation is one of the greatest foes of health and life. 

2. A large amount of disease has for years originated 
from vaults which were not properly cared for by 
cleanliness, disinfection, ventilation, and in the manner 
in which they were cleaned out from time to time. 

g. When the river water was introduced into the 
city we had few experienced plumbers, and much of 
the work for years was done in an unskillful manner. 
This has been the cause of more sickness and death 
than many realize. 

4 . Trainage and Seiuerage. When sewers were 
first built here, the main object was to drain the ground, 
cellars and streets and sanitary science was compara- 
tively unknown. The causes of diseases have now 
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beeome better understood and are found to have a most 
intimate relation with drainage and sewerage. There 
are many localities in the city without drainage or 
sewerage, and others where the sewers are very defect- 
ive, both of which were fruitful sources of disease. 

Our (Public ( 'Buildings , especially sehoolhouses, 
have been erected without sufficient reference to health. 
Their heating and ventilation frequently exposes health, 
and the yards and water closets of some sehoolhouses 
are at times in a very unsanitary condition. Disease 
and death comes often from these quarters. 

6 . There are some rooms or places , in some of our 
mills and shops, which are so overcrowded and so badly 
ventilated as to be unhealth) 7 . The application of sanitary 
laws here would tend to do away with some of these 
evils. Much improvement has been made in this way 
in the manufacturing establishments of Great Britain. 

7. Change in (Population . Within a few years we 
have had a large addition to our foreign population. 
The habits and manner of living of a portion of these 
people are such as to result in a large death rate. It is 
the opinion also of good judges that there has been of 
late a decided increase in the number of poor people 
who were looking for help to the publie and to the 
eity. In evidence of this faet we state that the burial 
expenses of 207 persons were borne last year by the 
city. This makes one-ninth of our whole mortality in 
1887. There is another fruitful souree of disease — in- 
temperance — which causes every year a larger mor- 
tality, besides propogating the germs of disease in large 
numbers. 

S. (River Water . From the general impressions in 
the community and recent testimonials in the papers, it 
would seem that the use of city water was very destruc- 
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tive to health and life. On this subject almost every 
person has an opinion, and exaggeration is easy. The 
Legislature has ordered the State Board of Health to 
analyize several times a year the Merrimack river 
water with reference to its purity. It seems by these 
tests that this water is gradually becoming somewhat 
impure, more so below Lowell than above, but the 
board do not consider it at present very serious or 
alarming. There are three times in the year when the 
water is more affected, when confined long under the 
ice, then in the freshets of spring, and the droughts of 
summer. It is difficult to furnish definite and positive 
facts showing to what extent this water is injurious. 
While our water is not as bad as that used by many 
cities, it is not as good as it might be, and is likely, 
every year, if nothing is done, to grow worse. 

REMARKS. 

The above considerations will throw some light upon 
our increased mortality. It is very evident that the 
causes have been accumulating for years and are very 
numerous, composed of a great variety in locality and 
character. The material has long been festering for 
some epidemic to break out. This year it was the 
measles, another year it may be diphtheria or scarlet 
or typhoid fever. There are dangers of another epi- 
demic unless some oi these causes are removed. 

In discussing this subject, there are two or three con- 
siderations which should be taken into account. In 
testing the health of a city, one } T ear is not a fair 
criterion. In that year an epidemic may prevail or an 
unusual amount of sickness may occur, whereas several 
previous years may have passed comparatively healthy. 
Again, if the present population of the city is 75,000, 
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as some think, instead of 70,000, this would reduce the 
rate to about 25 in a thousand. Between the census 
years, when it is left for interested parties to make the 
estimate of population, it may be the number is reck- 
oned too large, and therefore the death rate might be 
figured too low. There is reason to believe that mistakes 
of this kind not unfrequently occur, representing the 
health of a place better than it actually is. Again, in 
comparing the mortality of our city with another there 
are several things which ought to be taken into the 
account, such as the locality of the place and its 
surroundings, the character and business of the peo- 
ple, as well as the proportion of children. It might 
be said, also, that the mortality of manufacturing 
places is generally large, especially of cotton facto- 
ries. But sometimes a crisis comes — a fatal epi- 
demic breaks out, or an unusual amount of sick- 
ness occurs, and the public becomes alive to its 
danger. Instead of apathy and indifference, an earnest 
inquiry arises for its causes, and a demand that some- 
thing be done. There have been instances of the kind, 
when public action has been taken and measures 
employed that resulted in great sanitary improvements. 
In this way a great amount of sickness and mortality 
have been prevented, and the death rate of places 
reduced. Several cities in Great Britian, as well as in 
this country, have employed such means and are now 
reaping the benefits of the same. Such reforms have 
been brought about sometimes by special committees 
or commissioners appointed for that purpose. Such a 
reform was effected in 1861 in New Orleans under the 
military power of General Butler, and has had a 
powerful hygienic influence on that city since. Two 
questions on sanitation challenge attention, viz: the 
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purity of our water, and the final disposal of the 
sewerage of the city. The first demands immediate 
attention. The greatest possible pains should be taken 
by filtering and other means to prevent impurity in our 
city water. The second question does not force itself 
immediately upon us, unless in the building of a large, 
new sewer, some reference should be had to it. But 
the question of the final disposal of our sewerage must 
be met sooner or later. 

RECOMMENDATION. 

We have only one recommendation to make, viz.: 
That the Mayor and Board of Aldermen appoint a 
commission to consider the health interests of the city. 
This has been already recommended by the press. 
There is great need of a thorough sanitary inspection 
throughout the city. Some of the causes of our high 
death rate can surety be remoA T ed. Such an inspection 
would excite an interest everywhere on this subject 
and diffuse valuable information. Such a commission 
would settle the present disturbed state of feeling in the 
community and restore confidence. And in no other 
way could the Board of Health be so- well sustained 
and encouraged in its work. Other cities have done 
this and derived great benefit from such a course. 

PLUMBING. 

Bad plumbing is worse in its results, if anything, 
than a privy vault, and especially so when a tenement 
house is badly plumbed. In many of the large mills 
the water closets are totally unfit for use, being of the 
most primitive kind and care being constantly taken 
that only just so much water shall be used. Some 
are totalty 7 without ventilation. Most of them are fed 
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by direct pressure and are arranged so as to work auto- 
matically, either by the seat or by the door, in most 
cases by the door. The water runs only while the door 
is held open. Many houses in the city are directly ex- 
posed to the deadly sewer gas, being without traps, and 
in many cases when they have traps there is no ventila- 
tion so that traps can be easily syphoned when other 
fixtures on the same line of pipe are being used. To 
this day some plumbers practice the primitive custom 
of running the waste-pipe from the bowl and bath-tub 
in the bath-room directly into the water closet trap. 
The result is the frequent liability of the faecal matter 
to stop up the waTe pipes, and bad odors arise from 
them. The writer has frequently seen pipes stopped so 
that water discharged from the bowl backs up into the 
bath-tub and then slowly runs off. Another great fault 
is in public buildings, of running the steam exhaust 
pipe into the drain or soil pipe inside the trap. The 
steam finds its way up through the system of pipes and 
the result is the expansion and contraction of the iron 
pipes, forcing the caulked leaded joints from their sock- 
ets, leaving open joints for the sewer gas to escape into 
the building. Now the Board has laws for the regulation 
of the evils referred to, but without means nothing can 
be done. Inspectors should be appointed to go into 
every building and find out its sanitary condition. The 
plumbing business as a business should be controlled 
by the Board of Health, as is done in most other cities. 
The plumbers should be licensed by the Board and 
should be governed by the Board entirely. On May 20, 
1886, there was passed by the City Council an ordi- 
nance for the regulation of plumbing. 

Section 1 says: No person shall carry on the busi- 
ness of plumbing unless he shall have first registered 
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his name and place of business in the office of the City 
Engineer, and notice of any change in the place of 
business of a registered plumber shall be immediately 
given to said City Engineer. 

Section 2 says: Every plumber before doing any 
work in a building shall, except in the case of repairs 
or leaks, file at the office, of the City Engineer, upon 
blanks to be provided by the Board of Health for the 
purpose, a notice of the work to be performed. No 
person shall commence work on such drainage or 
plumbing until the plans are approved by the Board of 
Health. Plans and specifications shall be approved or 
rejected within five days of the time of filing. 

There are seven sections more of the ordinances 
which are practically a dead letter. The City Engineer 
has business enough of his own to attend to without 
looking after the plumbing of a city which comes under 
the Board of Health. No blanks have ever been pro- 
vided and no plans or specifications ever been submitted 
to the Board. Until the Board of Health has funds 
enough at its disposal to cany out the laws it now has, 
zymotic diseases will continue to be prevalent from the 
causes named. 


SMOKE NUISANCE. 

In a manufacturing city like ours, of course it is to 
be expected that complaints will come from time to 
time about the nuisance caused by smoke. There are 
certain persons who are sufferers by reason of the great 
volumes of smoke coming from the chimneys of certain 
mills, and the subject of smoke consumers should be 
looked into without delay. 
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BATH HOUSES. 

The Board this year have had plans made for two 
bath houses, which we regret to say the city have not 
had for several years. Whether the next Board will 
have funds enough to carry out their construction 
remains to be seen, and the}^ should have it by all 
means, if only for the lives they would save. 

RULES FOR HOUSE DRAINAGE. 

(Rule i. No priv} r vault or cesspool for sewage 
shall be constructed on any street or lane where there 
is a sewer. 

(Rule 2. No pipe will be allowed to run above the 
cellar bottom for a waste pipe other than lead or iron 
pipe. 

(Rule 3. The soil pipe shall be carried their full size 
through the roof and left open. Joints shall be run 
with molten lead and thorough ly caulked and made 
tight. The soil pipe shall have a suitable trap placed 
inside or outside of foundation wall with accessible 
cleanout. The soil pipe shall be provided with a fresh 
air inlet. 

(Rule 4. Every sink basin, bath tub, water closet, 
slop hopper, and each set of trays, and every fixture 
having a waste pipe, shall be furnished with a trap 
placed as near fixture as practicable. No trap shall be 
placed at the bottom of a vertical line of waste pipe. 
Traps must be protected from syphonage by a vent 
pipe carried as direct as practicable through roof or into 
soil pipe above the upper fixture. * Vent pipes for 
water closet traps shall not be of less than 2-inch bore 
for thirty feet or less, and of not less than 3-inch bore 
for more than thirty feet. 
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Rule 5. Drip or overflow pipes from safes under 
fixtures or from tanks shall be run into some open 
place’ where they may be seen, and in no case shall 
any such pipe be connected with soil or waste pipe. 

C 'Rule 6 . All water closets above the cellar shall be 
supplied with water from a tank to hold not less than 
ten gallons. The flushing pipe from tank to closet 
shall not be less than i 1-4 inch in diameter. 

(Rule 7. There shall be, in all blocks where sewage 
is connected, at least one water closet for every ten 
persons. 

Rule 8 . Every water closet shall have a local vent 
pipe run from top of closet to a hot flue. 

Rule g. No steam exhaust shall be connected with 
any soil or waste pipe, or with a drain that communi- 
cates with a public sewer. 

Rule 10 . All drains now in, as well as soil and 
waste pipes, shall be reconstructed whenever, in the 
opinion of the Board of Health, it may be necessary. 

Rule 11. No sewer drain not water tight shall be 
allowed to pass within twenty feet of any well or other 
source of water used for culinary purposes, and no per- 
son shall allow any pool of stagnant water to be and 
remain upon his premises after notice to remove the 
same by the Board of Health. 

Whoever violates any of the foregoing regulations 
shall forfeit a sum not exceeding fift}^ dollars.

REPORT. 


Office of City Physician, 
January, 1888. 

To the City Council: 

Gentlemen: In compliance with the Ordinances of 
the City and the usual custom it is my pleasure to. pre- 
sent to your honorable board the following report: 

There have been during the year 1887, eighteen hun- 
dred and seventy-two deaths — 840 males and 1032 
females. 

The causes of this large number of deaths cover 
some 1 12 different diseases. The excess of deaths over 
that of the previous year (1499) is 373, a much larger 
number than the increase in population would lead one 
to expect. 

In accounting for this large increase in mortality, we 
shall find that measles is accredited with 112 deaths. 

Whooping-cough was also at the close of 1886 and 
the beginning of 1887, quite prevalent. Now the dis- 
eases incident to these, viz.: bronchitis, pneumonia, 
congestion of lungs, from the former, and infantile 
marasmus and convulsions, also, from the latter, have 
certainly caused very many more deaths. 

In 1886 there were 33 deaths from bronchitis ; in 1887 
there were 60. 

In 1886 there were 92 deaths from pneumonia, while 
in 1887 there were 154. 

Congestion of the lungs caused 8 deaths in 1886; the 
same disease caused 15 in 1887. 
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Infantile caused 50 deaths in 1886, and 66 in 1887. 

Marasmus caused 31 deaths in 1886 and 54 in 1887. 

Convulsions caused 47 deaths in 1886, and 62 in 1887. 

It will readily be inferred from the above that if the 
mortality was so much increased from these diseases on 
account ot measles, so there might have been a few 
deaths from each of several other diseases not so inti- 
mately related to that disease, thus swelling the mor- 
tality to the large figures given above. 

Many of the weak and debilitated who have been 
fortunate enough to survive the measles have suc- 
cumbed to some other malady within a few weeks, or 
perhaps months, for the susceptibility to these diseases 
is very much increased after both measles and whoop- 
ing-cough. 

In one case that came under my observation a man 
30 years of age contracted measles. He exposed him- 
self unnecessarily when in a feverish condition, caught 
a violent cold, had congestion of the bronchial mucus 
membrane, and barely escaped with his life. A few 
months later exposure to cold induced pneumonia, in- 
cluding both lungs, and the patient died in one week. 

A short time later a sister was taken down with 
measles. She also came near dying. On her recovery 
she complained of a rheumatic condition of the mus- 
cles of the neck, swelling of glands at the base of the 
brain occurred, which were never fully resolved, par- 
tial loss of sight in one eye followed, and a few months 
later she died of apoplexy. 

Another case also to the point was that of a little boy 
of 4 years, who had measles, was somewhat indisposed 
for a few days, became unusually fearful, especially 
at night, was taken in convulsions and finally died a 
few months afterwards with all indications of brain 
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disease produced without doubt by measles as the pri- 
mary cause. 

Still another case that came under my notice was 
that of a child 6 months of age, whom I was called 
upon to attend. 

I found it in a dying condition. The history which 
the parents furnished was that some two months pre- 
viously the child had the measles and that it never had 
been well since. 

The child died in less than twenty-four hours of con- 
vulsions and the cause of death was so reported. 

I have the report of deaths from measles as stated by 
the Board of Health of New York city, for twelve 
weeks, taken at random. There were 405 cases 
reported and 55 deaths, or 13 1-2 per cent, of cases 
reported proved fatal. The reports for the past several 
years will show similar results. Now, the mortality 
for the past year in Lowell has been larger than hereto- 
fore because the measles have not been so prevalent 
for many years, if ever, and the disease has not been 
epidemic. These facts show very clearly that measles 
per se is a dangerous disease, not as much so some 
seasons as others, but enough at all times to be consid- 
ered, by those whose interest it is to look after the 
health of the city, with much solicitude. 

But the direct results as reported — a deaths from 
measles” — give us only a portion of the fatalities which 
are caused indirectly. 

The cases referred to above, as well as many others 
which have come under my personal observation, could 
probably be duplicated by nearly every physician in 
the city, all of which would prove not only that measles 
is a dangerous disease, especially when of a malignant 
character, but that it has added largely during the past year 
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to the mortality. It was an unfortunate circumstance that 
epidemic of measles followed or was engrafted upon an 
epidemic of whooping cough. A child having suffered 
from whooping cough for several weeks, if he is attacked 
with measles, is in much greater danger, for the ten- 
dency to a very serious pulmonary affection, broncho- 
pneumonia, common to both, is thereby much increased. 

But another cause of the abnormal death rate may be 
traced to a peculiar epidemic atmospheric influence, 
such as occasionally sweeps over certain districts of 
country, attacking certain membranes of the body and 
producing quinsy, sore throat, pneumonia, or bronchitis; 
at other times it affects the mucus membrane of the 
digestive apparatus, causing diarrhoea, or, as it is some- 
times called, “ winter cholera. 55 

The former of these influences prevailed in 1887, 
and is producing its baneful effects at the present time, 
as physicians can testify. The latter prevailed a few 
years since, and was thought by many to be due to 
the city water, a theory that was incompatible with the 
fact that the disease extended far beyond the limits of 
the city, where city water was not used. 

These epidemics are entirely beyond the control of 
physicians or Boards of Health, and when they make 
their appearance they help largely to swell the mor- 
tality. 

I think this factor operated largely to produce the 
abnormal mortality of 1887, and, so far as I have seen, 
no physician interviewed within the past few weeks has 
alluded to it, or suggested such a cause. I have thus 
dwelt at such length upon these causes of the increased 
mortality for 1887, because I am confident that no 
Board of Health in this city, or any other, under simi- 
lar circumstances, would have adopted any more 
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stringent measures, or accomplished any better results 
than the Board of 1887. 

The state of the public pulse upon the dangerous 
character of measles was such that mothers frequently 
exposed their children purposely to the contagion, 
feeling that as they must have the disease sooner or 
later, and that it run a milder course in childhood, 
the earlier they had it the better. 

Another fact which tended to show that the increase 
of the death rate was as above stated, is that 254 of the 
deaths exceeding those of 1886 occurred in the first 
six months of the year. 

In January there was an excess over the previous 
year of 67, in February 61, in March 13, in April 55, 
in May 41 and in June 17. 

The increased mortality occurred in the winter and 
spring months, which are usually not considered un- 
healthy. 

The number of deaths from cholera infantum during 
July, August and September, 1886, was 134, and for 
the corresponding months of 1887 there were only 123 
deaths, eleven less than in 1886. Cholera infantum oc- 
curs in those months which have a high temperature 
and when infectious germs are present. 

It is one of those diseases which can in a measure be 
prevented by cleanliness, and by the adoption of good 
sanitary regulations. The same is true of cholera. 
This is so well understood that upon the appearance of 
the cholera in any part of the county, there goes up a 
general cry for clean streets, alleys and back yards, 
pure air, water, milk and food generally. 

Now the whole number of deaths from cholera in- 
fantum in 1886 was 169, while in 1887 there were only 
152, a decrease*of 17 for the year. This fact would go 
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to prove that the mortality was not caused by the lack 
of good sanitary conditions. 

I have not attempted in the foregoing to show that 
the sanitary conditions of Lowell are all they should be, 
but simply to present some facts to prove that the ab- 
normal death rate for 1887 had special causes, some of 
which were entirely beyond the control of the Board of 
Health. 

GENERAL CAUSES OF DISEASE. 

Impure water is undoubtedly a prolific cause of di- 
sease. Typhoid fever has frequently been traced to 
drinking water which has been poisoned by the intro- 
duction of impure material from privies and sink diains, 
or other such sources. 

While the Lowell supply of water is not all that it 
should be, still it is not regarded as dangerous to the 
public health, and its analysis shows it to be better and 
more free from deleterious material than the water of 
many other cities. The fact that for the past two years 
the mortality and sickness at the city farm has decreased 
some twenty per cent., although the inmates use city 
water, would seem to show that it cannot be poisonous 
to any great extent, at least, as it also shows that the 
increased motality in other parts of the city cannot be 
due to the same cause. 

But whatever may be said in regard to the causes 
that have increased the death rate in 1887, there are cer- 
tain causes which will give us a large proportional 
death rate compared with many other cities from year to 
year. A very large portion of our popula- 
tion are at work in the mills, enduring in the winter 
while at work a high temperature, then exposing 
themselves to a zero temperature returning to their 
homes, and often finding a cold, damp house to eat and 
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sleep in. Such changes of temperature by those who 
leave their work tired and worn out with their day’s 
labor are sure to bring disaster to some of the feebler 
ones. Then, again, the younger children, left at home 
for the day, perhaps, with an insufficiency of food and 
warmth, will, many of them, succumb to the inevitable. 

There has also been a large influx during the past 
few years from different parts of our own country, as 
well as from foreign countries. Many of these persons 
are not sufficiently robust to stand the strain of accli- 
matization and they fall by the way. 

Others, who were strong and robust when they came 
from their rural homes, being confined in the small 
tenement blocks of the city, are attacked by diseases of 
various kinds and perish. 

Now of this class there is a large number, gathered 
for the most part in the more densely populated dis- 
tricts of the city. 

They are exposed to the most dangerous and unsan- 
sanitary influences, perhaps where sewers and drains 
are defective and filth of every description abounds. 
Sometimes ten or fifteen persons may be found crowded 
together in one small tenement. Itpvould be strange, 
indeed, if with so large a population of this character, 
Lowell should be able to keep its death rate at as low 
a point as some other cities whose population is not so 
shifting, and a majority of whose citizens possess com- 
fortable homes and all the necessaries of life. 

Some of the conditions necessary to a healthy resi- 
dence are a dry and not malarious site, a good system 
of ventilation, plenty of sunlight, good sewerage, a 
plentiful supply of pure water for drinking and other 
purposes — such a construction of dwelling houses as 
shall insure perfect dryness from cellar to roof, and 
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such an arrangement of rooms as regards size and lo- 
cation as shall give to every occupant an abundant 
suppty of pure air and sunlight. The general topo- 
graphy of the territory which the city embraces is all 
that one could desire as a healthy locality. 

The high and commanding locations of Centralville, 
Belvidere, Chapel Hill, the Highlands and that portion 
near Pawtucket Bridge on the south and east, are such 
as to make them in every way very desirable for resi- 
dences, and they fulfil the requisite conditions mentioned 
above. 

It is true the mill sites and portions of the city lying 
contiguous to them do not as a matter of course fulfil the 
conditions in all respects, consequently we find more 
sickness and a larger mortality in those sections. It is 
unavoidable from the fact that the soil, as a rule, is more 
moist and malarious, and dampness and organic emana- 
tions find their way into the dwellings, which are often- 
times built with an eye to profit rather than for the 
convenience, comfort or health of the occupants. 

Taking into account all the natural advantages which 
the city possesses, we shall find very few cities in the 
country that would preferably be selected for heaithful- 
ness. And although, as has been stated, the annual 
deaih rate has been and will be for some to come larger 
than that of many other cities, because of the peculiar 
character of a portion of its population, over-crowding 
of tenements, and other unhealthy conditions, still we 
feel confident that the city, taken as a whole in connec- 
tion with its outlying territory, has natural advantages 
for healthfulness which are not surpassed by many other 
cities of the Commonwealth. 

That the increase in the mortality for iSSy^is not ex- 
ceptional will be shown by a glance at the table giving 
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the number oi deaths for each year since the incorpora- 
tion of the city. 

From this table it will be seen that in 1845 there were 
363 deaths, while in 1846 there were 690. 

In 1849 there 903 deaths, and in the year following 
there were only 492. 

In 1869 there were 763 deaths' in 1870 there were 

95 2 - 

These differences are shown in many other consecu- 
tive years by the same table, and if the causes could be 
presented it would undoubtedly be found that some 
special epidemic influuence had brought about these 
results. It is the average mortality for a series of years 
which shows the healthiness or unhealthiness of a city. 

INTEMPERANCE AS A CAUSE OF INCREASING 
MORTALITY. 

There are in the city at present 500 dram shops, or 
places where liquor is sold. It needs no argument to 
prove that life is not as safe where a large number of 
the inhabitants of a city use intoxicating liquors as a 
beverage. 

The records of the police station and city farm furnish 
abundant proof of this, and the city suffers not only by 
being obliged to care for the unfortunates who are 
made so by intoxicants, but accident, sickness and death 
are often the direct result of intoxication. 

A very large proportion of all cases reported at the 
police station can trace their downfall directly to the 
evil effects ot dram drinking, and if injury and death 
result, rum is at the bottom of it. 

An habitual drinker if attacked by disease is much 
more liable to succumb than one who is temperate. 

No one will for a moment deny that the effect of the

intemperate use of any alcoholic beverage is to pro- 
duce premature old age, to cause or predispose one to 
numerous diseases, and to greatly lessen the chances of 
living. 

These statements need no proof. The}’ are estab- 
lished facts, acknowledged by all. A grand opportun- 
ity is here afforded the city authorities to assist the 
Board of Health in reducing the yearly mortality, by 
closing up the dram-shops, removing the temptations, 
and thereby lessening drunkenness, crime, disease 
and all the evil effects which follow. 

CITY HOSPITAL.. 

There exists in the city to-day, as there has existed 
for the past years, a great and growing need of a city 
hospital, held and controlled by the city. 

Many of the cities of the commonwealth, as well as 
cities in other states, have well appointed city hospitals 
where persons suddenly stricken by disease or acci- 
dent, can be taken for treatment, and where those 
suffering from contagious diseases can be taken and 
cared for. 

Such hospitals are often supported wholly, or in part, 
by the city. 

The money for building and supporting them in other 
cases is furnished by people of wealth who desire to 
ameliorate human suffering, and who cheerfully con- 
tribute of their means for this purpose. 

How long must, Lowell wait for such a hospital? A 
corporation is generally slow to move in such matters. 
Individuals see the necessity much more promptly. 

It is not necessary for one to die before accomplish- 
ing such a good purpose. There are many men of 
means in the city to-day who could initiate such an 
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enterprise and have the pleasure which always accom- 
panies good deeds, of witnessing the fruits of their 
generous endeavors while living. 

Such an institution founded by one of our citizens 
would be a lasting monument more imperishable than 
brass or granite. 


THE CITY FARM. 

The mortality at the City Farm for the past year has 
been remarkably small as compared with former years. 

In 1886 there were 41 deaths, while previous to that 
time the number of deaths ranged from 47 to 55. In 
1887 there were but 40 deaths — the number of inmates 
remaining about the same. While the city physician 
takes no credit to himself for this decrease of some 20 
per cent, in the death rate, it certainly shows well for 
the sanitary condition and for the care which the sick 
and debilitated receive at the hands of those having 
matters in charge. 

There has been no case of measles or whooping 
cough during the year. Had there been such an 
epidemic as other parts of the city encountered, no 
doubt, a much larger mortality would have been re- 
corded. 

One fact deserves special mention, that while deaths 
have occurred among the diseased and broken down 
adults, not a case of severe sickness has occurred 
among the children of school age, although many are 
brought there whose condition is far from healthy. 

During the Fall new quarters for the children have 
been built which are much more comfortable and 
healthful than the old ones. 

There has been no case of scarlet fever, measles, 
diphtheria, or typhoid fever, for the past three } r ears. 
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This has been a fortunate circumstance, for had these 
diseases prevailed to any extent, there can be no doubt 
that a number of sickly and debilitated ones must have 
perished. The fact that no zjnnotic diseases have ex- 
isted at the farm certainty shows well for the sanitary 
condition of the place, and speaks loudly in praise of 
the superintendent and those who assist him in the per- 
formance of his duties, in preventing the introduction 
of contagious diseases and the existence of others such 
as are likely to prove fatal.

The above sum of twenty-two dollars has been 
turned into the city treasury. 

In submitting the above report, I would call attention 
to an inconvenience, if not an injustice, under which 
undertakers labor in the pursuit of their calling. Un- 
der the law no body can be interred in any of our 
cemeteries without a permit from the office of the City 
Clerk, and to get this permit it is necessary that a cer- 
tificate of death, duly attested by the attending physician 
and also by one member of the Board of Health, be 
presented to the City Clerk and placed on file. To 
comply with the above requirements frequently places 
the undertaker in very embarrassing situations. The 
Board of Health, with an office on Shattuck street, can 
be found if the Undertaker is fortunate enough to be 
upon the premises between the hours of 11.30 A. M. 
and 12.30 p. m. (the customary dinner hour in this city) 
and between 4 and 5 p. m. At any other hour he must 
hunt about from post to pillar in quest of one of these 
dignitaries. Having at last possessed himself of the 
desired certificate, he finds as a rule the office of the 
City Clerk has been closed, and another long delay is 
brought to a close by a visit to the residence of the 
City Clerk, where the balance of the paper is obtained. 

It is just here where the office of Superintendent of 
Burials could be made the vehicle by which many of 
these petty annoyances could be removed. For in- 
stance, he could be paid a salary, have an office which 
would be open forenoon, afternoon and evening every 
day in the year, Sunday included. The functions of 
his office should be properly defined and made to in- 
clude those now performed by the Board of Health 
and City Clerk. This would be of especial service in 
all cases where bodies are to be removed from the city

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and close railroad connections are to be made. These 
changes might possibly require legislative action, but I 
have no doubt that sufficient reasons could be adduced 
to recommend favorable action. 

Another subject which must in the near future claim 
the attention of our city authorities, is that of furnishing 
a proper building where the remains of those whose 
death resulted from accident, many of whom are 
strangers in our midst, may be becomingly exposed for 
identification. In other words, the Morgue has grown 
to be a necessity here in Lowell. By its use many a 
mysterious disappearance has been cleared up, and 
bodies have been returned to relatives or friends. The 
question now in vogue is open to much unjust criti- 
cism. The body of the victim of a railroad accident is 
taken to the rooms of one of the many undertakers in 
the city to await identification; no official description 
is published, and the public at large are at a loss to 
know where the remains are to be seen. This would 
all be remedied by establishing a Morgue, where the 
remains could be cared for in a becoming manner. 

In calling the attention of the City Council to these 
matters, I am but voicing the sentiments of the under- 
takers of the city.

Gentlemen: The Annual Report of the Births, 
Marriages and Deaths in the City of Lowell during 
the year 1887, is herewith respectfully submitted. 

BIRTHS. 

The total number of births returned during the year 
1887 was 1835, being less by 48 than the number 
recorded in the year 1886. 

The number of males born was 951; females 884. 

In 1886, 927 males and 956 females were born, 
showing an increase of 24 in the number of males 
born in 18S7 over that of 1886, while the female births 
have decreased in number 72. 

Ward One . — The total number of births reported 
in this ward was 312. Males, 160; females, 152. Two 
pairs of twins were born and one illegitimate birth was 
recorded. 

Ward Two . — The total number of births reported 
in the ward was 218. Males, 119; females, 99. One 
pair of twins and the birth of one colored child was 
returned. 

Ward Three . — The total number of births reported 
in this ward was 353. Males, 1S1; females, 172. Two

pairs of twins and one case of triplets were returned 
from this ward. 

Ward Four. — The total number ot births returned 
from this ward was 287. Males, 148; females, 139. 
One pair of twins was reported. 

Ward Five. — The total number of births reported 
in this ward was 462. Males, 237; females, 225. Five 
pairs of twins were returned from this ward. 

Ward Six. — The total number of births reported in 
this ward was 203. Males, 1 06; females, 97. Six were 
returned as illegitimate. 

Included in the returns are the births of one born in 
1884, six in 1885, and eleven in 1886, making a total of 
eighteen born previous to 1887, but not before re- 
ported.

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REPORT OF DISPENSARY PHYSICIANS. 


City Dispensary Rooms, 

Lowell, Feb. 6, 1888. 


To the Overseers of the Poor: 

Gentlemen: — The Physicians of the Free Dispen- 
sary present to yon their report for the year 1887. 

Nothing of especial interest has occurred here dur- 
ing the year. The physicians have cheerfully attended 
to the routine work which has not materially differed 
in character or amount from that of the previous years. 

We feel that the patients have received more satis- 
factory treatment since the cases have been classified 
into specialties, although from a clinical point of view, 
owing to the chronic nature of most of the diseases, 
interesting and instructive cases have been rare. 

The whole number of cases treated here during the 
year was 554. This undoubtedly represents several 
thousand office consultations, as very few patients were 
seen but once while many came here month after month 
for treatment. 

An idea of the hind of cases met with here can be 
had from this partial list embracing the most common 
diseases.

There is one subject to which we wish to call your 
attention. It is the custom, and has been for many 
years, to bring to the Station House for surgical treat- 
ment cases of street accidents when the patients cannot 
readily be taken to their homes, or where the address 
is unknown. There is no Emergency Room at the 
Station House as there ought to be if this practice is to 
be continued. But in our opinion it would be prefera- 
ble to have a room fitted np for emergencies in immedi- 
ate proximity to the Dispensary so that medicines and 
surgical appliance could be obtained easily and without 
delay. If this matter is within your province we hope 
it will receive your most careful consideration. 

In closing we would beg leave to say that the sug- 
gestion offered by your Secretary in his Annual Report 
for last year, that the Overseers of the Poor ought to be 
located nearer the Dispensary than they are at present, 
and if possible in the same building, we consider most 
timely.

Lowell, January 2, 1888. ) 

To the Honorable Mayor and Board of Aldermen : 

Gentlemen — In accordance with the requirements 
of the ordinance governing the Eire Department, it be- 
comes my duty, as Chief Engineer, to present to you the 
annual report of the Fire Department of Lowell for the 
year ending December 31, 1887. 

The report will be found to contain statements in 
detail, embracing the amount of expenditures, a register 
of the Department, with number of badge, age, residence 
and occupation of each member; a record of all fires 
and alarms which have occurred during the year and the 
causes thereof, with the names of the owners or occu- 
pants, the loss and insurance, as nearly as could be as- 
certained ; with the number and location of fire-alarm 
boxes, hydrants and reservoirs, with an inventory of all 
property belonging to the Department in charge of the 
several companies, and such other information as is 
thought proper for your consideration. 

The amount received from appropriations and other 
sources was $70,722.25. The expenses of the Depart- 
ment have been $68,191.05.

FORCE. 

The Department consists of a Chief and four 
Assistant Engineers ; one Fire-Alarm Telegraph Operator; 
three Steam Fire Engine Companies, one of twelve and 
the other two of eleven men ; four horse Hose Compa- 
nies of nine men.; two hand Hose Companies of ten 
men ; two Hook and Ladder Companies, one of ten and 
the other of fifteen men ; one Protective Company of 
seven men ; and one Chemical Engine Company of three 
men ; making a total of one hundred and thirty-two 
men, of which thirty-one are permanent and devote 
their whole time to the interest of the city ; the remain- 
ing one hundred and one men are subject to call only 
during an alarm of fire. In addition to the duties per- 
taining to his office, the Chief has charge of street lights. 


APPARATUS. 

The apparatus of the Department is kept in the 
best possible condition, and comprises four Steam Fire- 
Engines ; seven four-wheel two-horse Hose Carriages ; 
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two Hook and Ladder Trucks; one Chemical Engine 
and one Protective Wagon, fully equipped ; eight Hose 
Pungs, on runners; Horse, Harness, Wagon and Sleigh 
for the use of the Chief ; three traverse-runner Sleighs ; 
one traverse-runner Sled; seven exercise or fuel Wagons 
and two Fire-Alarm Wagons. In addition to the above 
we have a four-wheel Horse Hose Carriage, loaded 
with Hose and kept in No. 5’s house ; three four-wheel 
Hand Hose Carriages with five hundred feet of Hose on 
reel, one stationed in Pawtucketville, one at Ayer’s City, 
the other at the City Poor Farm. 

FIRE-ALARM TELEGRAPH. 

This important branch of the service lias been ably 
conducted by the operator, George B. Whitney ; the 
work of this branch is continuous and exacting, and 
great care has to be exercised to protect the wires from 
interference with the telephone and other wires ; but the 
lines have been kept in perfect working order during 
the year. The trouble caused by the crossing of the 
telegraph and telephone wires with those of the Fire- 
Alarm, though attended with considerable annoyance, is 
remedied without much danger, but the interference 
from electric light wires is a much more serious matter, 
and as a precaution to guard against the burning out of 
our signal boxes and tower bell-strikers, I earnestly 
renew my recommendation of last year, that Protectors 
enough be purchased to place one at every box. The 
cost is comparatively small compared with the damage 
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that is likely to occur at any time to our instruments. 
The Fire-Alarm office and the several engine houses are 
already supplied with the instruments necessary for their 
protection. Last October we completed the changing of 
the system spoken of in previous reports to the present, 
so that instead of six circuits we now have eight in use, 
made by shortening our longest circuits and consequently 
having less territory unprotected in case of a break of 
the wires. As our present Repeater is a ten-circuit 
machine, we still have two spare circuits. As the city 
extends we are fully prepared to meet the demand which, 
no doubt, will be made on this department for more 
protection. As there is always a demand for more boxes, 
I would recommend the erection of several the present 
year. There were added to the system last year two 
signal boxes — box 129, corner of Methuen and Beacon 
Streets ; box 172, corner of Favor and Appleton 
Streets, and six miles of wire. Keys have been placed 
upon the outside of the boxes the past year. Connected 
with the service there are one ten-circuit non-interfering 
Repeater, one ten-circuit cut-out and testing Switch- 
Board, twelve Galvanometers, nine Bell-Strikers, eleven 
large Engine House Gongs, fifteen small Gongs, eleven 
Registers, eleven Electro-Magnets and Connections for 
opening stall doors, one Electro-Magnet for turning on 
gas, one Electro-Magnet for stopping clock in Office to 
denote the correct time an alarm was rung in, seventy- 
one Signal Boxes, sixty-four miles of Wire, the whole 
supplied from a Gravity Battery of three hundred and 
six cells. 
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TELEPHONE. 

Telephones are a great benefit to the Department 
and citizens generally, who have notified us of many 
fires the past year. There arc connected with the sj'stem 
fifteen complete Stations, thirteen Extension Bells for 
the bed-rooms of the Engine Houses, twelve miles of 
Wire constructed and owned by the City, except the 
Hand Telephones and Transmitters, which are rented 
from the Telephone Company. 

HORSES AND HARNESSES. 

The number of horses belonging to the Department 
is twenty-eight in good condition ; six (6) have been 
procured by exchange during the year. There are twelve 
pairs of double and six single harnesses, twelve Berry 
patent swinging harnesses. 

HOSE. 

There are in the Department at present 9,500 feet of 
cotton rubber-lined hose, 4,200 feet of leather, 1,600 feet 
of rubber, making in all 15,300 feet. I would recommend 
the purchase of a certain amount each year, as a supply 
of good hose is a very essential thing. 

HYDRANTS. 

During the year four new Post hydrants have been 
added and the one Flush discontinued, making a total 
number of hydrants seven hundred and seventy-four for 
which this Department was charged annually twenty 
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dollars each. The Post hydrants added are located : 
Parker Street, two ; Tanner Street, one ; Bassett Street, 
one. The amount paid by this department for water 
last year was $15,480.00, making the appropriation for 
Water and Fire Departments $86,202.00 

PROTECTIVE DEPARTMENT. 

This company has spread two hundred and ninety- 
two blankets the past year, and the extinguishers 
sixty-six times. Hours of service, one hundred and 
fifteen and one-half. 

HOUSES. 

A house has been erected the past year for Protec- 
tive Company, No. 1, on Warren Street, and Hose 6’s 
house on Central Street has been completed during the 
year, it having been partly built in 1886. These are 
considered model houses, and well adapted to the purpose 
for which they were erected. 

FIRE AND LOSSES. 

I have the pleasure of repeating that the year just 
closed has been one of remarkable exemption from 
losses by fire. The promptness with which alarms have 
been given, and the prompt response by the Department 
have prevented, in some cases, what threatened to be 
serious conflagrations. The whole number of alarms of 
fire that occurred during the year ending December 31, 
1887, was 132, of which 102 were given from signal 
boxes, 11 by telephone, and 19 still alarms, showing an 
increase of 37 over last year. The telephone and still 
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alarms were attended by the apparatus and men of the 
Department, and by their timely arrival and without 
alarming the whole city by sounding a bell alarm, have 
in some instances prevented serious fires. The whole 
amount of loss by fires as nearly as can be ascertained, 
was only $ 40,331.01 : the whole amount of insurance was 
$251,900.00 ; the amount of insurance paid was $39,380.- 
51, making the whole amount of loss above insurance 
$849.50, which fully sustains the reputation of the 
Department for promptness and efficiency. 

There have been a few incendiary fires, but a large 
proportion of the fires have been caused by carelessness. 
The Department has responded to one fire out of the 
city. Assistance was called for from Lawrence ; a portion 
of the Department was loaded on cars and arrived there 
in time to render valuable assistance. 

There have been no serious casualties the past year 
and uo death in the Department. Three deaths by 
burning : Pierre Pelatier, burned by fire crackers, and 
Herbert Boland and D. O’Hearn burned by bark dust 
igniting and setting fire to their clothing. 

LOWELL FIREMEN'S FUND ASSOCIATION. 

This benevolent association was organized December 
17, 1853, for the purpose of affording relief to such 
of its members as should receive injuries while in the 
discharge of their, duties. The importance of this Asso- 
ciation to the Department cannot be over estimated. 
The income is derived by an annual assessment upon 
each member and by donations from citizens and others, 
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and in behalf of the Association I would return thanks 
to those citizens who have aided them in the past.

RECOMMENDATIONS. 

I would recommend that an ordinance should be 
passed regulating the sale of kerosene, or so-called 
non-explosive fluids. Also our building laws are very 
imperfect, in fact we have none. We have a small fire 
district; but citizen’s wishing to make additions or 
enlargements of their buildings, apply to the Board of 
Aldermen for a license, which is usually granted, and 
the buildings which are built in the district are not 
looked after by any one, consequently they are not 
built strictly in accordance with the requirements of 
the ordinance. And outside of the district persons 
erect large four and five-story wooden buildings for 
stores and tenements, without a fire-wall or fire-escape, 
and in many cases with only one very narrow stairway 
to the upper stories, which are nothing more than a 
death-trap for those who occupy them. Another trouble 
arises from the bad construction of chimneys, and in 
parts of the city a hole cut through the roof or side 
of a building, with a stove-pipe stuck through, serves 
for a chimney, not only endangers their own, but the 
adjoining property to destruction. The infrequency 
of fires the past year ought not to make us unmindful

of our duty, looking to the safer protection in the 
future of our city. There should be stringent building 
laws made, both in regard to the nature and construction 
of buildings, and for an Inspector of Buildings, whose 
duty it should be to examine and approve the plans of 
all buildings, and to see that the conditions prescribed 
by the laws are complied with as regards the public 
safety, and who should have the power to remove 
dangerous buildings and structures. 

CONCLUSION. 

In concluding this, my annual report to your 
honorable body, I desire to express to you my warm 
appreciation and sincere thanks for your various actions, 
by which the Department has secured greater efficiency 
and skill to cope with fires. Our relations have been 
most cordial during the year just closed, and for all this 
and your support of such measures as I have thought fit 
to suggest for the improvement of the Department, I am 
under obligations to you. I also wish to tender the 
Superintendent of Fire-Alarms my thanks for the con- 
tinued improvement he has made in our system of 
receiving alarms, and for his endeavors to second all 
steps tending toward a higher degree of efficiency. My 
present assistants are capable men, whom I have always 
found at the post of duty, and I am under obligations to 
them for their cheerful and well-directed efforts to secure 
first-class work. The members of the Fire Department 
are intelligent, industrious men, who have not flinched 
in the hour of danger, and who have made constant 
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efforts to improve in their methods of work. I can 
sincerely praise them for the record made in 1887. My 
thanks are also due to the Committee on Fire Depart- 
ment, for their hearty co-operation in all matters tending 
to the improvement of the Department; to the Marshal 
and other members of the Police Force, for their valuable 
assistance at fires and on other occasions ; to the City 
Clerk, Auditor, Treasurer, Superintentendents of Streets 
and Water Works, and all other officials with whom I 
have had pleasant intercourse.

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REPORT OP THE 


GENERAL RUNNING ORDERS. 


The Companies will respond to alarms of fire given from boxes 
as indicated on the running card. 

The Chief, First Assistant and Protective Company will answer 
alarms from all boxes. 

When an alarm of fire is given, all companies not responding 
will remain at their houses thirty minutes, unless dismissed by tele- 
graph signals, viz : One blow on the Engine House gongs and 
alarm bells will be understood as proclaiming the fire extinguished, 
and the companies not attending be dismissed; two strokes will 
constitute a general alarm, and all companies will respond immedi- 
ately, after waiting thirty seconds to be sure that it is not an alarm 
from another box. After a first alarm is given and before the recall 
signal is struck, should an alarm be given from another box, all un- 
employed companies will respond after waiting twenty seconds.

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INSTRUCTIONS TO KEY HOLDERS. 


Alarms are to be given from the box nearest the location of 
the fire. 

Upon the discovery of positive information of a fire, you will 
unlock the box, pull down the slide or hook once only, and let go. 
If you hear no sound from the bell in the box, pull again. If you 
fail a second time, go to the next nearest box and do the same. Also 
be particular to remain at the box until the arrival of an Engineer, 
who will release the key. 

Each box contains a small bell, which if heard, before you pull 
the hook, indicates that the alarm has been previously given from 
another box. In such cases, do not pull the hook until you are sure 
the alarm has been completed. 

Never signal for a fire seen at a distance; never touch the hook 
except to give an alarm of fire. Give an alarm for no cause other 
than an actual fire. 

Second alarms for the same fire will be given only by one of the 
Engineers. 

Never let the key go out of your possession unless called for by 
the Chief Engineer, If you change your residence or place of busi- 
ness where the key is kept, return the key to the same officer. 

Keys to the boxes are in possession of responsible persons in 
the vicinity of the signal boxes ; also in the hands of the police. 

Citizens are requested to inform themselves where the keys to 
the signal boxes are kept.

REPORT OF THE WATER BOARD. 


Office of the Lowell Water Board, 
Lowell, Mass., Jan. 10, 1888. 

To the City Council of the City of Lo-well: - 

Gentlemen, — We have the honor to herewith pre- 
sent the Fifteenth Annual Report of the Lowell Water 
Board. 

In every department of the works harmony and effi- 
cient honest service has prevailed, and we consider the 
condition of all branches to be excellent. 

The surplus of moneys received, over all expendi- 
tures, for the year 1887 is $5,384.59, and we can report 
the Water Works, for the first time in its history, self- 
sustaining, without appropriations from your honorable 
body, and with a considerable balance in its favor. 
Taking out the $3,000 that was appropriated to the 
works by -your board in 1886, there was a balance in 
its favor Jan. 1, 1887, of about one thousand dollars. 

We have already recommended to the City Council 
a reduction of charges for the use of water, as follows : 
For a family of six persons, from $6.00 to $5.00, and 
that the minimum first charge for a meter be made 
$10.00 in place of $12.00 as now placed, and that the 
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charge for a first water-closet be $3.00 instead of $4.00 
as now taxed. 

This reduction if adopted, will, we think, decrease 
the net revenue of the works for the year 1888 about 
twelve thousand dollars ; but, from the natural antici- 
pated increase in receipts, as shown in the last two 
years (charges for 1886 being $9,903.43 over 1885, and 
charges for 1887 being $10,619.54 over 1886), and ex- 
pected reduced expenditures for the coming year, we are 
of the opinion that not only can rates for use of water 
be safely reduced, but that imperative improvements 
that have already been laid out, looking to a much 
needed purification of our city water, can be made, and 
that there will still be a surplus of receipts over any 
known expenditures. 

The needed and unusual expenses incurred in 1887, 
that the boards for some years to come will not have 
to meet, are as follows: 4,100 feet of the old, leaky, 
cement-lined 10 x 12-inch pipe, that has been in use 
for about twenty years, in portions of Middlesex street, 
Broadway and Central street, has been taken up and 
replaced by new 12-inch iron pipe, and, incidental to 
this improvement, has been the taking out of old- 
fashioned and defective fire hydrants, and ' replacing 
them with those of improved pattern ; also, over one 
hundred l-inch service-pipe, replaced by lead pipes. 
These necessary permanent changes involved a cost 
of about eleven thousand dollars. Again, carrying out 
a contract made by a former board, a new street has 
been cut through on the north side of the main reser- 
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voir, and the old dwelling-house belonging to the city, 
that was located in an unsightly position, nearly in front 
of the reservoir and in the way of the new street, was 
moved back about two hundred yards, and put in per- 
fect repair. A permanent watchman has been placed 
in charge of both reservoirs, and the grounds around 
the main reservoir have been put in presentable con- 
dition and kept so, with new iron seats on the reservoir 
bank and a drinking-fountain near the front gate. The 
reservoir gate-house has been repaired, and the reservoir 
and surroundings are now an ornament to the city, a 
source of pride to our citizens, and a pleasure to visitors 
in summer. 

We would refer you to the able and complete 
reports of the Superintendent and the City Engineer, 
herewith annexed, for further details of the workings 
of the several departments. 

Owing to the non-election of new members of the 
board, by the City Council, the old board held over, and 
the first meeting of the new board was not held until 
March 14, 1887. The board consisted of the following 
members: Walter Coburn, president, and C. A. R. 
Dimon, from the citizens, and Alderman M. H. Fletcher 
and Councilmen John E. Drury and Daniel J. Cleary, 
from- the City Council. 

ORGANIZATION. 

The annual organization occurred on May 2, 1887. 
The board then was composed of Charles A. R. Dimon 
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and Miles F. Brennan, elected from the citizens, and 
the above-named members from the City Council. 

The board organized by the choice of Charles A. R. 
Dimon as president, and Horace H. Knapp as clerk.

STATISTICS AND MEMORANDA. 

The amount of bills left over from 1886, for collec- 
tion, was $17,945.24, all of which have been settled. 

The total charges for water-rates, for the year, have 
been $184,395.24, against $173,775-7° f° r Y ear 1 886 ; 
an increase $10,619.54. Of the charges from Jan. 1, 
1887, to Sept. 1, 1887, amounting to $145,011.27, all has 
been collected but $554.14. The charges for the last 
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four months of 1SS7 amounted to $39,383.97, all of 
which was not quite due at closing of the books. The 
number of water takers was about fifteen thousand. 

The total amount of water pumped during the year 
was 1,578,992,610 U. S. gallons, an increase over the 
year 1S86 of 137,369,970 U. S. gallons. The daily 
average was 4,326,007 U. S. gallons pumped into the 
low service, and 57,015 U. S. gallons pumped into the 
high service, reservoir, an increased daily average over 
the year 18S6, in the low service, of 376,356 U. S. 
gallons. 

1,467^8-8 tons of coal have been used during the 
year, 31 2000 tons of which were used for the high ser- 
vice engine; 225MSHI tons for the Worthington engine; 
1 2 1 oi'MS tons for the Morris engine. 

There have been 333 gallons of water raised 78.91 
feet high for each pound of coal consumed by the high 
service engine, 425 gallons raised 163.70 feet high for 
each pound of coal consumed by the Worthington 
engine, and 573 gallons raised 162.82 feet high for 
each pound of coal consumed by the Morris engine. 

The cost of pumping 1,000,000 gallons was $6.65 in 
1887, by the Morris engine, and $7.89 in 1 88 7, by the 
Worthington engine. With the cost of coal increased, 
the cost of pumping in 1887 has exceeded that of 18S6, 
but the following table will show that with coal in 1887 
at the same price as in 1886, the cost of pumping in 
1887, then, has been decreased from that of 1886; and 
that there have been more gallons of water raised from 
one pound of coal than for some time, if ever before, 
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in the history of the water works ; and that the remark- 
able results show conclusively the perfect condition of 
the pumping-station and able management of our engi- 
neer, Mr. Lewis S. Stiles.

Had these extraordinary expenses not occurred, the excess of receipts over expendi- 
tures for those years would have been respectively $74,410.68, $86,770.63, $10S, 692.82 and

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Stiles, as engineer at pumping station, were new ap- 
pointees of the board in 1887, without previous expe- 
rience in the management of water works, the board 
are of the opinion that the present high state of 
efficiency in all departments of the works is a sub- 
ject of especial congratulation, and would take this 
occasion to thank the above named gentlemen for 
their hearty co-operation with the board and for the 
intelligent, economical and laborious endeavor that 
has brought this branch of the city’s interests up 
to the present satisfactory standard. 

The duties of clerk of the board as performed 
by Mr. Horace H. Knapp have been ably and faith- 
fully attended to, and his long association with and 
experience in water works matters renders his ser- 
vices valuable to the board and to the public. 

The force of inspectors has been reduced by one, 
and in order that parties using water meters might 
have speedy notification of unusual quantity of water 
passing through meters, as also of any defect in the 
instrument, their duties have been increased by hav- 
ing the reading of meters taken once a month, in 
place of once a quarter, as formerly. They have 
performed their allotted duties in an able and satis- 
factory manner. 

The continuous service of over sixteen years in 
the water works of Assistant Engineer Thomas 
McLaughlin, at pumping station, call's for especial 
notice by the board ; as, to his conscientious and 
intelligent attention to his duty, is due, in a great 
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measure, the very successful years’ operation of the 
engineers at the station. 

o 


CONDITION OF WATER SUPPLY. 

While there is no doubt but that our water is as 
pure as that used in the majority of cities, yet the 
board have given the question of how to keep it up 
to the standard of the past, careful thought and 
watchful care. 

We have had monthly reports of a chemical analy- 
sis of the water from the Merrimack river and do not 
feel that there is any cause for alarm in those reports 
at present, yet we feel it is imperative that some 
means should be taken at once to meet this grow- 
ing impurity, either by a system of a new supply 
from some of the numerous surrounding spring water 
ponds, or by a more thorough plan of Alteration, 
areation, and settling basins of the present supply. 
Your board have already adopted a system of area- 
tion in winter by running the water at the reser- 
voir gate house over a plank platform about six 
feet wide and allowing it to fall in a broad, thin 
stream some seven feet into the reservoir, and also 
have had in contemplation the erecting of stand 
pipes -short distances apart, connecting with and over 
the conduit which runs from the inlet wells on Mer- 
rimack river to the pumping station, thus taking off 
any foul air that may collect in that long pipe. 

As you are perhaps aware, there is now a filter- 
ing basin some 1,400 feet long on the up river side 
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of the inlet wells, which (as explained in superin- 
tendents report) is partly inoperative, and even if in 
good operation could only supply about one-fourth 
of our daily consumption of filtered water and then 
would mix (by present arrangements) with the three- 
fourths water unfiltered running from the river 
through screens to inlet wells. The board has paid 
particular attention to the proper screening of water 
at numerous points and the thorough cleaning 
through the year of supply inlets, but would again 
strongly recommend that more extensive measures 
be used to purify the waters — by pumping pure air 
into the reservoir supply, by a 1 settling basin near 
that supply, and a new system of Alteration. 

In 1890 it is hoped that our water debt can 
be refunded at a much lower rate of interest, when 
a greater income and surplus for needed improve- 
ments in the above mentioned direction will be avail- 
able, and a still further reduction of rates may be 
reasonably expected by the citizens. 

It has been the aim of your board to look upon 
the water assessment as a tax upon • our citizens 
that should be made as light as possible, and that 
at .an early date as consistent water should be given 
free, at least to private families.

Lowell, Mass., Jan. 2, 1888. 

To the L 07 v ell Water Board: 

Gentlemen — The following is the Fifteenth Annual 
Report of the work done by the pumping engines of the 
Lowell Water Works: 

The calculations of the duty of the engines were 
made from the records kept by the engineers in charge, 
Mr. James P. Roberts from Jan. i, to March 22, 1887, 
and Mr. Lewis Stiles from March 22 to Jan. 1, 1888. 

All the coal used at the pumping station has been 
charged to pumping, no deduction of any kind having 
been made for heating the building or running the small 
stationary engine used to furnish the power for the 
machine shop. 

All repairs on the engines and boilers have been done 
by the engineers in charge and their assistants. 

The average cost of pumping one million gallons 
from the Low Service Reservoir to the High Service 
Reservoir is eight dollars and seventy-seven cents.

WATER ANALYSIS. 

About the middle of each month, beginning with 
June, samples of water have been taken from the follow- 
ing places: Centre of Merrimack river, opposite the 
inlet chamber; inlet chamber; Bodwell gate house, and 
the gate house at the Beacon street reservoir, where the 
water flows into the pipes for city distribution. These 
samples have been analyzed by the State Board of 
Health, and if this analysis is continued through a whole 
year it will give reliable data to judge of the standing of 
the Merrimack river as a water supply.

REPORT OF SUPERINTENDENT. 


Superintendent's Office, City Hale, 
Lowell, Jan. 2, 1888. 

To the Lowell Water Board : 

Gentlemen — I have the honor of presenting to you, 
in accordance with a provision of the city ordinances, 
the Fifteenth Annual Report of the Superintendent of 
the Lowell Water Works for the year ending December 
31, 1887, and in doing so it gives me great pleasure to 
be able to report that the department is at last self-sus- 
taining, and that notwithstanding the extraordinary 
amount of work done this year we still have a large 
balance left. 

FILTER INLET, GALLERY AND CONDUIT. 

The filter gallery and conduit are in good condition, 
no repairs having been necessary the past year. The 
filter inlet, so called, where it was intended to have the 
water come from the river into and through a filter bed of 
fine sand and gravel, thence into the gallery, is at present, 
and has been for years, practically of no use. This is 
owing to the fact that there is no barrier to the high 
water in the river overflowing and washing silt mud and 
other matter into the basin, thereby preventing the water 
from filtering through. This probably can be remedied 
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by erecting a wall on the river side of the basin and lay- 
ing a large pipe from the filter out into the river and 
controlling it by a gate. That this should be done, or 
something looking to an increase in the percentage of 
filtered water, is apparent, when we consider that fully 
four-fifths of the water pumped is supplied directly from 
the river without undergoing any process of filtration or 
purification. 

PUMPING STATION. 

No repairs have been made at the pumping station - 
this year, with the exception of a new iron ladder, which 
was put in the well of the Morris engine to take the 
place of a wooden ladder, which became unsafe. The 
only repairs made on the engines was the setting of 
three new rubber valves in the condenser of the Morris 
engine, and one new rubber valve in the main pump of 
the same engine. The total amount of water pumped 
into the reservoir this year was 1,578,992,600 gallons, an 
increase of 137,369,960 gallons over last year, which is 
4,486,400 gallons less than the corresponding increase in 
1886 — equal to about one day’s consumption. The 
high service engine has pumped this year 20,810,398 
gallons, an increase of 557,676 gallons over last year, 
which is a smaller increase by 1,303,008 gallons than for 
1886. 


RESERVOIRS. 

The moving of the buildings at the reservoir in con- 
sequence of the water board giving a part of the land for 
a street, necessitated considerable grading around the 
present location, also the filling of the old cellars. A 
six-inch pipe sewer 400 feet long was also laid from the 
present location of the house to connect with a six-inch 
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sewer in the driveway. In pursuance of a vnte of the 
board I had twelve settees placed at different points 
around the reservoir. We also set a drinking fountain 
inside the entrance at the head of Beacon street for the 
accommodation of visitors. When cleaning the screens 
situated in the efflux chamber at the gate house where 
the water comes into the city, we found the planks which 
set on the top of the screens to be rotted to such an ex- 
tent that fish and other matter was liable to pass through 
into the pipes. These were replaced by new planks, 
and a new set of screens ought to be built to have in 
readiness to replace the old ones the next time they are 
cleaned, as they are also in a bad condition. No improve- 
ments have been made at the high service reservoir. 


EXTENSIONS. 

During the past year the cast iron main pipe has 
been extended 9,116 feet, which is 1,687 feet less than 
was laid last year. Of the amount laid this year 876 
feet was laid on the high service line. The prospect for 
next year is that the demand for extension will not be as 
great as this year. Complete figures of the size and loca- 
tion of the pipe laid this year have been made by Mr. 
Foster of the engineer’s office, and accompany this report. 


RELAYING MAIN PIPE. 

For a number of years back the cement lines of pipe 
in use in the city, situated on Central, Broadway and 
Middlesex streets, had become in such an unsafe condi- 
tion that they were liable to burst at any time, and it was 
thought impracticable to tap them for service pipes. 
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The hydrants on them were also small old-fashioned and 
inadequate for a sufficient water supply in case of a large 
fire in any of the streets where they were located. In 
consideration of these facts, and owing to the prospect of 
having a large surplus to our credit at the close of tho 
year — it being too late in the year to reduce the rates — 
it was thought advisable to take up all the cement pipe 
in the city. Accordingly the whole amount, about 4,100 
feet, was taken up and replaced by twelve-inch cast iron 
pipe. The size of the cement pipe replaced on Central 
and Middlesex streets was twelve-inch, and on Broadway, 
ten-inch. We had it all hauled to the yard. The ten- 
inch pipe we sold for seventy-five cents a length, and the 
twelve-inch pipe for all we sold we received one dollar 
each. The balance of it, which remains unsold, is now 
stored at the pipe yard and can be sold, as it makes good 
drain pipe, or it could be used for extending the over- 
flow pipe at the Bodwell gate house down to the river, 
thereby saving the city from further claims for damages, 
as in the suit of Henry Emery decided last fall. 


HYDRANTS. 

Seven new hydrants have been set during the past 
year. The flush hydrant on Western avenue was taken 
out and a post hydrant set in its place. In taking up the 
cement pipe the old hydrants which were fed by four- 
inch pipes and had had but one two and one-half inch 
outlet, had to be taken out and replaced by five-inch 
hydrants of modern build, with larger outlets and 
improved valve and waste arrangement. Four of these 
hydrants were replaced on Broadway, three on Central 
street and one discontinued, and four on Middlesex street. 
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LEAKS. 

The greatest number of leaks this year were found in 
service pipes. Some of them were caused by back fill- 
ing in sewers, and a few were found to have been eaten 
through where the ground was filled in by cinders and 
ashes. We had about fifteen leaks in service pipes alto- 
gether. We had two leaks in force main on Sixth street. 
Both of them occurred the same day, which is the case 
almost every year since the pipe was first laid. W e also 
discovered about the first of May a leak in 24-inch main 
connection on Stackpole street, caused by the giving out 
of a lead joint. This same connection leaked last year, 
and is likely to give trouble again in the future unless the 
24-inch main is extended and a new connection made. 

SERVICES. 

The total number of feet of service pipe laid the past 
year shows an increase of 3,429 feet over the year 1886. 
Of the number of services 331 were new and 157 were 
changes, caused in most cases by the old iron service be- 
coming filled with rust. There can be no doubt but that 
every three-fourths inch iron water pipe in the city will 
have to be changed, eventually, for lead or larger iron. 
During the year past, while we have allowed all appli- 
cants for service pipe to name the kind of pipe required, 
we have in no case laid less than one inch iron, and we 
have always recommended lead pipe. This we have 
done, because lead pipe which has been taken up after 
being in the ground a number of years we found per- 
fectly clean and containing no obstruction to the flow of 
water, whereas iron pipe under the same conditions was 
found to be so rusted as to reduce the capacity of the 
pipe over one-half, and in some cases completely stop- 
ping the flow of water through the pipe.

EXTENSION OF SMALL PIPE. 

Small wrought iron main pipe to the extent of 2,543 
feet has been laid during the year, the size of the pipe 
varying from one to two inches. This is 2,265 feet in 
excess of the amount laid in 1886.

MISCELLANEOUS. 

In the month of September the banks of a sewer in 
process of construction on Crosby street fell in, breaking 
the main water pipe on the street and burying several 
lengths of it in the bottom of the sewer. It also neces- 
sitated the taking up of the line for a considerable dis- 
tance, which was relaid after the sewer in that part of the 
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street was finished, together with seventy-eight feet of 
new pipe, which took the place of the pipe’ that was 
broken and lost in the sewer. 

A thirty-inch pipe drinking fountain was set by the 
department at the junction of Bridge and Hampshire 
streets. 

Three new four-inch fire services were laid during 
the year, two of them with four-inch hydrants connected 
for private use. 

Previous to this year hauling the pipe from the cars 
to the yard, and from the yard to the streets where exten- 
sions were called for, was done by B. F. Brown, but 
owing to his refusal to do it at the same price this year 
and the inconvenience of delay in delivering the pipe 
when and where it was wanted, upon my suggestion 
another horse was purchased, also the truck used by Mr. 
Brown for that purpose. Since then the department has 
done all its own teaming of pipe, sand, paving, etc., sav- 
ing thereby a considerably sum which was annually 
expended in this manner; also giving the department 
another horse, which was very much needed, as the 
three horses we had were overworked, due to the great 
increase in the territory supplied by the water works. 


CONCLUSION. 

I cannot close this report without speaking a good 
word for the employes of the department, both for those 
employed in the office and on the outdoor work. No 
man would want more faithful and intelligent work than 
they have performed the past year, and to them in a 
great degree is due the success which the department 
has attained. 
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I also cheerfully accord to the President and mem- 
bers of the Water Board my grateful thanks for their 
kindness and the confidence they placed in me during 
my official connection with the department this year.

REPORT. 


To the Honorable Mayor and Board of Aldermen oj 
the City of Lowell : — 

Gentlemen: In compliance with the Ordinances I 
herewith submit the annual report of the doings of the 
Lowell Police Department for the year ending Novem- 
ber 30th, 1887. 

In 1886 we had a record of 3393 arrests for various 
offences, and this year 3484 arrests were made, showing 
an increase of ninety-one more this year than in 1886. 
We have not been called upon to note many of the 
more serious crimes, 2878 of the arrests being for 
drunkenness, petty larceny, and assault and battery. 
In fact, general good order and quiet have prevailed 
throughout the city. This is no doubt largely due to 
the moderation, good sense and conservative character 
of our people, but some credit must certainly be 
awarded the pplice for their good judgment in pre- 
venting crime, and general vigilance and efficiency. 

Beginning the first day of December, 1886 the de- 
partment consisted of sixty-five regulars and five 
supernumeraries, making a total of seventy-one men. 
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Three new day beats were added at the same time, as 
follows: One beginning at corner of Market and 
Central, and including those streets and Prescott, 
Bridge, Paige, Shattuck streets and vicinity, now pa- 
trolled by the officer on post office square beat. By 
this arrangement the officer on duty at the square and 
post office is able to give that locality his constant at- 
tention, which the increasing business of that vicinity 
demands. The second new beat is located in Ward Four, 
west of Nichols street, and south of Lowell & Nashua 
Railroad to the city limits. The third new beat is 
located in Ayers City, including all streets south of 
Chelmsford street and west of Boston & Lowell Rail- 
road, extending to city. The wisdom of establishing 
these additional beats has been fully demonstrated 
during the past year in the almost entire absence of 
complaints and the greater security felt by citizens in 
these districts. The force December 1, 1886, was di- 
vided as follows: 


HEADQUARTER 

Chief of Police, Deputy Chief of Police, four In- 
spectors, (two for detective duty and two to enforce 
the liquor law), two Warrant Officers, whose duty it 
is to return warrants, summon witnesses, convey pris- 
oners to the different institutions to which they may be 
sentenced, and perform such other labor as may be 
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required. There are also two Keepers or Doormen 
who commit all prisoners brought in by the Patrolmen, 
and one officer detailed to look after the court room 
and run the boiler for heating the entire building. 

DAY PATROL. 

One Sergeant and fifteen Patrolmen go on duty at 
8 a. m. and remain on duty until 7 p. m., one hour being 
allowed for dinner, and half the force going to dinner 
at 12, and the remainder at 1 , the officer on adjoining 
beat looking after both beats. 

NIGHT PATROL. 

The Captain has charge of the Night Patrol, which 
consists of two Sergeants and thirty- five Patrolmen, 
divided as follows : One Sergeant and thirty-one Pa- 
trolmen go on duty at 7 p. m. and remain on patrol un- 
til 4 a. m. At 11 p. m. one Sergeant and four Patrol- 
men go on duty and remain on patrol until 8 a. m. Each 
Patrolman, however, being allowed at certain stated 
hours to leave his beat and go to the station house and 
there remain forty minutes for lunch. 

The supernumeraries report daily at roll call and are 
detailed to fill vacancies caused by the absence or other 
detail of the regulars. 
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INCREASE IN THE FORCE. 

January 19, 1887, the Board of Aldermen confirmed 
the five supernumeraries as regulars, and on February 
16, 1887, John B. Crowley, John W. O’Hara, Red- 
mond Welch, jr., David J. Donaldson, Charles J. 
Plunkett, Edward Burke, and John J. Dempsey, 
having passed the civil service examination were ap- 
pointed supernumeraries for the probationary period of 
six months. March 22, 1887, John W. O’Hara was 
discharged by the Board of Aldermen, and the other 
six supernumeraries, who had given satisfaction, were 
confirmed as regulars on September 13, 1887, making 
the total force seventy-five men.

DISCHARGES AND RESIGNATIONS. 

March 22, 1887, Supernumerary Officer John W. 
O'Hara was discharged from the force on the recom- 
mendation of the Committee on Police for conduct 
unbecoming an officer. 

November 8, 1887, Patrolman Herbert P. Streeter 
tendered his resignation and at a subsequent meeting 
of the Board of Aldermen the same Avas accepted. 

THREE RELIEF SYSTEM. 

For a good many years those entrusted with the 
administration of the police have sought to devise some 
method to effectually cover the city during the time the 
officers were in the station house for lunch, and also 
the interval between the time the seven o’clock relief 
Avent off at four o’clock and the coming on of the day 
men at eight o’clock in the morning. It will be seen 
that Avith half the night patrol coming in to lunch at 
tAvelve and the other half at one o’clock, the city Avas 
left at a most important time of the night very inade- 
quately protected. Again, on many of the beats the 
oftcer Avould have to start as early as 11.30 p. m. to 
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reach the station at 12 o’clock, and leaving there on his 
return at 12.40, it would take him at least thirty min- 
utes to get back to his beat, and probably a longer 
period, for in the meantime the officer on the adjoining- 
beat would be at his lunch and the twelve o’clock man 
would have to look after both beats until the other 
returned, and in many cases would not reach his own 
beat for two or three hours after he left it. 

With a view to remedy this in 1881 the minute shift 
of four men was put in operation. The men went on 
duty at five p. m. and remained on until ten p. m. when 
they went to the station to sleep, and again went on 
duty at four a. m. until eight a. m. This arrangement 
was very severe on the men and did not seem to work 
to good advantage and was abolished in 1885. 

The three relief system as in vogue in other cities 
was duly considered, but with the number of men in 
our department it was found impracticable to adopt that 
system and properly patrol the city, and some other 
measure had to be devised. The Committee on Police 
and Chief visited several cities and made inquiries in 
regard to their methods, and after fully considering the 
matter, at the suggestion of the Chief, the following 
arrangement was put in operation November 1. 

At 8 o’clock a. m. fifteen patrolmen and one sergeant 
go out on their beats and remain on duty until 7 p. m., 
(one hour being allowed for dinner) when they report 
at the station house and are dismissed. 

At 6.30 p. m. one sergeant and thirty patrolmen go 
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on duty and report at the station at 2.30, a continuous 
service of eight hours, when they are dismissed. 

At 12.30 p. m., one sergeant and fifteen patrolmen 
go on duty and remain on until 8.30, when they are in 
turn relieved by the day patrolmen and report at the 
station and are dismissed. 

This method seems to be the only practicable one 
that we could adopt with the number of men at our 
command. It will be seen that the day men work ten 
hours and the two night shifts eight hour each. The 
men going out at 6.30 p. m. get on their beats, just as 
the day men are leaving them, and the 12.30 relief gives 
us forty-five men on duty between that hour and 2.30 
a. m. Then, again, the second night shift remains on 
duty until relieved by the day men, thus practically 
covering the city at all times. In summer it is daylight 
at three o’clock in the morning, and the demand for 
police patrol is not so pressing as in the winter morn- 
ings. It may be somewhat of a hardship on a portion 
of the men to remain on duty eight hours continuously, 
but in no other way can the city be adequately and 
properly patroled. When the officer has performed his 
eight hours labor he is free for the other sixteen, and is 
seldom called upon to do extra labor, and when he does 
is paid for it. The new arrangement has now had one 
month’s trial, and so far seems to be an unqualified 
success, and we seem to have in a great measure solved 
the problem as to the best method of abolishing the 
midnight lunch, and at the same time secure proper 
and necessary police protection. 
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UNIFORM. 

In the early part of the year a change was made in 
the uniform of the officers. Heretofore some of the 
dress coats had velvet collars, and others cloth; some 
coats buttoned close up to the neck, while others were 
made to lap over, and other coats were old and dingy- 
looking. It was thought desirable to secure uniformity 
of make, and a certain style of coat was determined 
upon. The cloth was sold to the men by the depart- 
ment, and the dress coat was made with cloth collar, 
buttoning closely to the neck ; sixteen buttons in front, 
eight on each side, and four on the back skirts, the 
length of the garment to be one inch above the knee. 
A large number of the men got new coats made, while 
others whose coats were in good condition had them 
altered over to conform to the new style. 

In May the officers appeared in their new uniform, 
with belt and club, and a new German Silver Shield, 
similar in form to that worn by the Boston police. The 
handsome appearance they made and the favorable 
comments of the press and public seemed to fully justify 
the action taken. 

The blouses were also changed to a uniform length 
and style, and made to button up. The overcoats have 
also been changed to a standard style, with sixteen 
buttons in front, cloth collar, button close up to neck, 
and the length two inches below the knee. 

The old Havelock cap has been abandoned, and a 
new winter cap adopted, made of the best Middlesex 
beaver, and with a good sized visor to protect the eyes. 
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PATROL WAGON. 

The Committee on Police have ordered of the Cort- 
land Omnibus and Cab Co., Cortland, N. Y., a patrol 
wagon which will be delivered February 15th. This 
wagon it is intended to have kept at the station house 
a large portion of the time, and will respond to tele- 
phone or other calls for police assistance, cany offi- 
cers to fires, and when occasion requires can be used as 
an ambulance. Under the seats, which run lengthwise 
in the wagon, are compartments for handcuffs, twist- 
ers, clubs, blankets, canvas stretchers, and etc. The 
stretcher is ingeniously arranged and is the most per- 
fect device for the purpose desired . When not in use it 
is rolled up on the poles and placed in one of the 
compartments under the seat. When required for use 
there are six iron bars which fit into the sides of the 
wagon and these are connected with the poles of the 
stretcher by springs. In this way the canvas hangs 
free between the seats of the wagon and the jolting of 
the wagon overcome. The stretcher can be lifted from 
the wagon without disturbing the patient. 

THE LIGHTS. 

I would earnestly recommend that this department 
be relieved of the duty of extinguishing the street 
lights. It is impossible for the officers to perform their 
duty effectually with this ever increasing burden upon 
them. There are 850 lights which the police are 
required to put out, 750 of which are called one o’clock 
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lights and 100 of them are three o’clock lights. Most 
of these lights are outside the business centre (where 
electric lights are used) and on some of the beats it 
requires two or three hours for the patrolmen to per- 
form this service, to the entire neglect of more impor- 
tant legitimate police duty. A criminal can trace an 
officer while putting out the lights as easily as though 
he had left a trail of flour along his pathway. Provis- 
ion should certainly be made to have this duty trans- 
ferred to the Lighting Department, where it properly 
and legitimately belongs. 

STATION IMPROVEMENTS. 

For a long time the condition of the Police Station 
has been such as to cause the most unfavorable com- 
ment of every one connected with it as well as those 
whom business compelled to go there. There were but 
twenty cells, and they Avere dark, without ventilation or 
water closets, and poorly adapted for the purposes for 
which they were used. The headquarters were cramped 
and the officers had to put up with innumerable annoy- 
ances and inconveniences. In fact it was the station 
house of twenty years ago used for the business of to- 
day. 

In the month of February the City Council appro- 
priated $15,000 (to be expended under the direction of 
the Committee on Lands and Buildings) to remodel 
the old station and bring it up to modern requirements. 
In May work was commenced on the prison part, the 
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easterly end of the building. The old cells were 
altered over and twenty-three additional ones built, 
larger and better, and fitted with water closets, doors, 
locks, etc. The prison part is now completely separa- 
ted by a brick" wall from the guard room and business 
departments. "We have now in all forty-three cells, 
all of which are well lighted and ventilated, and will be 
enough to accommodate the business for years to come. 
The upper floor of the prison is used exclusively now, 
the front part being reserved for female prisoners. 

It was not until the middle of October that Talbot & 
Co. vacated the premises occupied by them, and this 
caused a long delay in the commencement of.work on 
the western end, but when they did go out the work 
was pushed forward very rapidly and on November 19 
the four offices for the chief, deputy chief, inspectors 
and warrant officers were completed and moved into. 
The other work is rapidly approaching completion, and 
by January 1888, the department will be fully installed 
in its new quarters. It is safe to say that when the 
improvements are all made there will be no police 
station in New England that will excel ours for the pur- 
poses for which it is to be used. The work is being 
done under the direction of John E. Nevins, Superin- 
tendent of Public Buildings, and he has succeeded 
remarkably well considering the many snags and ob- 
structions found in his way. 


REPORT OF POLICE DEPARTMENT.

THE DETECTIVES. 

In order to have successful work performed by the 
detectives they must act together in harmony, for 
where there are jealousies and bickerings the business 
of the department must necessarily suffer. The posi- 
tion of a detective is a responsible one, and requires 
peculiar qualities of tact, good judgment, energy and 
integrity. I think that this department is fortunate in 
having the services of such officers as Inspector Daniel 
M. Hayes and Inspector Charles Laflamme, the former 
of whom by his long experience and knowledge of 
criminals and officers in other cities being usually de- 
tailed for out of town work, while his partner gives 
particular attention to local matters. They have 
worked together now some years and have been emi- 
nently successful in their line of criminal business, and 
from my own knowledge of the nature of their work, 
it will bear very favorable comparison with that per- 
formed by similar officials in other cities. 

POLICE MATRON. 

In accordance with chapter 234 of the Acts of 1887. 
Mayor Abbott in May appointed Mrs. Mary Shea 
matron at the police station, and she held the position 
until August, when she resigned. September 12th 
Mrs. Margaret Wallace was appointed and still fills the 
position. She is a very capable lady, thoroughly un- 
derstands the .work required, and has met with the 
most unqualified success in the discharge of her 
duties. 
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PROBATION OFFICER. 

Mr. Thomas R. Garity has been probation officer for 
the past four years, and he has given considerable time 
and attention to the prisoners committed to his care. 
There is no doubt but that in some cases a lasting 
benefit has been effected, while in others his efforts have 
been productive of much good. 

CONDITION OF THE FORCE. 

Many people who are not familiar with the duties of 
the policemen are apt to criticise and judge hastily of 
the action of officers without any knowledge of the 
events preceding the same. Those, however, whose 
business brings them in contact with the department 
fully appreciate the lot of a policeman, and are in no 
way reluctant in giving due credit where it belongs. 

I have no hesitation in saying that the present con- 
dition of the force is such as to be an honor and source 
of gratification to our citizens, and I heartily commend 
the department for its’general discipline and efficiency. 
The men certainly present a fine appearance, their de- 
portment is good, and they perform the official work 
allotted to them in a cheerful, harmonious and satisfac- 
tory manner. 

CONCLUSION. 

My hearty thanks are due Deputy Chiefs Corcoran 
and Howard, and the force generally for the faithfulness 
and good spirit with which their respective duties have 
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been performed. Also to his honor Mayor Abbott and 
Aldermen Pratt, Plunkett and M. H. Fletcher, Com- 
mittee on Police, with whom my relations have been of 

r 

the most pleasant and agreeable character. 

I also desire to thank Hon. Samuel P. Hadley, Judge 
of the Police Court^ and James F. Savage, Esq., clerk, 
for friendly advice in cases pending before the court, 
and uniform courtesy in all our relations.

Action of Contract brought to recover a proportional part of the 
amount received by the City Treasurer in excess of taxes and 
costs, at tax sale of real estate.

During the year many parties having claims against 
the City, were heard by the Committee on Claims, and 
in proper cases, settlements were effected. The emi- 
nent legal ability and former experience as City Solici- 
tor of Nathan D. Pratt, Esq., Chairman of the Com- 
mittee on Claims were of great assistance in the cases 
which came before the Committee, and I deem it proper 
that his valuable services to the City in his official 
capacity, should be recognized in this report. 
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The business of this office is increasing rapidly and 
requires almost all of the time and attention of the So- 
licitor to properly perform his duties. If the business 
should increase in the future in proportion as it has in 
the past it may be found necessary to provide an office 
at City Hall and require the Solicitor to give all his time 
to the duties of his position. 

If this should be done it will be necessary to increase 
the salary in order to secure able council, and in the end 
it will be found to be advantageous to the city. 

A large proportion of the actions and claims brought 
against the city is on account of alleged defects in 
streets and ways. I would recommend that all employ- 
ees of the City, and particularly the police force, should 
be instructed from time to time, to report promptly any 
defects which they may be aware of in order that the 
same may be speedily remedied. I return thanks to the 
various officials and employees of the different depart- 
ments for assistance and information rendered me in the 
prosecution of my duties, and I desire to particularly 
mention the services of Mr. George E. Evans and Mr. 
George Bowers, each of whom during the year has 
held the position of City Engineer and in that capacity 
has rendered me valuable assistance. 

During the year I was fortunate in having the assist- 
ance of Mr. M. E. McDonald, who was detailed from 
the Police Department for special service in this depart- 
ment. 
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The duties of his position require a man of discre- 
tion, tact and judgment, all of which Mr. McDonald 
possesses. 

Whatever success was had in this department was in 
a large measure due to the efficient and competent man- 
ner in which he performed his services.

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REPORT OF THE SECRETARY. 


Lowell, Mass., January 31 , 1888 . 

To the Board of Overseers of the Poor of the City 

of Loivell: 

Gentlemen: — I have the honor to submit the fol- 
lowing report of the administration of the Secretary’s 
office during the past year . 

The death of my honored predecessor, Leonard F. 
Jewell, deprived the city of an official who had served 
this municipality long and faithfully, and whose many 
amiable qualities of head and heart had earned for him 
the esteem and affection of all with whom he was 
brought in contact. His untimely death left a vacancy 
which the vote of the Board, March 9, 1887, called me 
to fill. 

The industrial conditions of this city are such that 
they call into our midst a population whose means are 
meagre and whose previous training and experience 
debar them from earning any but the smallest wages. 
Large families are the rule, and it is only with the 
strictest economy and prudence that ends can be made 
to meet. Every depression of business bears heavily 
on those who labor for a living with their hands, and 
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the rewards of labor in Lowell are usually so small that 
any industrial disturbance throws hundreds of our 
population upon the charity of the city. The past year 
has fortunately been free from industrial depression, 
and the calls upon this department have been less than 
in the previous year. 

Intemperance is usually ascribed as the cause of pov- 
erty, and, while my experience has shown me that it is 
usually an accompanying circumstance, I am not pre- 
pared to say that it is wholly its cause. The constant 
anxiety and care which the raising of a family upon 
slender means engenders, has led me to believe that 
poverty is as often the cause of intemperance as intem- 
perance is the cause of poverty. In a city such as this, 
where the rate of wages is so low, the wonder is, not 
that we have so many charges upon public charity, but 
that we have so few. 

In common with every community the wide world 
over, we number among our people individuals whose 
lazy and vicious habits render it desirable to eliminate 
them from the body politic. To be more specific, I 
allude to that class of men who will labor to support 
neither themselves nor their families, and who aggra- 
vate their offence by squandering the earnings of their 
wives and children, thus throwing the latter upon the 
charity of the city. I have endeavored to check this 
evil, and with the generous aid of the local police mag- 
istrate and police officers, have achieved a gratifying 
measure of success. The irreclaimables have been 
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sent to prison, and those who could work have been 
made to work, and to furnish guaranties for the 
support of their families. The burden has in these 
cases been lifted from the municipal treasury and a 
wholesome effect produced on numbers of this idle 
class. 

In compliance with the provisions of Section III., 
Chapter 84, of the Public Statutes, and Chapter 401 
of the Acts of 1887, the latter making the former 
compulsory, a large number of children who were at 
the Almshouse have been removed elsewhere. Twentv- 
five have been sent to the Home for Destitute Catholic 
Children in Boston, one of the noblest charities in the 
Commonwealth, whence good homes have been secured 
for them. One boy, blind from infancy, has been ad- 
mitted to the Perkins Institution for the Blind, where 
his education is made a certainty and his future secured. 
A number of girls have been placed in St. Peter’s 
Orphan Asylum of this city, but as the object of the 
Acts referred to is to prevent the “ institutionizing ” of 
children, I believe they should only be allowed to re- 
main temporarily in that establishment. If the children 
committed to the care of the city are to grow up in 
habits, of self-dependence, that will fit them for the 
battle of life, they should be trained in families, in the 
home circle, away from the debilitating influences of 
all institutions, where the incentives to self-reliance are 
lacking and where all their wants are supplied by

others. I would therefore recommend to this Board 
that the retention of children in St. Peter’s Orphanage 
be limited to six months, and if during that period the 
directors of that institution have not secured homes for 
them, that the children be transferred to the Home for 
Destitute Catholic Children in Boston, the directors of 
which guarantee to place them in families where their 
moral and physical well-being will be cared for. 

In connection with this matter of the minor wards of 
the city, I believe this Board should take measures to 
place the care of truants, committed to the Almshouse 
by the agents of the School Board, under the supervis- 
ion and at the expense of that body. Children whose 
poverty sends them to the Almshouse, and boys whose 
only olfence is evading school attendance, should not 
be compelled, as they must be under present circumstan- 
ces, to associate with vicious youths, confined for lar- 
cenies and other criminal offences. The truants, under 
the law, properly pertain to the School Board and the 
Pauper Department should be relieved from the expense 
which their care entails. The necessity for this is only 
aggravated by the difficulty encountered in making the 
School Board pay the bills for the supplies necessary 
to equip the school in its educational department. 

The Board should call the attention of the City 
Government to the necessity of establishing a lying- 
in ward in connection with either of the hospitals now 
in the city; unless that body can see its way to estab- 
lish a city hospital such as nearly every city of any 
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pretensions within the Commonwealth possesses. Such 
a ward already exists at the Almshouse, but its remote- 
ness from the city, the lack of a resident physician and 
the absence of skilled hospital attendants minimize its 
value. As a rule, eases of childbirth come to the atten- 
tion of the Secretary when it would be inhuman and 
dangerous to attempt to remove the woman to the Alms- 
house. The amount of suffering undergone by women 
in travail in foul and wretchedly furnished tenements 
imperatively demands accommodations and arrange- 
ments more in consonance with humanity and the rep- 
utation of the second city of this Commonwealth. 

The Mayor, in his inaugural address, has already 
called attention to the inadequacy of the quarters used 
for the office of the Secretary. That a change is im- 
peratively necessary is beyond a doubt, and I trust an 
effort will be made by the Board to effect this object. 
The present office is poorly equipped and inconven- 
iently located for a proper administration of the work of 
out-door relief. The Dispensary, an important branch 
of this department, is located in another part of the 
city. The two branches should be under one roof in 
order that the records may be properly kept and the 
business done under the supervision of the Secretary. 
The neglect of this matter has cost the city a great deal 
of money, first and last, and in the interests of economy 
it should be rectified at an early date. I would there- 
fore suggest that the office of the Secretary be re- 
moved to the police building on Market street, where 
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suitable quarters can be obtained on the same floor as 
that upon which the Dispensary is now being fitted up, 
provided arrangements for the storage of the boohs 
and records can be made. The removal of the Dispen- 
sary to the City Hall would be expensive, and would 
necessitate the removal of people doing business in the 
building, entailing losses on them and depriving the 
city of their rentals. If, however, these hardships 
could be avoided, the City Hall would be the place for 
the Dispensary and office. 

In the present agitation of the sanitary condition 
of the city, it is right that we should hnow and under- 
stand that the evils of over-crowded and unhealthy 
tenements press as heavily on this department as on 
that of the Board of Health. The people who are un- 
fortunate enough to require the aid of the city are 
compelled by the logic of circumstances to live in what 
are at once the cheapest and the worst tenement houses 
in the city ; and these foul and disease-breeding struc- 
tures add a worse feature to the already deplorable 
condition of this portion of our population. Living, 
as they do, on the ragged edge of destitution, the 
diseases engendered by the vile sanitary condition of their 
dwellings throw them absolutely on the charity of the 
city, entailing an expenditure for medical care and aid 
which the municipality must bear. If we leave out of 
consideration the higher duty of humanity, the lesser 
motive of economy makes it imperative upon the gov- 
ernment to sweep these lazar houses out of existence. 
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The fact that 205 persons were buried at the expense 
of the city during the year 1887, most of whom died 
in tenement houses of the class referred to, tells a story 
that thoughtful citizens should consider. The eradica- 
tion of these plague-spots will not only be beneficial to 
the public health, but will make a material difference in 
the expenditures of this department. 

During the past year wood, coal and provisions have 
been supplied to 875 families, comprising 2904 persons, 
of whom 1260 were males and 1644 females. Of this 
number 572 were State paupers and 268 were paupers 
of other cities and towns of the Commonwealth, the 
number of our own people aided being 2104. The 
value of this aid was $11,039.25 for our own paupers, 
and $2,114.30 for extra-territorial cases, a total of $14, 
311.88. During the year 169 State paupers were sent 
to the State Almshouse at Tewksbury, at the expense 
of this city. 

Many cases of sickness during the year come under 
the care of this department, the gravity of which de- 
mands the best medical skill and care to prevent loss 
of life and unnecessary suffering. The limited means 
and equipments of the hospital connected with the 
Almshouse render it an undesirable place for such 
cases, and they have been cared for at St. John’s Hos- 
pital. During the year, forty-six city, thirty-nine 
State, and nine outside cases have been cared for at 
this hospital, at an expense of $2,621.40, the expense 
of the forty-eight cases belonging elsewhere being 
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reimbursed to the oity . The average expense of each 
case was $27.89. 

In concluding, I wish to thank the Board for the 
generous support afforded me during my incumbency 
of the Secretary’s office, as I feel that without that sup- 
port it woidd be impossible to properly discharge the 
duties pertaining to it.

Lowell: 

Gentlemen: — Another year having closed, I again 
have the pleasure to submit my annual report, showing 
the condition of the institutions, together with its 
statistics. 

The number of inmates in the Almshouse, December 
20, 1886, was 272; 123 males and 1-19 females. During 
the year there were admitted 315 — 176 males and 169 
females, making the whole number for the year 617. 
Of this number there were discharged 397 — 219 males 
and 135 females, leaving the number remaining Decem- 
ber 20, 1887, 220 — 85 males and 178 females. Aver- 
age number supported for the year was 218. Of those 
discharged from the Almshouse 39 died — 19 males and 
20 females, of the following diseases : Consumption 11, 
Debility 9, Congestion 1, Cholera Infantum 1, Delir- 
ium Tremens 1, Fits 1, by cars 1, Dropsy 2, Inanition 
3, Heart Complaint 2, Cancer 1, Brain Disease 1, Pa- 
ralysis 1, Broken Hip 1, Old Age 2, Scrofula 1. 
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INSANE. 

The number of insane at the first of the year was 80 
— 22 males and 58 females. During the year there 
were admitted 25, males 8, females 17. Of this num- 
ber there were discharged during the year 32, leaving 
the number remaining December 20, 1887, 73—21 
males and 52 females. Of the number of insane dis- 
charged there were 8 that died. 

The statistics of the insane are also included in those 
of the Almshouse. The number of deaths in the 
Almshouse (39) covers all the institutions. There 
were 8 births in the institution, 4 males and 1 females. 

WORKHOUSE. 

The number of inmates December 20, 1886 was 46. 
The number committed during the year 198 — 57 males 
and 141 females. Of this number there were discharged 
during the year 180, making the whole number 
244, leaving the number December 20, 1887 to be 60, 
with 4 absconded. The average number supported for 
the year was 47. The number on probation during the 
year was 10. The causes of the commitments was as 
follows : — 1 16 for drunkenness, 11 for second ofl'euce, 
48 for third offence, 19 common drunkards, 1 lor lar- 
ceny, 3 vagrants, 1 assault and battery. The longest 
term was one year, shortest thirty days. The whole 
number in the various institutions during the year, 961. 
The health of the inmates has been good. 
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EXPENDITURES. 

The average number supported in the Almshouse 
being 248, in the work-house 47, in the house of em- 
ployment for juvenile offenders, 37 ; makes the whole av- 
erage in all the institutions 332. The average number 
in the institutions whose board was paid was 10. The 
amount of bills paid for all expenses at the City Farm 
was $40,070.95, from this 1 deduct the following items: 
$6,605.50, the value of three thousand and five provis- 
ion orders delivered as per order of the Secretary of 
the Overseers of the Poor; $380 50 the value of paper 
bags, baskets, and delivery of same: $1,185.85 sales 
from the Farm; $3,897.30, the amount for board of 
persons in the institutions: $3,255.01 wood, coal and 
provisions on hand, which leaves the actual cost for the 
support of the city’s poor to be $24,746.79; a yearly 
cost of $74.54, or a weekly cost of $1.43. 

REFORM SCHOOL. 

The number in the Reform School December 20, 
1886, was 44; number admitted during the year was 59, 
number discharged 56; total for the year 159; average 
number 37. 

I close this report thanking the members of the 
Board for the kind consideration of which I have been 
the recipient.

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In closing my report I desire to call attention to the 
fact, that in addition to work done and previously 
mentioned the department has finished the building of 
a new wooden pile bridge across Hale’s Brook at the 
foot of Cambridge Street, and completed the large, 
amount of filling and grading necessary for the exten- 
sion of Cambridge Street to Tanner Street The Aiken 
Street bridge, the bridge over the canal on Worthen 
Street, and the Cabot Street bridge have been replanked. 
Pawtucket bridge has received a coat of paint the past 
year. Upwards of three hundred street signs have been 
placed in positions upon the different streets. Bank 
walls have been built on Broadway at the Minter 
property, Mammoth Avenue, at the Pawtucketvilie 
Church, Richmond Street at the Rushworth property, 
South Whipple Street, at the Whipple estate, and a 
portion of the wall atD. W.C. Farrington’s on Andover 
Street was rebuilt. 

Four thousand and eighty-nine dollars and two cents 
were paid for damages, land, etc., all of which remained 
unpaid from the previous year. The sweeping of the 
paved streets cost about forty dollars a day, and the 
necessity for almost constant work on them continues 
from spring until late in the fall. On streets where 
edgestones and sidewalks have not been laid it has been 
the policy of this department to make the best possible 
surface for foot travel, and thousands of loads of cinders 
have been distributed for this purpose. The numerous 
extensions of the horse railroads have been very costly 
to this department ann in some instances delayed con- 
templated improvements in the streets. 

The Aiken Street and Central bridges should be 
painted the coming year, it being in the interest of 
economy to keep all iron bridges thoroughly protected 
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with paint. Considerable work will have to be done on 
the bridges. Central bridge and the bridges over the 
Concord river at East Merrimack Street and Lawrence 
Street near the cemetery should be replanked. The 
bridges over Hale’s Brook at Lincoln Street and Plain 
Street should receive early attention as the piling on the 
Lincoln Street bridge is in a decaying and dangerous 
condition, and the bridge should be lengthened, widened 
and raised, in order to make it safe and convenient, and 
do away with the constant fear and liability of its being 
carried away by the spring freshets. In regard to the 
Plain Street bridge it is in a similar condition, and a 
source of annoyance and trouble owing to the grade 
being so low that the water floods the street in the 
spring time, and quite often the street has to be barricaded 
to travel. I would recommend that both street and 
bridge be raised at this point. In regard to the planking 
of all bridges I recommend oak plank instead of spruce. 
While more costly at first, it will more than repay the 
extra cost in its saving of repairs. The need of good 
gravel becomes more apparent every year. We have 
not any on hand at the present time, and nothing but 
the best of gravel is of any service in repairing streets. 

STEAM ROAD ROLLER. 

The purchase of a steam roller is recommended for 
use in the building and rebuilding of both gravelled 
and macadamized streets. 

SPECIAL APPROPRIATION FOR PAVING. 

I would also recommend that a special appropriation • 
be made for the paving of streets. The advantage of 
paving streets where there is constantly heavy travel is 
seen by comparing the small amount of repairs neces- 
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sary on the paved streets to those which are not paved. 
In recommending a special appropriation for paving I 
would suggest that it would be a most important step 
to so provide that a definite sum should annually be al- 
lotted for paving, not to be used for any other purpose 
except by express decree of the City Council. I 
would also most urgently request that an ordinance be 
passed, requiring that all corporations, firms or indiv- 
iduals, who, at any time, have occasion to dig up or 
remove any paving on the streets must make application 
to have the same replaced by this department at the 
expense of the corporation, firm or individual. The 
condition of portions of the paved streets, where pav- 
ing has been removed and replaced in a manner not in 
accordance with its former condition, will furnish 
sufficient evidence of the need of such an ordinance. 
Market Street, between Central Street and Shattuck 
Street, has been tampered with so many times and by 
different people that the paving should be entirely 
relaid, as in many places the centre of the street is the 
lowest. On account of its unevenness it is impossible 
to sweep it cleap with our machines. I would 
respectfully ask for the strict enforcement of the ordi- 
nance relating to digging up or obstructing the streets 
and suggest the police make a daily record at the 
station-house of all streets which are being dug up and 
also the name of the person doing the work, as cases 
have come to our notice where main sewers have been 
entered without the knowledge of the proper authori- 
ties, or the payment of the legitimate assessment due. 
The accommodations for heating the property under 
the care of the Superintendent of Streets at the city 
yard are very poor and insufficient and very costly and 
as a matter of economy should be changed to more 
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modern methods. Five stoves are in use and they are 
sufficient to properly heat only a small portion of the 
place. There should be a room set apart for the care 
of sick horses, where an even and moderate heat would 
prevail. In a department where there are so many 
doing duty in all kinds of weather, there is more or 
less sickness caused by the sudden changes in the 
weather, and with fair accommodations for attending 
the same many cases could be properly cared for, which 
otherwise might prove fatal. The heating could be 
done with a boiler at less expense for fuel than under 
the present system, and at the same time power could 
be furnished to run machinery in the carpenter and 
blacksmith repair shops in the yard, which, at the 
present time, are unable to do the work and have to 
send it to the different workshops to be done at a con- 
siderable expense which could be saved. 

PRECAUTIONS AGAINST FIRE. 

Located in the city yard are the stables, wagon sheds 
and repair shops of the Street Department, the Board 
of Health, and the Pauper Department wood yard, and 
the only water supply against fire is one post hydrant, 
located in a shed bordering on Lagrange Street, and to 
this there is no hose attached. The necessity of a 
hydrant house in the centre of the yard, with sufficient 
hose and other implements, which in case of fire could 
be handled by the attaches of the department, some of 
whom are on duty day and night, is urgent. This with 
hose and stand pipe in the stable proper would seem to 
be a matter for careful and prudent consideration.

In conclusion I desire to acknowledge my obligations

Dear Sir — The following is the number and loca.- 


tion of lights, etc., up to date : 

There were January 1, 1887 — Electric - - - - 75 

Gas 876 

Kerosene - - - - 335 

Total 1,286 


There has been quite an increase in the electric 
lights this year, and a reduction in the price. The 
Lighting Committee effected a contract with the Electric 
Light Company to this effect : That when the number 
should reach one hundred the price should be fifty-five 
cents each for the whole number ; and when the number 
should reach one hundred and thirty-five, the price 
should be fifty cents each for the whole number; and 
also furnish at their own expense, arms, etc., to bring the 
light to the middle of the street, both for the new and 
old posts, when needed, which is a decided improvement 
for the light. Thirty-eight new ones have been added 
this year, and thirty more are under construction, and 
will be ready in a week or two. The location of those 
running are as follows : Pawtucket Street, 3 ; Westford. 
Street, 9; Bridge Street, 3; Broadway, 2; Pawtucket 
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Bridge, 1 ; Pawtucketville, 1 ; Walker Street, 2 ; Church 
Street, 2 ; Andover Street, 2 ; Lawrence, Market, River, 
Central, Western Avenue, School, Fletcher, Warren, 
Rogers, Agawam, Taylor Bridge, Davis’ Square, and 
Gorham Streets, 1 each. 

Those under construction are located as follows : 
River, Wilder, Gorham, Central, Lawrence, Willie, Nes- 
mith, East Merrimack, Aiken Street Bridge, Cabot, Hall, 
Moody, Nineteenth, Dutton, and Central Bridge. 

Next in order are the gas lights. There were at the 
commencement of the year, eight hundred and seventy- 
six in number. Thirty-two new ones have been added this 
year, and fifty-nine have been taken off on account of 
electric lights. The location of those placed this year 
are as follows : Rogers Street, 4 ; Broadway, 3 ; Nes- 
mith Street, 3 ; Methuen Street, 2 ; River, Ford, West 
Adams, Kirk, Moore, Crosby, Myrtle, Bartlett, Hunting- 
ton, First, Robbins, Harrison, Marginal, Walker, Twelfth, 
Rockdale, Mead, May, Clay, and Suffolk Streets, one 
each. There are at present eight hundred and forty- 
nine in number; twenty-seven less than at commence- 
ment of year, on account of electric light. The price of 
gas was reduced to one dollar and twenty cents per 
thousand feet, April 1st. 

There are also thirty-eight corporation lights owned 
and maintained by said corporations, the city paying for 
the gas consumed only. 

Next in order are the gasolene lights. The kero- 
sene lights in use January 1, 1887, not giving satisfac- 
tion, the Lighting Committee made a change in the 
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substitution of gasolene, lights. They (the Committee) 
made a contract with the Boston Globe Gas Light Com- 
pany, of Boston, that the said Company should furnish, 
at their own expense, a lantern known as the Boston 
street sign lantern, and a light equal to a five-foot coal 
gas light, and furnish help, glass, etc., to maintain and 
keep the lights in order at six cents per light, and they 
to have no less than twenty-five nights in the month. 

By making the above contract, the City saved quite 
a sum in the buying of lanterns and glass for gas pur- 
poses, as three hundred and thirty-five lanterns and 
glass, of the same, were taken in from the kerosene 
lights. There are three hundred and ninety-one gaso- 
lene lights, an increase over the kerosene of fifty-six, 
located as follows : River, Marshall, Gorham and Rogers 
Streets, three each ; Broadway, four ; Jennis, Royal, 
Middlesex Village, Bridge and B Streets, two each ; also 
Lawrence Street, three. The others have one each ; A 
Street, Forest, Gates, Swift, Western Avenue, Linden 
Court, Cross, Little, Stanley, Varnum Court, Cheever, 
Concord, Abbott, Third Avenue, Second Avenue, Paw- 
tucket, Cummiskey Alley, Prospect, Bratton Court, 
Ludlam, Porter, Parker, Short, Edson, Pleasant, South 
and Whipple Streets. 

These lights as a rule are on streets where there 
are no gas mains, and in the outskirts of the city. 
These lights, like the gas, burn other than moonlight 
nights, and to one o’clock in the morning. 

Whole number of lights up to date are electric, 
113 ; gas, 849 ; gasolene, 391. Making a total of 1,353.

The Lighting Department is rapidly growing, and 
keeping pace with our prosperous city, and I think it 
will compare favorably, with the amount expended, with 
any city of its size in the country. 

Property owned by the City and controlled by the 
Lighting Department up to date is as follows : 849 gas 

street lights, and about 175 lamp posts, piped and capped, 
ready for use (decapitated on account of electric light) ; 
391 wooden posts and frames, used for gasolene purposes; 
also 1 horse, 2 harnesses, 8 wagons, 2 sleighs, 2 blankets, 
2 robes, 40 gallons of alcohol, 1 stove and copper boiler 
connection, etc., 2,000 feet three-fourth inch pipe, 3 doz- 
en pipe fittings, 200 one-half and three-fourths inch gas 
cocks, new and old ; 8 shovels, 6 picks, 1 desk, 1 table, 
4 chairs, 325 square lanterns, about 4 boxes of glass, 2 
monkey wrenches, 8 other wrenches, pipe wrench, 4 pair 
tongs, 1 vise, three-fourth, one-half and one-eight dies, 
bench, etc., 2 pipe cutters, 36 glass globes, 4 empty bar- 
rels, 2 crowbars, oil house, 8 gross matches, 3 dozen 
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three-fourths burners, 3 dozen torches, 2 hammers, 1 
sledge hammer, 1 saw, 2 dozen old Globe frames, lamp- 
black, oil cans, etc., amounting in all to about $25,000. 

A great many citizens are not aware that from the 
Appropriation on Lighting, the lighting of the City Gov. 
ernment building, Armories, Ward Rooms, Huntington 
and Jackson Halls, Dispensary and Lighting Department 
have to be paid from this Appropriation.

All other Members of Steam Fire Engine, Hose, 
and Hook and Ladder Companies, shall be paid at 
the rate of two hundred dollars per annum each, 
with the exception of Pawtucketville and Ayer’s 
City Hose Companies, the pay of whose members 
shall be seventy-five dollars per annum each. 

Ject. 29. Whenever any person in the employ of 
the city shall demand payment of his salary, or 
any part thereof, it shall be the duty of the Audi- 
tor and City Treasurer to deduct therefrom any and 
all sums of money due from such officer to the 
city.
